SKETCH OF THE LIFE OF WILLIAM B. TOWNE, A.M. 

By JoBH WiL&o Dbxh, am., of Boston, Mas*. 



WILLIAM BLAKCILAIiD TO\YNE, an efficient officer in 
the New England Hiistoric, Genealogical Society, and the 
tunder of the "Towne Memorial Fund," was born in Bow, N. H., 
[onday, October 12, 1810. He was the eldest of ten children of 
Jonathan Towne, of whom a biographical sketch has been printed 
In the Register (ante, xxix. 326) ; and waa descended in the sev- 
enth generation from William Towne, of Yarmouth, in Norfolk, 
England, who emigrated to thia country, and after a short residence 
in Salem, Mass., removed to Topsficld, where he died about 1672. 
A genealogical record of this family, by the subject of this sketch, 
hfts been printed in this periodical. 

His mother, Clarissa Hoyt, daughter of Capt. John Hoyt, whose 
ancestry will be found in David W. Hoyt's genealogy of that faintly 
feee p. 83 of that work), is still living, in the eight}'-eighth year of 
age. She is a woman of remarkable vigor of body and mind. 
, who remembers her in her prime, writes : "She had not a 
within my knowledge," 
William began to attend school at the age of five years, and at- 
tended it till he was twelve. He then remained at home, assisting on 
the farm during the summer and going to school daring the winter 
months, till he was fifteen. 

When he was about twelve years old, he began to have a strong 
desire to strike out for himself and depend upon his own efforts to 
maintain himself. When told by Lis father that a boy of his age 
could not get a living among strangers, he replied, " If you will let 
me try, I will never call on home for assistance to the value of a 
fiuthing.** The spirit of self-reliance and desire to try his fortune 
in the world increased as he grew older, and he persuaded lua 
mother to use her influence with his father to obtain permission 
to mako a trial. At length his wish was gratified. When he 
was itirteen years old, Dr. Josiah Crosby, of Concord, the family 
roL. zxxn. 2 
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physician, wae one day in Bow at the house of IVIr. Jonathan Towne, 
and expressed a wish to find a boy to take care of liis horse and do 
errands for Mrs. MoClary, with whom he boarded. Mr. Towne 
said be thought that his son William would suit, and arrangements 
were accordingly made for tlie doctor to take him home on his next 
visit. As Dr. Crosby did not visit the family the next day, the boy 
became impatient ; and packing his bundle, he started on foot for 
Concord, four miles distant. The day of his leaving home he has 
himself recorded as the 20th of April, 1827. It is probable that 
he went on trial to this place ; for he records, in 1834, that a sup- 
posed residence of a fortnight in Concord had then been prolonged to 
seven years. One motive which attracted him to this place was no 
doubt the opportunity which it afforded for medical advice, for he 
states that he was then seriously affected with a lung complaint which 
had preyed upon him, tiil at times it was with difficulty that he 
could sit up all day, and this coutinually growing upon him, it wa« 
thought he needed the care and direction of a physician. The change 
of situation and medical advice had a bcnefieial effect, for he says : 
" The germ of he.ilth soon made its appearance in the feeble consti- 
tution, and continued to spread till it pervaded the whole system." 
The Hon. Mosesj T. Willard, M.D., of Concord, whose acquaint- 
ance with Mr. Towue dates from tlieir boyhood, furnishes me with 
some facts, obtained from his o^vn lips, concerning his early days in 
Concord, as follows : 

His work being light, he had much leisure time, and a teacher of a pri- 
vate schooU boarding at the same house, observing that he was not inclined 
to ]ilay with the boya in the street, invited him to his school one afternoon. 
Instead of gazing around as most boys would have done, he opened a book 
on natural philosophy, and became so interested that he did not raise his 
eyes from it titl the scliool closed. This was the stepping stone to his 
future usefiilness. The teacher, thinking him a remarkable boy, furnished 
him with books and gave him tuition. The father called occafiionally to 
see his sou, well pleased that he was prospering so well. At the end of 
many months his wardrobe was in need of being replenished ; but he per- 
sbteutly refused to accept assistance from home. 

According to his mother's recollection, however, he did accept 
articles of clothing which were sent him from home while he waa 
with Dr. Crosby. This may have been after he had made sure of 
being able to maintain himself; for Dr. WiUard writes : 

I remember that he told me that his father at one time brought him a 
pair of shoes, which he refused to accept. When hh father said, " You 
will need them, and tbey were purposely made for you," he replied, " Well, 
I don't want them." His father then said, " If you will not take them, 
I will give them to this boy ;" and he did give them to a boy standing by. 
When Sir. Towne told mo this story, ho gave as a reason why he refused 
them, that he wished to give his hope of getting Lis own living a fair triaL 
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He apent two years in this situation, attending school eight montlia 
the first year and ten months the second. He expresses in \m diary 
gratitude for the friends who surrounded him " on every side," and 
States that he improved his time " to as good advantage as youth 
anally spend this precioua eeason, but not so well as it might and 
•hoiiid have been." 

He had now arrived at a period when it became necessary to select 
•Ome occupation for life. His own preference was for the printing 
bnBUiees, but his father did not approve of this choice, and he con- 
ehided to try a mercantile life. In April, 182U, in hia nineteenth 
year, he entered the dry-goods and grocery store of William West, 
■0 a clerk, where he continued two years or more. He was nest 
employed, in the summer of 1832, in the store of John Leach. The 
enaaing autumn he took charge of a store for JS'atlianiel II. Osgood 
A Co., with which firm he remained one year. From the fall of 

11633 to the spring of 1834, he was in the employ of tSamuel Evans. 
On the first of April of the latter year, he engaged with Daniel 
Carr, and went immediately to Boston to purchase goods for his 
employer, spending eleven days in that city. During his stay there 
be took particular care to visit the prominent landnmrks connected 
with the events of which he had read. 

On the 14th of April, 1834, after hie return from the trip to 
Boston, he commenced a diary, whicli he kept for a little over four 
years, the last entiy being November 30, 1838. It is *=till preserv- 
ed, azid its two poet-octavo volumes show the writer's characterietice, 
oeatneea and method. He prefaces this diary with an account of 
his ancestry and a sketch of his life to that time. Very little is 
afterwards recorded of his business, and nothing concerning it after 
^lie iiad taken up his residence in Boston. The diary is chietly de- 
^^proted to the sermons and lectures he heard, and what he saw in a 
Irfew journeys which he made, some of which were visits to his 
J parents, while others no doubt were busineya tripf*. His entries 
■how a strong desii-c for sclt-improvcuient and spiritual culture, and 
a fear that he had failed in doing his whole duty. There are suuie 
noticea of and reflections on liis reading, and an early reference to his 
•tndy of Ma£on on " Self-Knowledge." 

It eeeras from the diary, that in 1831 he began to have decided 

religious impressions, and on Sunday, January 1, 1832, he jained 

tlie First (Jongregational Church in Concord, the pastor of which 

was his life-long friend, the now venerable Kev. Nathaniel Bouton, 

D.D. Dr. Bouton writes me that he remembers Mr. Towne as 

** aa amiable, obliging, courteous and very intfUigent young man." 

In tbe summer of 1832 he begjin a sabbath scliuol in a section of 

I tbe town called the " Colony." In a letter to his father dated No- 

|^BVeDil>er 1, 1832, he gives this account of the sabbath school: 

^^^ There are six families and about t^venty-eight children, and but 

one of the fatliers of the childicn could read at the commencement 
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of the Bea3on, and though the school has closed for this season, I go 
up every sabbath mom and teach them to read, and two of the meo 
have learned to read quite well." The eabbatli school was sooo 
reQpened at the " Colony,'* and was kept through the winter, lie 
then commenced one on the " Hopkinton road." While with IVLr. 
Evans he had " a class of boys ten years of age," probably in tbi 
sabbath school connected with Dr. Uouton'a church. 

Hia diary shows tJiat he early took a decided stand in the terapeiv 
ance and anti-slavery causes, which were then beginning to agitate 
the community. We have proof that on one occasion he refused to 
accept a desirable situation till he was assured that his employers did 
not intend to keep ardent spirits for sale. 

He remained with Mr. Carr but fur a few months, and on the 
24th of July, 1834, he left Conconl for Boston, where he eoon 
found employment as a clerk, and five days afterwards returned to 
Concord to settle his affairs. After spending alx>ut a fortnight there, 
on the 13th of Aujjuat he bade fai"ewell to hia friends in Concord 
and took up hia residence in Boston. 

For a year or two after his arrival in Boston, he was employed u 
a clerk, and during this time he gained a reputation for honesty and 
ability. Having accumulated a few thousands of dollars, he became 
a partner in the house in which he had been clerk, the new firm be- 
ing liowker, Towne <Sc Co. He was afterwards a member of the 
firms of Keegan, Towne & Waldo ; Towne, Waldo & Co.; and 
Towne, Hunt & Co. His partners in these firms were severally 
Joel Bowker, Jr., George P. Hay ward, Augustine P. Kimball, 
Patrick Keegan, Charles F. Waldo, Austin Sumner, Francis A, 
Hunt, Samuel Hathaway and Wellington L. G. Hunt. About the 
year 1852, he bccauxe connected with tlic firm of James M. Becbe 
& Co., where he held the position of confidential clerk and adjuster 
of losses till the year 1865, 

On the 15th of June, 1842, he married Miss Nancy French Hill, 
daughter of Jeremiali Hill, a commission merchant in Boston. She 
was born Nov. 2(3, 1817, and was the seventh generation in descent 
from Ralph Hill, an early inhabitant of BiMerica, Mass. For a 
short time they boarded with his wife's father at 48 Chambers Street, 
and then removed to 71 Tempio Street, where he resided a few 
years. About the year 1846 he removed to Brookline, Maes. Hero 
his wife died. May 3, 1858, at the age of forty. 

He was chosen assessor of Brookline in 1863, and held the posi- 
tion five years. For a time he was a trial justice for that district, 
and conscientiously discharged the laborious and difficult duties of 
the office. He also held commissions as justice of the peace for 
Suffolk and Norfolk counties. 

On the 28th of March, 1866, having a respite from business, 
he sailed for Europe, and after making a tour of about four montha 
m the land of his ancestors and on the continent of Europe, he re- 
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(tamed to Boston in July of that year. On tlie 23(1 of April, 
1^7, he waa married at Wadhington, D. C, by the Rev. Charles 
B. Boyntou, D.D., chaplain of the U. S. House of Reprcsentfitives, 
to JVtise Jennie S. Putnam^ daughter of Daniel Putnam, of Milfoid, 
and fii^ter of the wife of the Hon. Bainbridge Wadleigh. He tlien 
remored to the village of iSIilford, N. H., the estate which he 
purchaacd being about a half a mile distant from the family home- 
■tsad, where his parents then reeidai, and where both his father and 
gnadfkthcr were bom. He continued to reside in Milford till his 
death, which took place at the residence of his son, at Jamaica 
Plain, Boston, Mass., April 10, 1876, at tlie age of sutty-five. 
Hg has left a wdow, who, during their nine years of we<lded life, 
£d mucli to lighten his cares and encourage him in his literary and 
Other labors; and three sous, all members of the legal profession, 
aanoely, William Henry of Boston, and Charles Edwanl and Arthur 
French (a life member of the N. E. H. G. Soc. ) of Chicago. 

On the 15th of September, 1852, he became a meml>er of tlie New 
£ngland Historic, Genealogical Society. In an introduction to his 
genealogy of the Towne family, which he left in manuscript, be 
states that his researches into family history commenced in 1827, 
! when he was a lad at school ; and in 1834, he prefixes to his diary 
1 a record of his ancestors, running back four generations to his qua- 
^K trayle, or great-great-grandfatlier, Joseph Towne, living in Topsfield, 
^" 1684. In obtaining the facts recorded, he no doubt received aseist- 
' ance from John Farmer, the father of American genealogy, who 
was then a resident of CoQcord, and with whom Mr. Towne, as he 
notea in his diary, became acquainted in 11532, two years before 
thia recortl was made. In 1844 he had prepared an extensive gene- 
alogy of the name of Towne, to which he continued to add till his 
death. About 1852 he had printed for private distribution a large 
genealogical chart, giving a record of the families of all his ances- 
tors bearing the surname Towne, and ending with that of his own 
£uniJy. In 18G6 he commenced printing in the Kegistek (xx. 

! 307-71; xxi. 12-22, 217-22) a full genealogy of the Towiies ; 
but the publication was suspended before the completion of the fourth 
generation. The remainder of the work is preserved in manuscript, 
and ia now deposited with the New England Historic, Genealogical 
Sode^. 
From 1861 to 1871, he held the office of treasurer of this aocie- 
pTy and was chairman of the finance committee after that date. In 
Januaiy, 1875, he was elected vice-president for the state of New 
HampAhire, as the successor of the Hon. Ira Perley, LL.D., and 
held the office till his death. He was a director of the society from 
1861, and a member of the publishing committee from 1865. For 
nioe years, from October, 1865, to October, 1874, he was chair- 
man and treasurer of the Register Club, and conducted gratuitously 
tbe bu«ine»8 adaire of the Keoisteb. In 1871, when he retired 
TOL. zzxn. 2* 
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irom the office of treaairrer of the society, after ten years* service, 
during which he had discharged the duties of the office with great 
ability and fidelity, and without compensation, and had rendered 
other important services, he was invited by the society to sit for his 
portrait, as a testimonial of its appreciation of what he had done 
for it. This portrait now hangs in the society's hall. 

He was an efficient aid to the Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, president 
of the society, when he solicited and obtained donations for tlie 
purchase and refitting of the Society's House, and the endowment 
of a fund for the support of a librarian. The exertions of these 
gentlemen, \vith occasional assistance from the late Hon. George B. 
Upton and the Hon. John Cummings, were cixiwned with wonder- 
ful success, upwards of fifty-five thousand dollars being raised for 
these objects. In 1864 Mr. To\vne established the Towne Memo- 
rial Fund, by his own donations, which fund now amounts to over 
four thousand dollars. The income derived from this fund is to be 
expended in the publication of memoirs of deceased members of 
the societ)'. 

Besides the genealogy of the Towne family, he wrote a *" History 
of the First Church in Amherst," whicli was printed, in 1874, in 
the volume containing the proceedings at the celebratiau of the one 
hundredtlj anniversary of the dedication of the congrcgationalist 
meeting-hou-^e in Amherst. He ninde large collections for the his- 
tory of Mi] ford, N. H., which are now deposited with this society. 
In 1872 Dartmouth College conferred on him the honorary degree 
of Master of Arts. 

Mr. TowTie was also an influential member of the New Hamp- 
shire Historical Society. He was elected a member, June 8, 1870, 
and was chosen on the standing committee, June 14, 1871 ; on the 
committee to solicit funds for the library, June 12, 1872; and on 
the publishing comniittee, June 9, 1M75. He was also a member 
of other important committees. In 1869 he paid one hundred dol- 
lars for rendering the society's building firc-pro<if, and a short time 
before his death subscribed two hundred dollars for n fund to sup- 
port the library. He was also an active member of the Hillsborough 
County Agricultural Society ; and at the time of hie death he held 
the office of vice-president for New Hampshire of the American 
Pomological Society. 

In religion he was a trinitarian congrcgationalist, and, as before 
stated, united with tlic Rev. Dr. Bouton's churcli at Concord, on the 
first sabbath in the year 1832. He was dismissed July 2, 1835, to 
the First Free Congrogrational Church in Boston, then recently or- 
ganized, of which the Rev. Charles Fitch was the Jirst jjostor. This 
church was of anti-slavery tendencies. It had a brief existence of 
less than a dozen years ; and it is not kno^vn that Mr. Towne united 
flubsequently with any church, though he was a regtdar attendant 
and communicant at the churches of his denomination in Brookline, 
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Mb80., and Milford, N. H. It baa been intimated to me, that like many 
mtHtflareiy men in tbat day, he was not satisfied with the position 
oi the churches in relation to slavery, on which question he took an 
early and decided etand, being its ardent and uncompromisiing oppo- 
iMttt. There ie preserved by his family a manuscript volume in his 
hmdwriting, recording the *' Proceedings of die Boston Anti-Slavery 
Gonference of Church Members, organized in April, 1835," from 
Aniil 3, 1835, to February 17, 183fj. It docs not appear to be the 
official record. Throughout his diary liiis feelings on this eubject 
are manifest. His friend, William Lloyd Grarrison, Esq., the pio- 
aaer in the anti-slavery movement, and its leader till its final tri- 
noapb, thus writes concerning ^Ir. Towne's position : 

He was an early subscriber to the Liberator, and remained snch till the

Whila 

he sought no conspiunity in the anti-slavery cause, and was not a public 

■peaker, he gave to that caase a zealous, persistent and generous su[)porty 

ily remembering those in bonds, as bound with them, and nobly doing 

is part toward their emaucipation.

He took a deep interest in the cause of education, to which he 
le^'^>ted much study. As an evidence of his practical interest 
in it, it may be slated that several young men obtained from Iiim 
tbe neceasar)' funds to defray their expenses in college, he taking 
riak of being repaid after their education was completed. He 
■Jways a warm supporter and advocate of the interests of the 
ford Free Public Library, of which be was appointed a trustee 
1 >♦'»'•. In 1870 he was chosen president of the board, and con- 
lued to hold tliis office till 1874, when, his terra of office having 
)ire(l, he declined being again appointed a trustee. Ue enriched 
f Ubrary witli many valuable contributions, and gave a great deal 
lime to the promotion of its interests. 

He represented Milford in the New Hampshire legislature for

On the 2l8t of August, 1871, he was chosen associate and tru»- 

of the JVIilford Five Cents Savings Institution, and on tlie same 

WAS appointed a member of the board of investment.

He gave the institution the benefit of bis 

judgment in its management, and was always active in his 

to promote its interests. 
[e waa chosen a director of the Souhegan National Bank of Mil- 
>rd, January 9, 1872, and the same day wjis elected president, 
lich office he held till his death, faithfully performing its duties. 
flic 20di of October, 1874, about three o'clock, masked robbers 
>n^ die cashier to open the vaults of the bank ; and bonds and 
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other secoritiefl to a large amoant, the property of the bank and in- 
diTidtudfl, were carried off. Mr. Towne was then in New York. He 
wae at once notified of what had happened, and returning to MiU 
ford, he immediately instituted vigorous proceedings to discover who 
the robbers were, and prevent the eale of the stolen gecurities. 
Af^cr months of tantalizing labor and perplexing anxiety, during 
which he displayed remarkable sagacity, coolnees and daring, he 
was able on the fourth of January, 1875, to return to Milford with 
all the securities, except euch ae were negotiable by simple delivery, 
namely, the cash and government bonds, and a one-thousand dollar 
bond which was subsequently recovered. But the strain on his 
nerves was too great for one who had been in feeble health for seve* 
ral years, and it was soon followed by nervous prostration, from 
which he suffered till his death. 

C. S. Averill, Esq., of Milford, vice-president of the Souhegan 
National Bank, thus writes concerning iVlr. Towne : 

As a citizen he was highly esteemed for his probity and bosinese energy, 
and for his active support of whatever tended to promote the interests of 
the town and its educational progress. He took a lively interest in the 
schools, and actively supported every measure for their improvement, advo- 
cating a generous expenditure in their behalf as a true economy. He was 
respected by his feUow townsmen, and his loss has been deeply felt by a 
large number who remember him by the many courtesies which he extended 
to them. 

Austin Sumner, Esq. , one of his partners in business, fumishea 
the following facts conceminc; his mercantile career : 

The writer was associated with Mr. Towne in the dry-goods business, 
under the firm of Towne, "Waldo & Co., in 1843, '4 and '5. At the expi- 
ration of the copartnership in December, 1845, the firm dissolved, Mr. 
Towne at the time being very ill and anxious to retire from business. Dur- 
ing this period the amount of business would not compare at all with that 
of luter years, and yet, with moderate expenses and a reasonable commis- 
sion on our sales, it left a fair margin of net profits. Mr. Towne was very 
cautious in regard Uy credits, relyiug more on the real character of the pur- 
chaser than on his reputed capital, and was fax more anxious to do a safe 
and moderate business than a large one with its additional risks. He took 
a lively interest in the welfare of tlie young men in our enipJoy, which they 
were quick to perceive, and the result of wkicli was mutuaily Iwneficiai. 
Mr. Towne was not only a high toned business man, but a very agreeable 
person to be associated with, one whose name recalls many pleasant memo- 
ries of an old friend and partner. 

Wellington L. G. Hunt, Esq., another of his partners, writes : 

My earliest recollections of Mr. Towne go back to about 1842, while I 
was in business in Weslboro', Mass., of which town I was also {tostmaster. 
Mr. Towne frequently came up in the summer season for a short visit, 
stopping at Brigham's Hotel, which for ten years was my home. Many 
Boston families were there in the summer, among them Mr. Jeremiah 
Hill, whose eldest daughter Mr. Towne married. 
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In the antninn of 1847, 1 came to Boston to reside, being in bnsiness with 
mj brother, of Hunt & Hathaway, 45 Milk street. In the winter of 
1847-8, Mr. Towne and myself joined my brother and Mr. IJathaway, 
n*kiiig a new firm, Towne, Hunt & Co. In less than a year the firm was 
dmolred. 

Mr. Towne was unasually active, always on the move, prompt, very exact 
m ererytbiug and yet always honorable — a man of the strictest integrity 
and always purposing some good accomplishment. His intense and incessant 
activity was always too much for his nervous temperament and physical 
oiduranoe. I feel sure that he was a true christian and a worthy follower 
of our divine Master. 

The Hon. George C» Richardaon, an eminent merchant of Bostoiit 
who for a short time was a partner in tlie firm of James M. Beebe 
& Co., while Mr. Towne held a position in that house, and who 
previoQsIy had had business transactions with him, writes as follows : 

5Ir. Towne, with whom I was acquainted for many years, was well known 
lo the dry -goods trade as a man of strict integrity. He was a very exact 
methodical man, and exliibited Bucb peculiar ability in the adjustment 
complicated accounts, that Mr. James M. Beebe« with whom he was A 
ig time associated, entruiited him with this part of hts busiaess. During 
'lihts eonnectioD, which lasted until nearly the close of Mr. Beebe's business 
fife, be had the charge of various securities, real estate and other assetSi 
requiring great skill and care in their disposal and conversion, in which he 
acquitted himself with great credit, and to the entire satisfaction of all 
interested. 

JMr. Towne's brother, John Parker Towne, Esq., a lawyer of 
standing in Edgerton, Wisconsin, furnishes these recoil ectiona 
brother : 

Seing some sixteen years my senior and having left home not long after 
1, my ac(]uaiutajice with him is limited to has visits and our corres- 
loe, which was uninternipted from the time I was fourteen years of 
his death. The happiest moments of my young days were when the 
stage-coacJi rolled up to the door of our home and brought brother 
, for his summer visit. This was the great event of the year. AH 
]y, hired men and all, welcomed him and he them with delight. In 
■aemory, he seemed to tliink no tonr so pleasant as the one to Milford, 
DO watering place so attractive as our hiimble home witli its plain (are 
ntstic inmatesi 
While on his visits he habitaally went into the field and spent a part of 
the day at work with us. He criticized our work in a friendly way, and 
iofipired us with an ambition to improve our manner of labor. When work 
Wa» or<?r and play commenced he contrived to make our sports more attrac- 
jaa ever. .... He frecjuently went in bathing with us, and one 
laght us to swim. He led one at a time into the water nearly to oar 
jmt his hand under our chins to keep our heads above the water, 
laid, *^Now strike out and swim.'* And to our great surprise and 
detigbt we did swim. Two or three efforts apiece enabled us all to 
ctme sivimmers. 

White he took great pleasure in our games and pastimes, and often brought 
our home useful presents, he never purchased for us toys, confectionery 
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Ik>v fo DM wiiftt wu abont nc 
i OB the luxmiea that money 



or trinkets. He taofifat nc 

for pleasure and pron xatiher lltaa to 

can porcbaae. 

He alvrays manifested mncfa iotereai is tiw weUbre and happiness of er&rj 
member of oar large £unilj, and all looked np to him as the embodiment 

of all the wisdom we needed in oar ■Ddertakings. He took 

a lively interest also in the wel&re and wtMWf of his younger brotbers 
and sisten, WhOe be never told them Ins faosiiieBi affairs, said nothing to 
the family of his enterprisea, nirrraars or fiulares, he always interested 
himself in everything which eoooemed Ibem, and gave tiiem the best of 
ooonseL 

When I was in my teens, at work on my iatb^s fiirm, with plenty of 
books to read and oontent with my Mtaatioo. be frequently asked me, *' WeU, 
John, what bnaineas are you going to follow?" The invariable answer was, 
**I don't know. What do you thmk I had better do?" "I can't tell," he 
said. Finally when I had matured a plan to quit home and farming and 
gain an education, being without money or other resources, I went to him 
with my plans. After I had laid tbe matter before him, I said, I have no 
money and cannot do anything unJess you help me- His only reply was, 
'< Go ahead,** in his usual quiet tone. That was enough, and was as satis- 
&ctory to me as his bond would have been. As he advanced me money be 
took my notes, thus teaching me to be independent and self-reliant, as well 
at to render to each his due. To his encouragement and aid, I owe my 
education and position in society ; and be once quietly told me that I was 
not the only one he had assisted to the same extent. 

80 far as I could judge, he practised the most rigid economy, not for the 
take of acquiring wealth, but to enable bim to do the most good with his 
means. And in so doing, he seemed to be anxious that no one should know 
of his beneficence beyond the beneficiary. He well expresses tliis in a letter 
to me written in 18G8, in which he says he is endeavoring to do good to all 
around him in a quiet, unostentatious way, without anytlung very great or 
good being accomplished. 

The Hon. Marshall P. Wilder, president of the New-England 
Historic, Genealogical Society and of the American Pomological 
Society, of both of which institutions llr. Towne was a vice-presi- 
dent, thus writes : 

It was my privilege to be acquainted with Mr. William B. Towne for a 
long course of years, and I am most happy to state that during this long 
period I have nev^er been associated with any gentleman in whose sterling 
worth and integrity I have had more confidence. In the discharge of various 
duties of honor and of trust, he had the same uncomfiroraising regard for 
justice and for truth. As a merchant and as confidential clerk of one of the 
largest mercantile firms of this city, he was highly respected for his honesty 
and fidelity. This is also true in regard to the various offices which he held 
in thia city, and later in New Hampshire, his native state. His love for 
historical ami genealogical research led him to connect himself many years 
since with the New England Historic, Genealogical Society, in which he 
ever uviuced a deep and lively interest by years of official services and 
oon«Uint devotion to its welfare. As an efficient working member of that 
society his loss was deeply deplored. His labors in its behalf were untiring 
and judicious. As treasurer for ten years, as member and chairman of the 
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fiiuiQce committee^ member of the publuhing committee, and in many other 
po*itiou6, be rendered importaDt services, frequently advancing money when 
the society was too poor to meet its wants. His interest in the welfare of the 
Mxiety, eflpedally in the acquisition and investment of funds, led him to 
coottant watchfiihiess of its financial affairs, and it is very gratifying to state 
that these investments have been securely made aod yield regularly more 
than usual interest. In the acquisition of funds, Mr. Towne was a member 
of the committee to purchase and rebuild the Society's House, and to raise 
a fiud for the Librarian's salary. For more than three months Mr. Towne 
■eeompauied me most of the time in these solicitatioua. Uis douations to 
ertabUsh the Towne Memorial Fund, with the accrued interest, amount to 
over fom: thousand dollars. This fiind will constitute an enduring memorial, 
not only to his name but to those with which it will be associated. The loss 
of Mr. Towne has been severely felt, and his memory will be gratefully 
cherialifid by all who knew him. 

Albert H. Hoyt, Esq., now of Cincinnati, Ohio, for eight years 
>r of the Historical and Genealogical Kegisteb, and for 
\j years aaaociatcd witli Mr. Towne in the publishing and other 
committees, furnishes these reminiscences of his friend : 

My acquaintance with the late William B. Towne began in the year 1867. 
Te was then one of the most active and ioiluential members of the Historic, 

iuealogical Society, and such he continued to be until his final sicknest. 
long business training and habits fitted him for usefulness in variouB 
lents of the society's interests, and he gave to them much time^ labor 
care. This is especially true of the financial department. 

It was chiefiy owing to his solicitations that I was induced to undertake 
the editoriivl management of the Rkoistek, iu 18G8 ; and during the period 
of eight years followiug, he was one of my associates in the committee of 
publication. In that relation his cooperatiou, counsel and judgment were 
inToluable. He originated meiisurea and conlially supported measures sug- 
gested by others, for the improvement and success of that periodical ; and 
to him, as much as to any one, its present prosperity and respectable standing 
justly due. 

Of Mr. Towne's gifts to the Society and of his other services in its behalf, 
fund which bears his name, other funds which were created in whole or 
in part through his agency or at his suggestion, the Society's House, — the 
frvil of labors in which he took no inferior share, — and the records of the 
•odety, fuoush sufficient evidence. To him indeed iu every way, the 
lodeiy, and tlje objects it seeks to promote, are largely indebted. He wa»» 
QM>f«over, a friend to all kindred institutions, and a benefactor of several of 
iliem. 

"With Tery limited early advantages for education, and with scanty oppor- 
t2Uiiti«» for self-improvement in after life, Mr. Towne acquired a more than 
reapectable amount of knowledge of American history and of general litera- 
ture, lie bought many good books and read tliem with intelligence. He 
remembered also what he read, and formed very sensible opinions of their 
cout«ut& Ho did not affect literary tastes or culture, nor {mrade his know- 
ledge, bat he often showed unexpected familiarity with literary and historical 
Bdbjccts of interest. 

He had made very considerable progress in compiling, and some advance 
in printing, a genealogy of the Towne Family. To this end he visited 
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Eoghuid ia 1866, and there obuined v«la«ble imteriali firom original 
ioarcea. In some inBtanoea be ako aMifftciii othen, engaged in like puisulta, 
with money and frieodlj senrioea. 

After be removed to New Hompebire and while he was a member of the 
Legifilatore of that State, he aided in indocing that body to coniinae and 
complete the publication of the aeriea of volomet of State Pafiera, whidi 
has been so aaooeasfaUy carried throogh mider the editorial conduct of tho 
BcT. Dr. Boatoit ; a mo»t timely and praise-worthy ondertakiQg. 

Mr. Towne was a thoroughly honest and sincere man. He was a good 
onn in the best sense of the word. His pmdenoa and sagadty were sekUwi 
al &alt. He had no whims, no jealousies, no vanity, no suspicions of hia 
tssociates or neighbors. He was modest and simple in his tastes and habits* 
Uis memory survives without even the shadow of a stain. The cturents 
of his emotional nature ran deep and smooth ; but he had a tender heart that 
beat quickly in response to every worthy appeal of friendahip or humanity. 
Of his domestic life we may say only this, that he was a devotedly affectioo- 
ate father and husband. 

In all the essential attributes of a good tuid strong character, Mr. Towne 
was a rare man ; such a friend was and will be even more rare.

IHEMOIR OF THE PENILILLOW FA^HLY. 

Bj FEAacs W. PEXHAI.LOW, Esq., of Boston, Mass. 

SAMUEL PEXHALLO W was bom at St. Mabyn, county of 
Cornwall, in Great BritaJD, July 2, 1(5G5. His ancestors had 
long po56C!?setl landed estates in that county. * 

In 1»>W(» he came with Kev. Charles Morton, formerly rector of 
the parish in Bli^laud in Cornwall, to Boston, Mass. Morton liav- 
ing taken charge of the church in Charlestown, Penhallow united 
with that church and pursued his studies, intending to qualify him- _ 
self for the niiniHtry. Discouraged by the political troubles in ■ 
Massachusetts frutn entering the ministry, he removed to Porta- 
mouth ; and July 1, 1>'»87, married ]Mary Cutt, daughter of John 
Cutt, the first president of tfie Council of tiio Province of New 
Hampshire. The wife of President Cutt was Hannah Starr, " a 
gentlewoman of sweet temper and singular piety," daughter of 
Dr. Comfort Starr, " an eminent physician of Boston, one of the 
first settlers, who left liis own couutry |>urely for the sjike of reli- 
gion, and broitjiht over with him a very plentiful estate." The 
eldest son of Dr. Stari', hearing the father's christian name, was a 
graduate of Harvard (.-ullege in 1647, a good scholar, an excellent 
preacher, and was one of those 2U00 ministers, who, after the 
rciHtoration of King C'h'u-lcs the Second, were di8|>laoed in the year 
1G<>2, on "thut Kiack Bartlioiuuiew D:»y." 

Mary Cutt, whom S;miuel Penliallow married, was bom in Poi 
mouth, November 17, KiiJIK ^^'hen she was only five years of

her eighteenth year when married to Penhallow, and inherited 

m her father a valuable patrimony, part of which was land

In the memoir of Mr. Penhallow by Nathaniel Adams, Esq., pub- 

ed in Vol. I. of the Collections of the New Hampshire Histori- 

Society, it is stated that " having engaged in trade, he accu- 

tulalod a large estate, and lived in a style not inferior unto any of 

the first rank in the Government, He was given to Hospitality ; hie 

houAe was open to every stranger of distinction who visited the 

town ; and the poor found in him at all times a friend ready to re- 

ve their distress. 

e was early appointed a Magistrate, and in the discharge of 

;ty was prompt, decisive and fii-m, and literally a terror to evil 

re. He received a mandamus as one of his Alajesty's Council, 

took his seat at the board. In the Council, ^Ir. Penhallow was 

active and influential member, and as Senior Councillor presided 

th dignity and impartiality. In 1714 JMr. Penhallow was ap- 

inted a Justice of the Su[ierior Court of Judicature; and in 1717 

ief Justice of tlie same Court, which office he held untU hia death," 

e likewise filled the office of Treasurer of the Province, Says 

biographer, in conclusion : " Judge Penhallow had a strong mind 

proved by education, and was distinguished for firmness and per- 

erance in the line of duty. He filled many of the most impor- 

tittt offices in the Government, and discharged the duties attached 

to them with great integrity. His attachment to the country in- 

led witli his residence in it, and he used his constant endeavors 

promote its best interests." 

" His firmness an<l perseverance were essential qualities in a per-

I times in which he lived, and the public reaped the benefit of them.** 
I His name is perhaps more distinguished as author of the " History

He died Dec. 2, 
The character of Mary Cutt, his wife, bom November 17, 1669, 
died February 8, 1713, is given in the following extracts from a 
inaoiucript obituary notice, by her husband :

WE* arrived in the harbor of Newport, where Capt. Dawson 
commanded the navy and Gen. Prescott the army, but the 
refugees had made interest with the general not to permit us to land, 
and we were oi-dered to depart by Capt. Daweon. We interceded 
with him to let ue stay a little longer, for we found the expedition 
was prof^ressiug rapidly, and unless we could arrest it, it would be 
in vain to proceed to New York. 

Again Dawson, by request of Gen. Prescott, under the influcnco 
of the refugees, ordered ua immediately to depart. Dr. Tupper 
now for the first time went on board, and in his plain, blunt way, 
after the usual cereiuony of entry, addrecsod hiiu in this way : " Yon 
order us to depart. We cannot be frightened away, nor will we 
depart. We know the extent of your authority. You may make 
a prize of our vessel and imprison us. Much better for us to be 
thus treated than to be sent away. We come for peace, and you 
ought to encourage everything of the kind," &c. &c. His reasons 
made such an impre8:?iou on Capt. Dawson that he gave us leave to 
remain as long as we pleased. The refugee boat came several times 
to us to endeavor to get us off. We insisted on going on shore, 
but this they steadily rcfiised. 

After the conversation with Capt. Dawson, this boat came again, 
and Dr. Tupper inait^ted that he would go on shore. They still de- 
nied him unless he would stay with them. As he was not tdways 
exact in his expressions, to answer hia puqiose he said, " Well, I 
am going to stiiy," and almost forcibly got into their boat and went 
ashore, being satisfied, if he could see tlie General, he could in tkis 
res2>ect dceitroy the inilucnce of the refugees, lie did accordingly 
get leave for Samuel Stiirbuck, and the next day for me to cumc on 
shore. We found it necessary to be in friendship with the refugees, 
that, if possible, we might stop the current of this intended pre- 
datory visit.

I wme iiitroduc€!<) by one of hie aide. He received me very cor- 
Ijr, gave me hie hand and said, " Mr. Rotch, will you have some 
loner? I can give you good bread, tliough the rebels say we have 
none.'* I thanked him, saying I had dined. " Well," said he, 
" will you have a glass of wine ? " I answered, " I have no objec- 
tioQ, it* thou canst put up with my plain way." My glass was filled 
irith his own and those of all tlie oncers at the table. As a stranger 
aitroduoesd, they all drank to me before 1 put the glass to my lips. 
Itiien observed : "General, as I mentioned before, if thou couldst 

Cat up with my plain way, I was willing to take wine with thee ; 
at iA «re, as a society, disuse these ceremnriies, and I have always 
found it beet to keep to my profession, let me be in what compuny 
I may; therefore I hope my not making a like return will not be 
icoept«d aa a mark of disrespect, fur I mean it not as such." Hia 
aittwer was, " Oh no ! Tf a Quaker will but be a Quaker, it is all 

1 want of him; but , he is no Quaker" (nainiug one of our 

profeseion), and I was sorry for the cause of this remark. 

After eome conversation, I mentioned that I did not wish to in- 
trude further on his time, and rose to retire. "Oh no," says he, 
"you must take some coffee." I accordingly stopped. He was full 
of conversation respecting the siege of the Americans, and made it 
tvcry trifling thing. I then mentioned (the French 6ect being at 
that lime before the town) that twelve capitiil ships being so near 
wu much against them. "To be sure," said he, "it is not very 
pleasant, but we don't mind them." I then gladly retired. 

We applied to Maj. Winslow, formerly of Plymouth, to intro- 
duce us to Col. Fjinning, the principal. When we stated our situa- 
tion, that we were likely to be destroyed, the Colonel was very 
high, Ba}^ing we might join the English then. I observed that such 
iBlcp would inevitably lead to our destruction. " Well," said he, 
'have not 1 been de»troyed also ? " I believe he was governor of 
lorth Carolina at the beginning of the war.* 
Mnj. Winslow endeavored to soften him by representing our 
:uliar situation ; hut there seemed little prospect of anything 
rotable when we parted. 

Tbey had a Board of Refugees estAblished, of which Col. Fan- 
ig was president, who would hear us when they met. We ac- 
»nlingly attended, and found Fanning very mild and disposed to 
leviate our su He rings.

We then pnx'eeded to New York, and appKed to the command 
Commodofre Sir George Collier of the n%ry and Sir Heniy CUni 
of the annT. 

On rcprceonting our case to Sir George Collier, be readily ni 
OS an order forbiddinjs^ any Britiftb armed reeeel to take anytibia 
out of our harbor. Ttiia wa« a great relief. I then laid before hi] 
the 6tate of our captured seameo, that all tbe exdianges of prison 
were partial, that as tee made no prisoners we bad none to exchange 
coDc^equently ours remained in tbe prison tfbips until they moBi 
died. Ou his understanding the reaaonabteneM of our request, 
ordered that all our men should be released who were not taken 
armed veaseU (for euch we had no right to apply), and that it ebou 
not be BO in future as long as he held tlie command. 

We aUo applied to Sir Henry Clinton, through one of his udi 
Maj. Andre, that fine young man who lost his life as a spy 
could get no written order from him, but he intimated that he won 
direct that tho;^ in his department should nut molest us, which ! 
no doubt did, as they gave up their expedition, and we had a litl 
quiet until Sir George Collier's command expired, and he was s 
pert^eded by the arrival of Admiral Arbuthnot, and the shavii^ 
mills then came upon us. 

Timothy Folger was then sent to New York, and he obtained 
like order to that obtained from Sir Greorge. Added to this, he g< 
permits for a few vessels, about fifteen, to whale on our coast, whi< 
were successful : but it was with threat difficulty that distinctit 
could be made between English and American cruisers, as the latt 
would make prizes of us if British permits were fouiid- 

I now come to the most trying scene in my whole experiem 
during the war. I was with four others impeached for high treaso: 
by Thomas Jenkins, when tliere was no step between being cle 
and death. 

Tbe laws of this state at that time made it high treason for an 
person to go to a British port without the consent of the court. W 
bad been well aesurcd that if we applied wc should be refused, ai 
if we did not apply to the British, we must from every appcaran* 
be destroyeil by them. Under serious consideration, I was willin 
to be joined to the two others, and as before stated, proceed^ 
with our Jivc'« in our hands. This was made one of the 
charges in the iinpcucltnieut. 

We were exiunine<l before a committee of the court on the i 
pcucliMicnt, but knowing we were to appear again when the wil 
ncsscs should attend, we made no defence, which we afterwa 
found was an error in judgment. 

By tliis meims the court thought us guilty, and were about

ike an order to the grand jury to find a bill against and commit 
to prison, which if it had taken place would hiive been in the 
rere winter of 1780. 

Happily my much valued friend, Walter Spooner, Esq., a mem- 
of the court, just then arrived, perceived the business befoi"e the 
''^Durt, and came to me for information. MVe told him we had ro- 
MTved our defence for the 8ecf)nd examination. He said we were 
in error, and must send for Jenkins, who reeidcd m Lynn, and have 
another examination, and he would get the court to stay proceed- 
ings until this should be done. We all therefore met before the 
eoQunittee. Gen. Ward, a worthy character, was in the chair. It 
ma put to me first to answer to the high charges. When I arose, 
Gen. Ward politely tcdd me I need not rise. I tliankcd him, but 
heart was so full that my tongue seemed incapable of utterance 
le sitting. 
I answered the charges in such a manner as fully to convince the 
littee of our innocence. Wben I had finished, the chairman, 
ubllesa from a desire to put our minds at ease, asked me when 
expected to return home. I replied that he could better judge 
of tliat than I could, being, as I was, in custody. He then asked me 
if I would take the subpwnas for the witnesses to Nantucket and 
d«livcr them to the sherirt". This was also to console our minds. I 
iftBwere*! in the affirmative, if he thought proper to entrust me with 
;m. I afterward took and delivered them. 

In the spring following, then, we again appeared before the court 
Hth twelve out of twenty of the witnesses, being all I could get 
jether to attend, and then had another full examination. Before 
entered upon it, I desired liberty to nsk Jenkins a question, 
lich was granted. Some of his friends had propagated a re- 
>rt tliat I had offered him money to withtlraw his complaint. I 
ben put the question whether I /irtd ever made him an offer of the 
nd, but it irritated him, an<l I therefore went no further in a ques-

iDted. I then said, "I now declare, in the most solemn manner, 
It I have never, directly nor indirectly, by mypclf or by any other 
ereon for me, offered one farthing to Thomas Jenkins to withdraw 
in any way mitigate the charges in his conqdaint now exhibited."

mental reservation. The chairman, Gen. Ward, made me a low 
no question was asked. They then took the complaint and 
tamined the witnesses one by one, on each charge. " What do you 
gf^this, Mr. ■ (such a one) ?" reading the charge. " ^^o- 
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thing;" and 60 to the next, and throughout the whole charges-^ 
'^ Nothing" waa the answer, except from JSLirshal Jenkino. lie 
began to tell what the refugees told him at the Vineyard when thej 
returned from Nantucket ; but Gen. Ward stopped him and asked^ 
"Were you at Nantucket?" He answered, "No/' "Then you 
can give no evidence." 

One charge against me waa ** corresponding with the enemy.** 
This correspondence was a letter given to Ebenezer Coffin, addreea- 
ed to Gen. Prescott, requesting the release of his son, and jissuring 
him that he had not been iu an armed vessel. Tliis same Ebenezer 
Coffin acquainted hia brother Alexander that I had given the letter, 
who used his utmost against me. 

This committee was composed of the two brnnches, of the Hou«c 
and Senate, who reported to their several departments. The house 
then took the vote and cleared us fully, except one single vote, but 
the senate in their vote held us. A committee of conference was 
appointed. They met and reported. Each branch adhered to its 
former vote ; thus we were di«<icharged by the house and held by the 
senate ; but we were not detained, and so it remained until we were 
set at liberty by the peace. 

In the complaint 1 waa charged with being the means of prevet 
ing a brig, which had much of Jenkins's property on board, frc 
being retaken. I suppose such was the case by reasoning with 
owners then present. The seven armed vessels had gone over the 
bar and anchored, waiting for the flowing of the tide to take the 
brig out- It was sugt^ested by some hot-headed men that they could 
retake her. I admitted it, but asked the owners if it would be an 
even stake, obsei*ving, " They have now got what they will take, at 
this time, and if this vessel is stopped it will bring the seven armed ves- 
sels into the harbor again, and no doubt the destruction of the to\ 
will be the consequence." (For there was no effective force to pi 
vent it.) "If you, the owners, will let her go, I am willing to coi 
tribute to the loss of the vessel and goods on boai'd in the same* 
proportion that I should pay in a tax of equal amount." A great 
number of people were present, who generally uuite<l in the propo- 
sal. The owners let her go, and I contributed seven hundred 
twenty dollars toward the loaa of the property, which was more thj 
double my proportion of a like tax. 

When this circumstance was known, wliile we were in Boston, 
raised a great itidignation against Jenkins, that such a charge shou 
be in the charges, when I had made double compeui^ation to what 
ought. In a conversation with him at the time of our examination, 
several others being present, I understood him that I ought to make 
some concession. My answer was, " If turning my hand over in 
the way of concession would withdraw the complaint, I would not 
do it. If my innocence will not protect me, and mv life should l)e 
taken, my blood will be required at thy hands." This shocked him, 
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U did not last long;, aa when he told eome of his friends that he 
believe*! Samuel Stiirbuck and myself were clear » and they asked 
him why he did not take our names out of the complaint, he replied, 
"Because it euita me beat to keep them in." So callous a heart I 
bope te not uden to be met with, thus playing with our lives as with 
• tennis bail. I am glad to leave this tragic scene and proceed. 

Some time in the year 1780, Admiral Arbuthnot returned to Eng- 
lind, and Admiral Digby succeeded him. As soon as Arbutlmot 
WM gone, those plundering refugees were upon us again, our pro- 
tection having ceased by his departure. Tliis renewed our perplex- 
ity. The to?ra was convened to consult about measures to prevent 
daBtmction. The result was to send a committee to New York 
to solicit an order from Admiral Digby similar to that we had 
befbre. It waa proposed to me to go with two others. I had 
been then confined nearly nine months with the rheumatism, had 
jott left my crutches, and was hobbling about with a cane, thcre- 
foK I could not think of such an undertaking ; but all others utterly 
nfiieed to go unless I would accompany them. This brought a 
great strait upon my mind. Go, I thought, I could not, and 
to omit it seemed almost inevitable destruction. At last I consented, 
under great apprehension that I should not live to return. 

We accordingly set sail, and when we were off Rhode Island, I 
WIS obliged to have tliem go to the cast side of the island and lay 

tre several days, for my pain was so great that I could not bear 
motion of tlie vessel ; but we got safely to New York in a few 

lys after it abated. 

Admiral Digby had arrived, Commodore Affleck (since Admiral) 
itill being there, and he having kindly assisted in procuring the per- 
niils for a few whaling vessels the year before, we first applied to 
lum. We asked him to introduce us to the Admiral and assist ua 
in procuring protection against these cruisers in our harbor, and 
some permita for the fishery. He looked very stern, and said, "I

I find you have abused the confidence we placed in you, for 

]>tam , who cruised in Boston bay and its vicinity told me

wai giving us such a lecture, knowing I could overthrow it all. 

then answered : " Commodore AiBeck, thou hast been grossly im- 
upon in tin's matter. I defy Captain to make such a 

^Unuion to my face. Those permits were put into my hands. I 
delivered them, taking receipt for each to be returned to me at the 
ttd of the voyage, and an obligatiun that no transfer should be made 
oroopies given. I received buck all the permits except two, before 

left home, and should probably have received those two on the 
1 sailed. Now if any such duplicity has been practised, / 
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am the person who is accountable, and I am now here to take th 
punishment such perfidy deserves." He immediately became placid, 
and said, ** You deserve favor ; / am now going to the admiral 
you go there in an hour." We attended punctually. He introdu 
me to the Admiral, and informed him that his predece^eor, Admi; 
Arbuthnot, granted the people of Nantucket a few permits for 
fishery last year, adding, " I can assure your Excellency they have 
made no bad use of them." Thus after a storm came a pie 
calm.

PRISON SHIPS, AND THE "OLD MILL PRISON," 
PLYMOUTH, ENGLAND, 1777. 

GomAiaiiicated bj the Rct. Savuel Cvixbr, of Boston. 

THE following extracts are from the Journal of Mr. Sarauc 
Cutler, who sailed from Newburyport in the privateer Brij 
Dalton, as clerk to Eleazer Johnson, commander, November 1 
1776. 

Mr. Cutler was born in Boston, Oct. 5, 1752, and died June 28, 
1832. He was the youngest child of David, of Boston, and a de- 
Bcendant from John Cutler of Hingham, Mass., originally from 
Sprowston, co. Norfolk, England, 1637- For further information, 
see the Genealogy of the Cutler Family, by the Kev. Abner Morse. 

The journal was kept by Mr. Cutler while on board the Dalton, 
and a prisoner in the vessels of Great Britain, and at Mill Prison, 
Plymouth, Eng. From it we have selected the items here commu- 
nicated. They give some insight into prison life in the opening of 
the Revolution ; for the writer remembers the statement of Mr. C. 
that the prisoners from the Dalton were among the earliest oocq 
pants of " ilill Prison."* 

JOURNAL. 

Nov. 15, 1776. Sailed from Newburvport, Mass., in the Privateer Br 
Dalton, mounting 18 carriage guns and 16 swivels, Eleazer Johnson oon 
mander.

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DEED TO TnO]MAS CAM^IOCK FROM GORGES AND 
MASON, 1634. 

Commaniealad br Jotat 8. H. Fooo, U.D., of Sovth BoMon, MMm, 

THE following deed of confirmation is of considerable interest <m ] 
account of the names in it, aa well as the names connected with ' 
its enrolment. The deed itself is an original one, drawn on parch- 
naent, as was usual in those times. While there are several of this 
kind by those grantors, on record, it is not known that another of 
the orirpnals has been preserved. It was drawn and executed in 
England, and fixes the whereabouts of the grantors and the witr 
nesses on the date therein mentioned. 

The land confirmed to Capt. Cammock lies in Eliot, Me., ttai] 
soon after passed to Alexander Shapleigh, some of whose descendants 
still live on part of the grant. 

Persona acquainted with the early annals of New England, will 
recognize the persons whose autogra))hs are on this deed, as well as 
those named in it, as leaders of English colonization. I 

Capt. John Mason is the patentee and founder of New Hamp- 
shire. An elaborate memoir of him is in preparation and wall soon 
be puWiehed, by Charles W. Tuttle, A.M., the author of the paper 
on his life, read before the New Hampshire Historical Society, June 
14, 1871, and reported in the Boston Dailu Advertiser, the 22d 
of that month. It was repeated before the ^^ew England HiatoriCf 
Genealogical Society, April 2, 1872 (ante, xxvi. 342), and reported 
in the Boston Daily Globe, April 4, 1872. This memoir will bring 
to light many important facta, the result of his researches. 

Sir Ferdinando Gorges is the patentee and founder of Maine.J

Thomas Morton is the well known author of New English OarJ 
naan.

Roger Garde was mayor of Gorgeana and recorder of the Proi 
of Maine. Not much is known of him. 

Capt. Walter Neale was the agent of Gorges and Mason in thai

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Capt. Thom&B Cammock was a nephew of the Earl of Warwick, 
and came to this country as early aa 1630 ; had grant of large tracta 
of land in Scarborough, Me.

THE opening of the seventeenth century witnessed the revival of Englt 
culoiiiul enterprise, and the voyages of Gosoold and Fring were amouE 
its results. 

In crossing the Atlantic, Gosnold displayed unusual conHdonce by takii 
the direct route, emulating the example of Verrazauo and lUbaalU 
this, however, we are not to understand tlmt he failed to make the AzoreSi 
as a map just published by the State of Maine would indicate, since 
sailed itj slylituf one of them. 

It has been suftposed ihftt Gosnohrs expedition was set on foot by tl 
Earl of Souiliamjaon, with the permission of lialegh. Brei'eton's nart 
tive, publiiihud at the close of 1C02, st-ites on the title-page that the voya_ 
WM made " by permii^aion of the honorable kniglit, Sir Walter Raleigh.* 
For tlie period of two humlred and seventy-five years these statements hav^ 
Stood unchallenged ; and Sir W,ilter has been repre.sented by historians 
performing a promitient part in laying the foundations of New EugU 
colonization throuj^h Gosnold, his supposed agent. The time has ooi 
however, to dismii^s this opiuioii altogether, since the following letter, writ 
ten by no leas a person than Sir Walter Ralegh himself, distinctly di 
claret the contrary. 

" Sir, Whems as I wrote nnto you in mv last that T was gone to Weyniautf*, . 
nyeake with a pi noes of myne nrived from Virtrjnia, I found this bearer. Cii'titym 
Gilbert ther also, who went on the eatne voyage. But invne fell 40 leaugs to tliu 
west of Virginia and this bearer as much to the east ; so that neather of them spake 
with the penpfll. But I do send lh)th the barks away ai^yno. havinir savea tha 
charirc in HaaBephmse woijde ; butt this bearer bringing »)xae '2200 wui^ht to Uam 
ton, his adventurers Imrc taken away their part8, and brought it to London.

These extracts are offered simply as illustrations of the manner in

ice there were twenty fathoms of water and a " pleasant hill " 

There was also a river, up which they passed in boats. Now 
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at Edgartown there is no deep water, no sightly hill, and no river. Ma 
iha's Yiuejard does not meet a single condition. Five fathoms is tlie deej 
est water at Edgartown. The coast-survey chart shows nothing but slia 
low water, except at one spot, not near the entrance, where there ia 
" pocket " in the bottom, in which the plummet shows eighteen fathoms. 

Friiig's soundings ajiply to no other plac* than IMymoulh, where he wl 
land-locked in seven fathoms, though at the naoulh he had twenty. Prii^ 
Bpeaks of the harbor " winding in compasse like a enail," and Mourlj 
Relation gays that it is " in fashion tike a sickle or fish-hook." Priu^ 
"Pleasant Hill" was probably the "Captain's Hill," or "Manomelj 
while the river^ with Indian gardens on ita bank, was *' Jones's River, 
Fring teaches that he Bought tor high land, as there he would dud tlie liei 
harbor. As regards the products of the land, there is a perfect a^reeinea 
the Pilgrims reporting abundance of sassafi-as. 

When Pring was about ready to leave, the Indians became hostile an 
set the woods on fire, and he saw it burn '* for a mile space." The Pi 
grime upon their arrival rejKjrted a large burnt place, the scar of which 
seen to-day in the naked plain two miles out of Plymouth town. It wi 
the flames of this contiagratioii that lighted up Pring's course as he starU 
upon his homeward voyage. The view of Belknap, which has been oopie 
by writers down to the present time, rests simply upon nothing. 

This interpretation of Pring's voyage lends a fresh interest to what hi 
ever been regarded as classic ground. Here Pring built a " barricada 
sowing '• Wheate, Barley, Oates, Pease, and sundry sorts of Ganlen seed 
which for the time of our alxide, being about seven Weeks, although tho 
were late sown, came vp very well." In view of these facta alone, Priitg 
experiment demands rjuite as much notice as Gosnold's. 

Roltert Saltertic. who was with both Gosnold and Pring, as Farchas t4 
tifics, took Orders in the English Church. It has, therefore, been suppoK 
that, as a layman even, he must have conducted Episcopal services i 
Cultyhunk in 1602. If this b conceded, we may with equal reason col 
elude that he did the same with Pring in IGOS, at Plymouth, and that ti 
Pilgrims were anticipated by the Church of England on their own grouat 
yet there is no notice of any of the religious services probably performs 
by this embryo clergyman ; and it is, therefore, to be hoped that the plai 
with its fruit, like a *• peate-plum," which he carried to Old England fitM 
Plymouth, proved more prosperous than uuy of the great truths that b 
may have taught under the shadow of Mount Aldworth while employin 
the venerable forms of the mother church. Pring vLsited the coast again I 
H10G, making a minute survey of all the ports, and the following year tt 
Popham Colony was commenced in Alaine. Pring was therefore inti- 
mately associated with the movement* iu Maine in 1G07-8. The letter of 
Verrazano was also ut^ed by Cn[it. I'ring, though in a less noticeable 
and an account of the voyage was also written by Salterne, a fact tliat ne 
seems to have been noticed. The latter narrative was once iu tlie 
sion of Cajit, John SSmith, and the fragment preserved is simply of t 
as showing that Pring did not go so far south as Gosnold and Gilbert. 

Salterne's account, in Smith, concludes with the following lines:

What can we say of .such a statement as the falioH 
ing, on page 330? •* in honor of our grandmother, Miriivm (Winslow) PanMHM,] 
descendant ot Edward Winslow, of Droitwich, England, wo adopt t be crest 
motto to which she wa-s entitled."

The }>econd Report of the R&«)rd CommiBsioners is brief and intcreedne. It 
lates to the publie records of ttie earliest period of Ejcton. It apf>ears that all the tni 
nicipol retvrila of the town of Eto«ton, from 1634 to 182"^, when it becnrne n city, i 
preserve<j and fill laany vulunies. The oommistiioners give a full bihlio^rrapby 
the histories, and hinttorical sketcheii, of BoHton, that have been written and printed 
to this time. Thi» shows that Boston is still without a complete and adet^uate hi^ 
tory^ although many writers have attempted it, 

The renort is accompanied with " faithful transcripLs of the two earliest Tolai 
of recoros of the town of Boston, viz., of the first Book of Rooords proper i 
the Book of PoHseHsions,'^ in print. Both arc of the iproatest value ana histor 
interest, especially the former. One shows how apolitical community- •'■'• *»• 
Wealth and popula»ion in New England, was governed in the days of 
the Common wealth, and the other the names and possessions of the iJ: 
of this peninsula ho long known as Bo(«ton. The first volume of town reourdii oov 
the time Ixitween 1634 and 1(>00; and now being in print the record is pi 
from any possibility of Iosh or destruction. 

These records are of no local or transient interrst. Tht-y rank in value and hi 
torical interest above any other town records io New England. Wherever the bne^ 
of Boston and it^ puritan si-ttlers extends, there may be found persons to read and 
appreciate these venerable rocordH, the eariiest of a great and liimous commercial 
metropolis, it is to be hoped that the commisiiioners may be authorized to gooB' 
printing these records till b century, at least, be finished. j 

If these valuable public records are to be printed in this cheap style, there neeil 
be no abridgement of the matter contained in thnm : for the city will not fail by thisi 
draft on its treasury. The commissioners (serve without pay. It i« a shame for » 
rich and enlightened a city as Boston to imue its earliest municipal reoonlt< in this 
maoaer, as if they were designed for .some transient purpose. The town of Brook- 
line has recently set the exiunple of printing its early records as they should be, chl| 
good paper with clear type. But the metropolis of English empire in America' 
two centuries ago, and the metro|»oli8 of New England always, sees fit Ui present 
her antient records to the world in the enme dress she does an inconsiderable report 
from the most subordinate of her municipal depnrtments. It cannot but make the 
judicious grieve to compttre the scanty drees of these ancient reeords of Boeutn with 
the rich dress — ^!d and morocco — to say nothing of the difference in the quality of 
p«per and printing, of some official reporti and other matters of local and temjx)- 
rary interest which come from the City Uall. That reform in the city g<jvernmeat^ 
ia required, may be predicated from this circumstance alone. 

The commiesioners have none too soon /g^iveo notice to the mayor of the sad condi* 
tion of the Slea of the ancient courts held m Suffilk County, now lying in monlde~ 
in^ masses in the clerk's office of the Superior Court. In other ancient counties 
this commonwealth the court files of this period have been placed in volume fot 
security, preeervation, and above all, for use. Many papers in these Sufi'ulk files! 
relate to public affairs in Msinc and New Hampshire while under the jurisdicUo 
of Maseaohusctt.4 Bay. 

Messrs. Whitmore and Applcton, the commissioners, have shown intelligent 
prcciation of the ancient manuscript records of Boston, and bare wisely selected 
earlifett for publication.

Twenty-one years ago, when the Historical Magazine was commenced, the Raai 
TB was the only periodical then published, in this country, specially devoted eittn 
to history or genealogy. Now there are six periodicals which make a special^ 
of one or the other oi these subjects, or both of them. The title of the latM 
number of each of thc^c magazines, which had been received by us when this i 
went to press, are given above. The works hiiving all been noticed in the Rcct 
and some of them faring been noticed many times, this article will not touch uf 
their merits, but merely give a few items concerning the history of the seve 
periodicnls. 

The Historical Magazine was prqjeoted in October, 1856, and the first naml>er sp-j 
peared near the middle ofJanuary, 1657, since which twenty-three volumes and 
of Tolnmes have tyeea publiabed. They are divided into .Hcrjes of ten Tolumos ' 
The first series of ten annual volumes (1857 to 18CG) is complete. Of the 
Series, nine semi-annual volumes (1867 to 1871) are complete, and two numbeivl 
(July and August, 1871]! o( the tenth volume are publi.^hed, leaving only four naiD->] 
bers to complete the series.

This M'ork she was privi- 
leged to finish before her death, ond to 
receiTe a sample copy of her book from 
the press." ller labor upon tliis work 
was performed with conscientious fidel- 
ity, stimulated by a strong desire to 
Xfit^e it worthy of the memory of her 
father, whom she loved and revered. 

The Rockland Free Prete, of October 
3, ulso has an appreciative obituary no- 
tice of MisH Eaton, from which we make 
an extract : — " She entered witli entliu- 
siasm into the enterprises of her native 
town, especially those of education. Her 
heart was tender and opened to all wor- 
thy objects, and she had for each a kind 
and sympathizing word. None could be 
in her compimy long without feeling the 
influence of her noble nature, and be- 
coming a delighted listener to her con- 
versation." 

Edbs, the Rev. Richard Sullivan, was b. 
in Providence, R. I., April 24, 1810; 
and died at his home in liolton, Mass., 
Aug. 26, 1877, aged 67. 

He wa« the younger of the two sons 
of the Rev. Dr. Henry and Catharine 
(May) Edea. His early education was 
in public and private schools of Provi- 
dence ; with Rev. George Toft, after- 
wards of Pawtucket ; with Mr. Steu- 
ben Taylor, a graduate of Brown in 
1819 (among whose other pupils were 
Dr. Edwards A. Pork, of Andover, 
and the lute Gov. John H. Clifford, of 
New Bedford) ; ond for a short time 
at the then newly-ej*tabli»hed Friends' 
School ; afterwards with Rev. Benjamin 
Htmtoon, at Canton, Ms., and with Mr. 
Daniel Greely Ingraham, of Boston, at 
which time his home was in the family 
of his uncle, the late Henry K. May. 
lu 1826 he entered Harvard College, 
where he remained but one year, then 
transferring his connection to Brown 
University, where Dr. Wayland had 
become president, and was graduated 
there in 1830. He soon entered the 
divinity school at Cambridge, and was 
graduated in the class of 1834. 

In 183(3 he was settled in Ko^tport, 
Me., OS pastor of the Unitarian church, 
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and remained there six jean. In Maj, 

1843, he was installed pa»tor of the 
Fiieit Church in Bolton, Muss., as ool- 
league with the Kcv. Luaac Alien, whoae 
death occurred shortly after, lie re. 
signed the pastoral oihce Ln 1848, partly 
owing to his irn{Mired sense of hearing, 
but more to his coiiHtitutionul dithdcnco 
ond love of quiet study and pursuits. 
The diflsulution of his ministerial rela- 
tions with the Bolton people was but 
partial. Frequent calls wore made upon 
him. even to the end of his life, to do 
the work of both preacher and pas- 
tor, and to these he always respond- 
ed cheerfully. As a member of the 
school committee, as one of the mana- 
gers of the town library, and especially 
as to»Ti clerk, which office he held for 
twenty- four years, he rendered great 
and valuable services to Bolton. In 
the last named office, he carefully re- 
vised the entire records of the town, 
■upplcmenting their deficiencies, search- 
ing out and addinj; all possible facta 
and dates which could add to their ac- 
curacy and value. It was through these 
pursuits that the interest Ln historical 
and genealogical research was awak- 
ened, which so largely occupi<Hl his later 
years ; a valuable and permanent me- 
morial of which cxistH in the Address 
pronounced by him on the 4ih of July, 
1876, by request of the people of Uol- 
ton, and which was published in pam- 
phlet form. 

Mr. tdea edited the " Journal and 
Letters of Col. John May, of Boston, 
relative to two Journeys to the Ohio 
Country in 1788 and '89;" to which 
he also prefixed a brief memoir of Col. 
May, who was his maternal grandfather. 
This work was published in an elegant 
Tolume of 160 pages, 8vo., by the His- 
torical and Philosophical Society of 
Ohio, [Cincinnati : Robert Clarke & 
Co., 1873.] He had also previously 
prepATed for this journal, an account 
of the "Letters and Journal of Col. 
John May." [See N.E. Hist, and Gcn- 
ealog. Ileg., January, 1873.] Three 
years later, he added a raorc full account 
of Col. May's second journey, as above, 
the journal of which had then unex- 
pectedly come to light. [See Rcoister 
of January, 1876.] 

But the work which most deeply ab- 
sorbed his attention, and to which he 
pave himself with a zeal and patience 
to which it would be dithcult to do ad- 
equate justice, was a gcncaloj^ of the 
descendants of Joum May, who came 
from England to Koxbury, Mass., in 
1641. This work wa£ nearly complet- 



ed at the time of Mr. Edea's death, and 
will prfibably soon be published.

after having enjoyed the limited education which the village school 

atf »rded, the boy of fifteen left his home for Newark, N, J., where 
he Wild apprenticed to John Taylor, a manufacturing jeweller. He 
had nearly completed the terra of his indentures, when a general 
gtiignution in the jewelry business led his employer to dismiss his 
apprentices, and Nathan, now master of his trside, but without the 
opeiiinj^ to which hia finished apprenticeship would naturally have 
introduced him, returned to Longmeadow. 

Five years ai»sencc from the farm had strengthened hie deter- 
mination to seek his liveHhood elsewhere than in his native town, 
and the idea auggeated itself of going to Boston and devoting himself 
to dentistry. 

TSiia is not the place to enlarge upon the condition of this 
important art, and especially of mechanical dentistry, in the year 
l'S21, when he first went to Boston. It is but the simple truth to 
say, that Dr. Keep was obliged to a great extent to make his own 
tools, and to discover for himself the best way of performing many 
of the delicate and difficult Uvsks %vhich are continually presenting 
themselves to the pnictitioner. He could have ha<l no bettter train- 
ing than the years of apprenticeship in Newark, where he had gained 
a manual dexterity and a pnacttcal experience in working with metals, 
in which the few dentists of that time were deficient. It ought not 
to pass unnoticed that he early recognized the truth that the 
highest eminence in the specialty of dentistry involved a general 
ac([uaintanee with medic.;il science. Under this con\'iction he 
attended, without interrupting the active practice of his profession, 
the rcfjuhxr course of lectures at the Medical School of Harvard 
College, where he took his medical degree in the year 1827. 

Such practical training for his professional work as he received-l 
was hivd from Dr. John Randall, of Boston, who, as was common 
in those days, united some practice of dentistry with the general i 
practice of a physician. ■ 

During the long period of his active practice, Dr. Keep's time audi" 
thoughts were never selfishly absorbed by his professional cares and 
duties. He uniformly had tiie gooil of the profession at heart. He 
cherished a cordial and generous interest in the success of his brethren, 
and labored to promote among them a spirit of mutual confiden 
and good will. No one was more happy than he to recognize th 
triumphs of the many ingenious and able men who, in these lai 
years, have achieved distinction in the field in wlitch he was a pi 
neer. There was nothinar narrow or exchisive in his course res 
ing the progress of his art, as there was nothing ungenerous in 
character. Hia spirit in this respect is well expressed in the folio 
inj; extract from an address delivered bv him before the Massachuscti 
Dental Society, on " The Aims and Duties of the Dental Profession 
and pubUshed in 1865. He said : 
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r**We owe it to oorselyes to make ours a liberal profession. Without 
leradng all that such a profession comprises, we may gafely say that 

: requires those of it-s members who have through their own efforts, or the 
teachings of those who have prece<led them, made improvements in dental 
•denoe. to perpetuate these improvements for the benetit of succeeding 
^eoermtions, and under no circumstances whatever to desire or even to con- 
MDt that their discoveries shall live and die with themselves." 

In this address he also refers, in characteristic terms, to the pur- 
of the Dental Society, which he had done much to found, and 
which he was chosen the first president. He remarks : 

** The liberal charter which has been granted us by the Commonwealth, 

rhich we have this day accepted, gives us a legal existence as an in- 

ititDtion for raising the standard of professional education, and enables us 

• cultivate harmony and good fellowship among ourselvt's, and, if we are 
^thful to our trust, will secure to us a position among the educational and 
beneficent institutions of America." 

In the same spirit he also strongly urged the establishment of a 
"Dental Museum," in which rare and curious specimens of " pre- 
pvations, casts, models, records of cases, and other material, gath- 
ered in private cabinets and liable in a few years to be scattered 
Vtd lost, shall be preserved and made accessible to all who wish to 
tady them, and thus become a substjmtial contribution to public 
•dence, and lend important aid to the advancement of dentistry." 

His ideal standard of excellence appears in the following extract 
(torn the flame address : 

*• We need the knowledge of every science and of every art How often 
have we been obliged to extemporize an invention when an iuEtrument was 
wanted that could not be purchased ! The early education of the hand to 
execnte that which the mind conceives, has prepared the way for the emi- 
•ent osefolness and honorable position of many, very many members of the 
profession. With increased facilities for education, how bright a future 
woold open before the thoroughly capable dentist ! But he must be a true 
IBan. Ue most possess more knowledge than he expects to use in the dis- 
diBTge of his immediate duties." 

On the same occasion he gave utterance to the long cherished 
of his heart, the establishment of a " College for Training 
itists.'' He says : 

•* My own predilections would favor a thorough and united dental and 
nodical education. I should hope in such a case that the degree of M.D. 
woold be the lawful and raerited appendage to the names of those young 
JMO who enter our specialty. If this, however, is not yet attainable, it may 
■Ot be entirely out of place to inquire whether Harvard University might 
BOt appoint professors of dentistry, and confer upon proper candidates the 
degree of Doctor of Deutal Surgery. Wo are admonished, alsu, that the 
time has come for a chair of dentistry in our hospitals." 

It is conceded that it was largely through Dr. Keep's efforts that 
these hopes were at length realized. 
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In 1868, three years after the delivery of the above address, therol 
appeared " The first annual announcement of the Dental School c 
Harvard University, established to meet a want long felt by th 
dentivl profession of New England.** ** Its aim " was declared to be 
"to raise the standard of dental education, by giving thorough in- 
struction in all branches of science and art required by the dental 
practitioner." " The connection of this school with the University 
furnished the profession a guarantee that its standard would be high^ 
as it must necessarily be to keep pace with the other departments.* 
A large force of dietinguiehed professors was announced, with Dr. 
Keep as the dean of the faculty. An Infirmary was established in 
connection with the Massachusetts General Hospital, to remain 
open throughout the year, offering the students great facilities for 
acquiring practical knowledge and dexterity. During the first year 
over one thousand patients were there treated. 

The Infirmary has been increasingly useful, and the Dental School 
has become an assured success, though endowments are needed to 
enlarge its ueefuluess. Its establishment must be regarded as mark* 
ing an important era in the history of dental science. In 1870 Dr. . 
Keep received from Harvard College the honorary degree of Doctorfl 
of Dental Medicine. "j 

The following interesting estimate of the professional career and 
general character of Dr. Keep is furnished by his valued friend, 
Dr. Augustus A. Hayes, long and widely knovni as State Aseayer. 

" I have known Dr. Keep very intimately. I first knew him in Boston 

about 1830. He was then an enthusiast in his profession, seeking from all 
side^ information, which he digested and brought uito the form of soieiitifle 
aid in bia purKuits. He was the first man, in this part of the country cer- 
tainly, who, after acqalring a medical education, made dentistry a distinct 
branch. It was cousidered a very doubtful and hazardous thing. I 
think his instructor advised against it. It was supposed it would bo 
a faihire. Singularly enough he became eminent very soon, and his 
eminence and success tended very largely to build up dentistry ai a 
profession, and I should say as an American profession, for at thia m^ 
meat American dentists are not only emineut in skill, but take preo^ 
dence of all others. Few men could have succeeded as he did. There 
really were no sources of information. Dr. Keep was very quick in per- 
ceiving any advantage likely to result from an improvenoent^ and his prac- 
tical applications denoted great ability and acuteness. He was enabled to 
keep in advance of the science of his profession. He ventured on original 
applications of science, and became an inventor. He was one of the first 
of the original manufacturers of porcelain teeth in this country, and carried 
the art of the manufacture to a high degree of precision. In a competi- 
tive exposition he received the firHt premium for the excellence of his imi- 
tation of the natural teeth, and wa^ considered unequalled in all that per^ 
tained to the niceties of the manufacture. His signal ability in this direction 
made him a master in his art He was also an inventor of many of the 
tools in daily use, and many of his special adaptations were for a time of 
high value. He fully appreciated the possibilities of his profession, and the

Mai. On hia single testimony the fate of the unhappy man was seen 
tij all to depend. One of the eminent counsel remarked, in rcfer- 
oce to Dr. Keep, " Not for the world would I stand in his place 
od tJike the responsibility resting on him." 

Xo one knew the importiuice of his testimony better than Dr. Keep 
If, or coidd feel it more deeply. His knowledge of tlie case was 
lithre and definite, and his duty was plain. With nil the clearness 
dkrectcristic of his accurate mind, he gave in his testimony with 
arierljr precision, coming at length to the culminating point, when, 
oader an awiiil aense of his responsibility, he pronounced the words 
vkidi, be well knew, must consign tu an ignominious death an 
cntnent member of a kindred profession, who happened, moreover, 
to bo among the first to speak a cordial word to him when he came 
ftitranger to Boston, and with whom he had always been on fHendIv 
tmns. It is not surprising that overcome by his emotions he burst

how aorely must the sensitive heart of Dr. Keep have been wrung,

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Dr. Keep's domestic life was roost happy, and he did not negle<*' 
it. Ilis wife (Sus<an Haskell) died io 1868, aflcr a wedded life 
inost true and tender, of thirtv-eight years duration. This irre- 
parable loss had been preceded by another great grief, the death of 
nia elder eon, Samuel Hamilton, who had chosen hia father^s pro- 
fession, and was in active and successful practice as his partner. 
Notwithstanding these great afflictions, his home was always &] 
sunny and a happy place. As a father he was wise and loving, e\ 
watchful of his children and thoughtful of their welfare. Manj 
carefully treasured letters attest the tender counsels witli which he| 
continually followed them whenever they left home for a longer orj 
shorter stay. 

He manifested throughout life an almost paternal interest in biaj 
brothers and sisters. He was the oldest of six children, and up to' 
the time of his leaving home shared with his mother in the c^u"e of 
the younger members of the family. As long as he was able to 
WTite he corresponded regularly with them, and in many ways waa 
c<instantly imparting sympathy and aid. His tender devotion to. 
hi.s surviving sister was especially noteworthy. ' 

Ur. Keep came from a religious family, several of whose mem- 
bers have been clergymen. In early life he imited with the Con- 
gregational church in Newark, N. J. In Boston he was for many 
years an esteemed member of the Bowdoin Street Church ; af^r- 
wards of the Essex Street Church, and at the time of his death he 
was connected with the Central Congregational Church. i 

His religious experience was calm and equable, subject to no re- 
markable alternations, but finding its fit expression in the regular 
ortlcring of his life in obedience to the precepts of the divine word, in 
the rjuiet and faithful discharge of his religious duties, and in the 
cheerful hope of a blissfij] immortality. 

Having lived to relieve human suffering and to promote man'ai 
physical health ; having largely aided in building up a liberal ' 
profession and securing it to the w(}rld j having gained the confi- 
^dence and enjoyed the society of large numbers of the cultivated ^ 
and the good ; at peace with God and his fellow men, he closed hi« 
long and useful life on the 11th of March, 1875, attended by thej 
affectionate ministrations of his sister and his two daughters, andj 
iollow<ed by the tender recollections of numerous personal friends.

He was a son of the Rev. John and 
Rgrandson of Gov. Thomaa Mayhew, "The language of the Indians 
vu familiar to him from a child ; and in consequence he waB 
employed by the commiBsionere of the Society in London for the 
Propagation of the Gospel in New England, to make a new version 
of the Pealme and the Gospel of John." He died Nov. 29, 1758, 
aged 85 years, 10 mos., '2 days. A list of his publications is given 
Ib the notice of him in Allibone's Dictionary of Authors. Other 
ncticefl of him will be found in Drake's Dictionary of American 
Biogn4>hy, Allen's American Biographical Dictionary, and the 
American Quarterly Register, vol. xv. p. 497.

JOHN ADAMS, the exact dates of whose birth and death are unknown, 
was the son of John and Avis Adams, of BostoQ, Mass. He married 
Hannah • .

Hanmao, bapt. Sept. 17, 1099 ;• m. Hibbert Newton, of Ualilax, N. S., and 

Boston. 

Tbomas, bapt. March 30, 17O0.» 

Avis, bapt. Dec. 27, 1701. • 

Abijah, bapt. May 17, 1702. • 

John, bapt, March 26, 1704 ;• d. Jan, 1740, aa. 36, in Cambridge. "He 
was a poet and linguist, and first settled as minister at Newport 
Congregational church, R, 1., April 11, 1738 : dtsmiased Feb. 25, 
\1W ; ufterwards settled in Philadelphia." His poems were pub* 
Ushed la Boston, 1745, with a preface by his uncle Matthew 
Adams. Murdoch's IILstory of Nova Scotia, vol. i. p. 398, men- 
tions " John Adams, son of Mr. Adams of the council of N. 8., 
as on board a vessel attacked by Indians in 1722." 

In early life the Hon. Johu Adams must have been a shop-keeper in 
Boston, as the Rev. Hugh Adams, writing from Charleston, S. C, addreasea 
a letter " to hia dearly beloved brother John Adams, shop-keeper, Boston," 
announcing the death of '* our godly mother. Avis Adams, from yellow 
fever, Feb. 23, 1699-1700." He also mentions in a diary or letter the 
expedition agaiust Annapolis (Royal) in 1710, "wherein I had so much 
concernment of natural affection for my eldest brother John Adams, who 
also went in said army with a company in Sir Charles Hobbey's regi- 
ment." Rev. Hugh Adams was born in 1676.

Nor should we fail to record in the events of the laet year, tbej 
decease of another, who, although of foreign birth, was an honorary | 
member of our society — known throughout tlie world as an illustri-j 
oua hiBtorian and scholar, a renowned statesman and patriot. I 
refer to LoL'is Ai>dlphe Thiers, ex-president of France- Hi»^ 
life covers some of the most eventful periods of the lustory of 
empire and republic. Through the various revolutions of France io} 
the close of liia administration as president of the republic, for 
more than half a century, he wielded a strong influence on the 
progress of constitutional liberty and the destinies of France. But] 
through all the varied and mixed duties of his life, he never k 
his love for liistorical research. Of this he assured us in 
autogrii|)h letter of acceptance of membership sixteen years sinoe. 
As an evidence of his interest and fidelity as a historian, he he-j 
queathcd liis residence, library and works of art for public uaeJ 
to be forever kept as memorials of his interest in history, in tfa^j 
cause of education, civil liberty and the welfare of his conntiy* 
He leaves a name that will survive while genius, learning and patn-| 
otism shall have a place in the hearts of his countrymen. 

Thus one by one we pasa awny

Many have fallen during this period, but others have risen up to aid 
in carrying on the work of the society. 

The reports of the various departments which are to l>e submitted j 
to-day, afford gr.atifyiug evidence, not only of tlie healthy and pro&-l 
perous condition of our institution, but of the continued interest of ' 
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■mlicrs and patrons in the objccta it seeks to promote. Nor 

i we (ail especially to be grateful for the fact, that amidst tlie 

vession of business and general depreciation of values, 

i 13 still remain sound, and arc yielding us liberal in- 

lereet. 

And now aa we are entering on the second century of our rcpub- 
fis, 1 have thought that a retrospective view of what the society has 
teoompli^hed in tlie tliirty-three yearji of its existence, to^'cther with 
lugg«stions in regard to ita future wants, might be botli in- 
ig and profitable ; and 

rst^ it has brought together during its existence a band of de- 
oimI zealous co-workers, whose successive and gratuitous ecr- 
hxre given to New England and the world results of inesti- 
ble benefit. 

Second, it has gathered a library of over fourteen thousand vol- 
and forty-six thousand paunphlcts, mostly historical, illustrative 
tbe history and the iuHuence uf New England character, princi- 
and life. It has been freely opened to all who desire to search 
archives, and has been of incalculable service to those who have 
mptled or are compiling local histories and giiiicalogies. Many 
these are very rare, and some are not to be found elsewhere. 
Third, it has secured, remodelled and paid fur, at an expciise of 
forty thousand dollars, the Society's House, so situated and 
itructed that our historical and literary accumulations are in very 
little danger from fire, while a spacious vault, perfectly fire-proof, 
ii«hes a safe depository for manuscripts and other treasures which 
JOt be replaced. The building is convenient in its arrangements 
tad tasteful in its architecture ; but it is evident that it« capacity is 
BufKcient, even for our present wantjs, and ere long it must be 
rged to meet the demands of the growing age. 
Fourth, in addition to the first great wants, that of a library and 
t bouse, the society has acquired funds to the amount of more ihau 
renly-nine thousand dollars, safely invested, for the payment of 
hbrarian's salar)' and various other [mrposcs ; and what is fortu- 
i, we possess in Mr. Dean a gentleman of scholarly culture and 
ity, one who is familiar with the history of New England and 
the country, and who is willing at a moderate compeusatiun to 
Mieecmte all his energies to our work. These were great and im- 
perative demands, all of which have been responded to most gene- 
roQBly by our fellow citizens, and will constitute honorable memori- 
of their interest in our behalf. It is especially gratifying to an- 
mce at this time, that we have recently learned that a bequest of 
re thousand dollars has been left us by Mrs. Anne E. P. Sever, 
widow of the late Col. James >Varrcn Sever, a respected member of 
Out society, in accordance with the wish of her late huhband. This, 
:r with the bequests of Mrs. Rus-scll and Mr. Bradbury, 
ten thousand dollars left us within a few years. Let othcra 
do likewise. 
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Fifth, it has published thirty-one yearly volumes of the Ne 
Enj^land Hi.^torical anil Genealogical Ke^ster, containing over th 
teen thousiinJ pages of matter pertiiinin<^ to history, bio^Jipliy 
genealogy. It has here published one hundred and eleven s 
portraits, all of them good, and some of them of high charactcT 
works of art, besides furnishing numerous engravings, such 
couts-f>f-arms, old houses, and fac-similes of autographs ; and has pi 
served in print numberless documents and a still larger number of 
facts which would otherwise have been lost. These have akeady^ 
been of much use to the readers of that work. What is not of lo^H 
importance, the Register has taught the general public what many" 
scholars knew before, the historical value of letters, wills, decda and 
other jiapcrs, heretofore considered of little use, and thus has letl tOj 
their preservation. Besides the wills and inventories ecatt 
through its pages, it has published from the files abstracts of m 
than one hundred not on record in the Suffolk office in Boston 
Most of the portraits have memoirs, a great portion of which arc 
members of our society. In addition to these, our magazine contain! 
memorial sketches of more than tuur huudi-ed deceased members. 

The Register has largely promoted the objects and extended the 
influence of the society ; and has attained an age and popularity 
rarely accorded to any similar periodical. With thi^ month it com- 
mences its thirty-second volume. With eveiy year it hae become 
more and more valuable, and is a library in itself. No other pub- 
lication within my knowledge contains such an amoimt of material 
for histoiy, biogi"aphy and genealogy. It is both rare and unique; 
in fact, is a storehouse of mnterial which is highly appreciate*! by all 
engaged in the study of the history of New England, and the gen- 
ealogy of its inhabitants. No other work is so rich in materials M'hich 
give an insight into the history of the people of New England, the 
manners, custums and mode of living in bygone days. So valuable 
has it become, that an entire set of the volumes of the Register has 
brought from one hundred and forty to one hundred and fitYy dollars, 
and a single volume to complete the series has recently been sold it 
twenty-five dollars. 

Tlie Register is the organ of om* society. Its object and scope, 
aa expressed in the original design, was "to gather up and place in 
a permanent form the scattered and decaying records of the domestic, 
civil, literary, religious and political life of the people of the United 
States, and particularly of New England ; to rescue from oblivion 
the illustrious dee<ls and virtues of our ancestors ; to perpetuate 
their honored nanicj*, and to trace out and preserve the genealogy 
and pedigree of their familiet*." Ihvw well this has been done ma' 
be seen in the varied mass of information, historical, archajologii 
and genealogical, which its pages contain. Every issue brings to' 
liglit some new and important iufurmation of great interest in mat 
ters pertaining to the history of uui' country. It is a vast deposit 
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ry for reference, and contains much not elsewhere to be found. 
Il is acknowledged to be the most valuable collection of hiistorical 
and genealogical [)apers ever published in our own or in our father 
id. It is a noble monument of the knowledge, zeal and industry 
the various editors and couiniittees of publication through this 
g series of years, alike valuable to the student of history, the 
of letters and the lover of liis country. " It is," says our as- 
iate member, William CuUen Bryant, "in a country like ours, 
where all of us are peers of the realm, tlie Book of Peerage for the 
New England states, preserving facta of interest which but for such 
ft TCpoeitory would be soon forgotten." 

Our publication, as conducted from the beginning, occupies an 
important historical field, rich and inexhiutstible in material. I hnz- 
aid no contra*]iction when I say, that if it be conducted in the same 
<pirit» and with the same pains-tuking care, it may go on ibr another 
century, gathering up new instalments of interesting, important 
Hid essential facts, and at the same time furnishing a new incentive 
to the student of liistory, by laying open to him a mine of unap- 
propriated material ready for his moulding and shajiing hand. 

Its thirty-one volumes contain historical outlines of five hundred 
ud seventy-seven New England families, some commencing wnth 
lite first ancestor from the father land, with carefully written gcn- 
Mlogies of lines of their descendants down to the present time. In 
diesc volumes are also to be found obituary sketches and memoirs, 
bj oar several historiographers, of deceased members, embodying the 
BU>st important facts and characteristics of themselves and families. 
These, with additional details, it is the intention of the society to 
publish in memorial volumes as soon as its funds will permit, and 
lliue constitute a complete biographical library of the history and 
genealogy of its members. 
Before leaving this subject I would call attention to the labors of 
Committee on Heraldry, by whom has been issued four annual 
lames of the Heraldic Journal. lu this magazine, which is a 
worthy companion to the Register, containing necessarily much 
nealogical as well as heraldic matter, arc preserved engravings and 
ptiona of the coats-of-arras of a large number of New England 
ics, copied from gravestones, letters or documents. Though 
publication of this periodical has been suspended, the eonnnittee 
K)ntinues to furni«h similar matter through the pages of the Register, 
fullilment of its duties, the committee has for many years held 
igs and has answered satisfactorily the numerous questions 
' to them. It has already done much towards making the 
of heraldry clear to the minds of our people, and it hopes 
in future to spread still wider a knowledge of this important ally to 
^nealogical study, the interest in which seems to be increasing, day 
day. Of this there is abundant evidence in the frequent spplica-

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In this connection permit me to state tliat the jNIcraorial Fund, 
eetabliehecl by our lamented friend, William Blanchard Townc, 
already amounts to over four thouisand dollars, and I have thouq:ht 
that if some generous friend or friends would make up the amount 
live thousand dollars, wc might at once commence the publication 
the first volume of biographies, giving it to all members who would 
subscribe for copies', perhaps at eomething less than cost, Thi» 
work eliould soon be commenced, and thus cany out the noble de- 
sign and wish of the founder of this ftind. It will require a year 
or more to compile a volume, and the succeeding volumes may 
be issued as eircumstanceei sfmll pennit. These volumes wouW in 
time constitute the best models of biography of our great middle 
class of business and professional men ever published, and would 
be received and appreciatetl with general favor as precious memo- 
rials of those who have gone before us. 

Of the importance of this work and the influence of our societjr 
in fostering a desire for the study of genealogy, I would remark thai' 
previous to the year 1845, when our society was incorporated, very 
little interest was nmnifestetl by individuals or the public in regard 
to local history or the genealogies of their families. True, much 
even then h?id been done by the Massachusetts, the New Hampshire, 
the New York, the Pennsylvania, the American Antiquarian, and 
other old historical societies, to jirepare the way lor this research. 

But, with the advent of the New England Historic, Genealogical 
Society, a new era commenced — a greater zeal was manifested through* 
out our country, and especially in our own New England, for the 
promotion of the objects of the society, and particularly the study of 
genealogy. Among those we desire to remember is John Farmer, 
of New Hampshire, secretary of the New Hampshire Historical 
Society, who gave the first great impulse for the study of gencalo* 
gy, and whom Mr. Dean has properly styled tlie father of American 
genealogy. *' Little proj^rcss had been made," says our associate 
member, Mr. W. H. Wliitmorc (than whom there is not a better au- 
thority), in his excellent work, the American Genealogist, "for 
thirty years from the time when " Mr. Farmer "issued his 'Far- 
mer Genealogy.'" But since the formation of our society, and the 
publication of its Register, Mr. Whitmore remarks, "the study of 
history and genealogy haa been greatly' encouraged. When the 
new society was formed, the science of genealogy was little under- 
Btood. The wealth of our records was hardly imagined, the neces- 
sity of severe examination of traditions scarcely thought of, and 
the simplest and ni04<t economical form of arrangement was not ydi 
invented," Since then, "numerous li>cal societies have been estab- 
lished or revived, hundreds of distinct works on genealogy have beal 
published, and innnmerahle town histories and historical pamphl 
have been issued. In many instances these results are known to 
due to the establishment of the new society." 
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^Anterior to the wtablisliment of our society, says the Rev. Mr.

ly of New England history and the genealogy of its inhabitants ; 
fcr, M Mr. Slaftcr remarked, " The bulletins of this society went forth 
Hbo a bugle call, and the response came back warm, earnest, prompt 
nd generous," pledging aid and su(>]>ort to the society, and the for- 
Bation of a library for great historical purposes. 

Never before have we witnessed a more striking illustration of the 
PMrcr of association, for soon these unitetl efforts brought forth a 
•wipiMiy of searchers into New Knglaud history, who saw what 
abundant store of material wc possessed in the records of our older 
iOfms* in the registries of deeds and probate, court files and state 
inittves. Many were attracted by the success of their researches in 
thia ample field, and the results soon began to appear in the shape 
of genealogy and local history, of which the shelves of our library 
||peeent such a rich harvest. History at that time, especially the 

reaJogy of families, was esteemed by the community in general 
leas than at present. Then the study of history in our fchoola 
nrfigrred mostly to dates and battles. Its importance as bearing on 
fbe present or the future was nut generally acknowledged, and the 
^reat nase of our people were left in ignorance of the liistory of their 
progenitors. As to genealogy, it wa^ held almost in equality with 
dw idea that the record of one s ow^n family was a departure &om 
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tliat propiieij wfaick reoogniaed pcnoasfity u eonnected with 
raoi^ ; and thtu tlioaamMif of fiuaflifin in our own New Engl 
kftd little knowledge of their aooeston, and little desire to know 
whence thev came. 

Perhaps I hare dwelt too loi^ on the history and influence of ourl 
society, and what it has already aoeoiiiiibsbed. But I cannot re&aial 
from calling your attention to what it may need in the future.

Seamd^ Nor should I refirain from urging once more the imper- 
atiTe demand, which meets us at every step, for a complete printed 
catalogue of what we poasess. Many years since, I alluded to the 
necessity of arranging, classifying and cataloguing the books of our 
library so as to make our books, pamphlets and manuscripts more ao- 
oessible for study. Considerable has been done in the way of pre- 
paration by our librarian and assistant librarian, and I am happy to 
state that through the generous eSbrts of the Library Committee, 
with the aid of the assistant librarian, a complete reorganization and 
classification of more than forty thousand pamphlets is now well 
advanced. This has been greatly forwarded by the occupation of 
our lower front room now devoted exclusively to a pamphlet depart- 
ment. Our thanks are due to those who have rendered gratuitous 
service in this work. 

Thirds We want funds for purchasing books, especially reference 
books and works on American genealogy, and the local history of 
New England. But this want we learn will in a measure be provid- 
ed from the estate of our late deceased associate, Col. Sever, wheo 
we shall come into possession of the fiinda. 

Fourth y Permit me to call your attention again to the importance 
of securing a fund for printing the papers read at the meetings of the 
Bociety, many of which are too long and other wise inappropriate for 
the Registek. A portion of this might be appropriated to defraying 
the expenses of distinguished members who reside at a distance and 
who would favor us with important papers at our monthly meetings, 
or on special occasions. 

Fifth, A pressing want is a full and perfect general index to 
the 31 volumes of the New England Historical and Gencalogia^j 
Register. The student of genealogy is tolerably well provided fori 
by the full annual indexes of surnames antj genealogies, but even hfl' 
would be benefited by having the lesser biographies in the early voWj 
umcs indexed ; and more so by bringing the thirty-one separate in- 
dexes together in a single alphabet and volume. It is, however, adj 
ft repository of historical documents and facts that the Register suffer* 
most for the want of a full index.

Another matter is of great importance, namely, procuring In- 
•criptions from our older cemeteries. Few things in regard to 
Xcw England history arc more interesting. Names and dates can 
foaxul tliere that you will look for in vain elsewhere. These old 
are cnimbling and decaying, and in a few years many 
will be gone that are now visible. Of the fifteen hundred 
iptions copied by our associate, Mr. William B. Trask, in the 
rehester burying ground, some of them are not to be found 
hero. Almost forty-five years ago this cemetery was remod- 
the old head and foot stones being gathered and placed more 
^mmetricnl than before. In the progress of this work, fragments 
«re thrown against the embankment walls by the laborers. ^Ir. 
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Trask picked out many such and put them together so as to tel 
their own true story, and not as the poet says, " guessed and spelU 
out Scipio.*' ^Vhcre he could not find the whole, he would savfl 
sometimes the most essential part. 

Many of our historical and genealogical works have risen to th| 
rank of a science of the most interesting and inviting characterj 
often exercising a fascination as great as that of searching fur hidde 
treasures or " prospecting " for mines of gold or precious stone«t hi 
with inHnitely mrire valuable results, inasmuch as human life 
more valuable than earthly treasures or inert matter. See with wl 
energy the genealogist pursues his laborious investigations. Wi 
what avidity he catches at the trail of locality or name that ma| 
lead to a development fur which he is searching. Witness the sal 
faction he evinces when he cjm bring to light the chain which con- 
nects the successive generations of which he is a corresponding link,.| 
brought again on earth, as it were, with the history of their livt 
to the surprise of tlieir descendant*. 

" During the two hundred and twenty-five years from the landisj 
of the pilgrims in the harbor of Plymouth to the year of our iocor-J 
poratiou, scarcely anything had been done in this department, 
says Mr. Slafter. In all this period only about twenty-five attempttj 
to publish family history were made, and "the wiiole together do 
not equal in extent a single volume of our larger and more receoC 
works in this department. But the stimulnting influence of thiffl 
society, and the facilities for investigation ortcred by its library, ] 
have been followed by marvellous and almost incredible results.'' 
During this period there have been published in this country somfj 
himdreds of distinct fomily histories or genealogies. Most of theMj 
have been prepared with great care, reaching back to the emigrSDt 
ancestor and down to the present time, so that many a person nuy 
now trace with great certainty his line of descent through the vie 
rious generations of his family, and containing the names of tbou* 
sands upon thousands of persons in whose veins have coursed the 
blood of this same ancestor. 

Some may inquire, Of what use is all this research into the dewlj 
past, this poring over the musty records of by-gone days, this everlaBt^-J 
ing labor to complete a good family pedigree? We reply, they briogj 
together long forgotten or estranged relatives, warm up the hearts] 
of thousands more or less connected in the past» unfold the hi*-J 
tory and preserv-e the memory oi" thousands gone long ago to theif | 
last home, enkindle a desire to preserve the names and memories of 
those of the loved and lost, and last and not least, preserve 
history and progress of our country, and especially the customs at 
manners and principles of our progenitors from the days when thej 
left the fatherland for the shores of this New World. Thus famW 
lies long separated arc brought together in a general sympathy 
purpose, which has made our own New England a vitalizing pow< 
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not onlj at home, but over tlie great West, down the Pacific elopes,

JVith equal propriety mij^ht we inquire of what use have been

er. To these inquiries wc reply, nutcli every way. They

These materials are 
continually increasing, and will, in the course of time, be quadru- 
pled and filled with the minute history of different generatiuns and 
periods. Then we shall possess the best material with which to 
write a true history of all the families that have inhabited our 
what they have done for our country, for the cause of lib- 
education, agriculture, commerce, manufactures, mechanics, 
whatever has aided in giving power and progress to a great 
growing nation. And as time advances, these results will be 
results which will more and more astonish the world.

When we look back to former ages, we are constantly reminc 
ed of the great leseons of wisdom %Thich they teach. The hi$tor 
and memoirs of the past have exerted a most powerful influenc 
in moulding the character and destiny of mankind. This is evinc 
in the history not only of individuals, but of communities and 
tious, producing like results in all periods of past time. As gener 
tion succeeds generation, so the acquisitions in intelligence, scienc 
and civilization of each are handed do^vn to us, presenting, as it wei 
the very form and feature of each age, speaking to us like livij 
preachers. It was well said by my beloved pastor, the Rev- Jai 
II. Means, D.D. : "From age to age you can trace national opinioi 
prejudices, aims ; a t)'pe of character, reappearing ever, as does 
tjpe of form and feature. Thus the departed live in their pr 
longed influence.

On this point I would remark that it should not differ in saj\ 
essential feature from that of the past. It niuy be more exact, morBj 
thorough, and more comprelieusivc, but in the same channel, deeper] 
and broader as years go on, like the current of a mighty river. 0«rj 
foundations were well laid in the bcgiuuiug. The field which iwl 
aijpropriated was wisely selected. It should never be abandoned! 
untU jdl its choice fruit has been gathered in. "We have, in fact, 
gentlemen, but just entered upon our work. The family and local' 
history of New England comprehends a vast subject, with an infi- 
nite number of elements and features yet to be unfolded and brought 
into the light. The few hundred volumes relating to these two 
branches of our work, mostly gathered up and put into print since 
tlie organization of this society, are but as a unit among the thou- ' 
sands that are to follow in the drift of the popular interest and taster i 
It is not an unwarrantalde assumption to say that we are largely ' 
responsible for the creation of this interest and the culture of thuj 
taste. It is therefore not only our province, but our duty, to eM 
that the work wliich we planned and organized, and have nurtured' 
for BO many years, should be wisely, efficiently and thoroughly done 
in the futm-e. It is no part of our duty, as an organized body,' 
to write liistory, or to explore its rich domains. This belong* | 
to the individual mind. But it is plainly our duty to furnish 
the means or instnimcntalitics by which historical investigations] 
arc to be carried forward. Among the foremost of these ia 
library, rich in historical material, comprehending all that ma) 
be gathered together for the elucidation of the numberless topics tl 
enter into this department of study. We cannot fully understa 
the history of our fathers, whether they came in the " May Flower "l 
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b* few years later, unless we know much that went before, and 
^fch that has transpired since, their day. The voyatjes that 
^k undertaken fur the exploration a^ our Atlantic coast, from the 
^B of John Cabot to the expedition of the pilgrims, hold a close 
UBtorical relation to the final permanent settlement of English colo- 
liee along our coast. Few of uji know much of this interesting period 
jf American history. Yoii will perhaps be surprised when I state 
Ittl an estimate of the number of volumes that throw light on this 
period, tounded on a knowledge of collectiuns that have actually 
keen made, rises to more than four thousand distinct titles. 
Most, if not all of these volumes should, sooner or later, be placed 
upon our shelves. The historical books published in the seventeenth 
oentury furnish a picture of our fathers in the early days of New 
England. We cannot spare a single one of these ; we should have 
tbem all in our possession. And now when we come to the eight- 
eenth and nineteenth centuries, a period of struggle, conquest and 
growrth, there is not a line of our history in all these j'ears, whether 
it l>e in portly volumes or in fugitive pamphlets, that should not be 
sfiible to the investigators that frequent our library. But be- 
lat is already in print, there is a vast amount of manuscript 
in the fonn of letters and other documents, that ought to be 
rved, and ought to be accessible. If this material remains in 
ids of families and individuals, it will tjooner or later perish, 
DMny precious things have done in the past. We give a free 
general invitation to all, who have such material, to place it in 
strong room, constructed to resist the power of fire — tliat boon 
rovidence to which we owe so much, but which has neverthe- 
been so destructive to historical manuscripts both private and 
bHc. 

lut one other method by Avliich this society may advance the in-

\l historical documents. This, as I have already shown, we 
rgely done in the past, through our fjuarterly magazine.

Bion was to establish a free government more powerful than that which 
ever bore the sign manual of potentate or prince ? Who so unmind< 
fill of Ilia birth, home and country, aa not to desire to know from 
whence he came, who his ancestors were, what they have done, and 
to inquire what he is doing for the welfare of his fcll«)w man ? and 
who does not feci a pride in tracing his descent through a long lin* 
of noble ance^ore, his heart glowing with fervor to emulate tbi 
examples of the illustrious men ?

We were now brought into the most imminent danger, which m 
human effort could check, much less prevent. Nothing short of 
interposition of Divine Providence preserved us from apparent ruia 
several sloops of war and a number of transports intending to pay 
a destructive visit. They were in sight of us in the day time thi 
days, near Cape Poge (Martha's Vineyard). They got under ww 
three mornings successively, and stood for the island with a fair win 
which each morning came round against them, and the tide too cai 
round against them, winch obliged them to their anchorage, still 
view of U8. Before they could make the fourth attempt, orders cai 
for their return to New York for some other expedition. Thus 
were mercifully relieved for that time, after more fearful appreh 
eion than any we had before witnessed. Messengers were arrivin] 
one after another, and twice I was called up in the night with the 
disagreeable information that they were nt hand. A solemn time 
indeed it was, and can never be obliterated from my memory whilfll 
life and reason are vouchsafed. 

I was with two men and two women friends captured in going tO" 
our quarterly meeting at Sandwich, by a British privateer from New 
York. They had just before taken a cedar boat, and ordered us to 
depart in it immediately, having first plundered us of what money 
we posseesetl, but they took neither baggage nor provisions from oi. 
The vessel was mine, and I pleaded earnestly for her, and soroe- 
times nearly obtained a majority to give her to us, but another cui 
of grog would be stirred up by those who would not consent to nv 
lease her, and this never fiiiled to gain several to their side. They 
repeatedly ordered us to be gone, but we refused, still pleading for 
our vessel, until the captain called to the prize-master to know why 
he did not send us away. lie replied, " They will not go." He 
then sent a furious fellow to drive us away. SamticI .Starbuck and 
I were standing together. He approached us with an uplifted cut- 
lass and a violent countenance, saying, " Begone into the boat, or 
ril cut your heads off." I looked him carncsljy in the face, eye to 
eye, and with a pretty stem accent said, " I nni not afraid of thy 
cutting my head off. We are prisoners. Treat us as such, hut 
do not talk of cutting our heads off." He dropped his arm nnd 
seemed struck at my buldnces. There were now two veseels com* 
ing rapidly in pursuit, and we thought it time to be off. They sooa 
retook our vessel, and pursued the privateer and took her, but her 
men left her in their boat, and got on shore nn the Vineyard. They 
hunted them, and took all except that one who talked of cutting out 
heads off. He made his escape. Our ve^jsel being taken, I 
vered her by paying salvage, as did a young man most of hii 
money, who had two hundred dollars taken from him. 
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now return to the permits granted by Admiral Digby. The 
ricaji cruisers generally had knowledge of our whaling vessels 
thero, therefore every deception and disguise was resorted to 
entrap them. They were successful in drawing the permits from 
two, taking them as prizes. It was now evident that we could pro- 
ceed no further without having permits from both contending pow- 
ers. Accordingly the town was convened, and Samuel Starbuck and 
elf were sent to Congress to represent our distressed condition, 
endeavor to procure their permission as well as that of the Brit- 
fur a fevf vessels. We set off in mid- winter, and arrived in 
phia where Congress was sitting. We opened our business 
to Gen. Lincoln, Samuel Osgood, Nathaniel Gorham and Tho- 
Fitzsimmons. The first was minister of war, others were 
bcra of Congress, and the last was a great commercial man. 
them we opened our business. We drew up a memorial, but 
not present it until we had an opjiortunity of stating our case 
to the most influenti^d members.

, who, as well as tlie others, treated us with great civility, and 
to take an interest in our sufferings.

Onr arduous labors, after five or six weeks' detention, were now

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terminated, and might have been spared if we had apprehended ih« 
peace had been so near. The British were still to hold New Yorl 
for a limited time. I obtained pcnniesion to vieit that city for the 
nccomplishnient of some business, and then returned home. Ihc 
happy return of peace was now enjoyed in the United States, but 
poor Nantucket, whose distresses did not end with the war, tJiougb 
rejoiced at the event, ^till seemed doomed for a time to ruin. Sepa- 
rated from Great Britain, the only market of coneequence for sperm 
oil, we were broujfht under the alien duty of £18 sterling per tun, 
a duty laid upon aliens to encourage British subjects. Such we then 
were, and the duty had its full effect upon us. Sperm oil wa* aot 
at Nantucket after the peace for £17 sterling per tun, which, befor 
we were separated, was worth £30 stg. £25 sterling was nece^MMii 
to cover expense and leave a very moderate profit to the owner 
Thus a loss of nearly £8 sterling per tim attemled the business. W| 
continued it for years at a certain loss in hopes tliat some farombk 
turn might take place, but no prospect appearing, and the loaa 
had sustained by the revolutionary war (about $60,000) had so 
duced my property that I found it necessary to seek some new e.\p«*j 
dient to prevent the logs of all. I found no probable nllemntive but 
to proceed to England and endeavor to pursue the fisliery from thert.j 
I accordingly took pas!?age in my ship Maria,* accompanied by mjj 
eon Benjamin, and sailed from Nantucket on the 4th of 7th month, 
1785, We had a fine passage of twenty-three days, in five of whicb,J 
having easterly winds, we only made one day's sail forwanl, 

I proceeded to London, calling on my old friend Dr. Willi 
Cooper^ at Rochester, who with his family proceeded to England iaj 
this <;amc ship two years before, and rcr|uegtcd him to accompiuij 
me to London, which he kindly did. When we reached Sh»v»t«r»l 
Hill, in full view of London and eight mites distant, forcibly ffecliJ 
the great distance which separated me from my family, myself 
stranger in that land, the occasion that drew me there, and the un-| 
certainty of its answering any valuable purpose, I wa.s ovet^helnvcdl 
with sorrow and my spirits so depressed, that in looking towar 
that great city, no pleasant pictures were presented to my view; 
I found it would not do to give way to tlespondency. Reason 
sumed her swiiy. I was tliere, and something must be attenjpted. 

We reached London, and I took lodgings for myself and my §01 
Benjamin at Thomas WagstnflTs in (Jracc-church Street. Our fir 
journey waa to the West of England, in which we had the valtubli 
company of my friend James Phillips. We visited the coast, froa 
Southampton to Falmouth, in search of a gfiod place for the whalfl 
fishery, if we should conclude to form an establishment in the islandi] 
We found several ports suitable to the purpoi?e, but none that 
preferred to Falmouth. In that large harbor there are several smalle

that would do well for the business, I had very favorable oflfcrs 
of divers places, but I was only on a discovery and did not wish to 
entan^rlc myself. After viewing the coast and spending some days 
in Plymouth, we took a circuitous route and returned to London. 
At Bristol I visited the grave of my brother Joseph, who died there 
iigbteeo years before.* ■ 

My next object was to know what encouragement we could obtain ^ 
from tlie British government. My friend Robert Barclay perceiving 
what ray business was, spoke to Harry lieaufay, a member of Par- 
fiament, who introduced me to the Chancellor of the Exchequer, the 
gnat William Pitt, then about twenty-seven years of age. He re- m 
QaT<ed me politely and heard mc patiently. 1 laid before him our I 
raincNU situation, saying, " When the war coratnenccd, we declared 
■gftiodt taking any part in it, and strenuously adhered to this deter- 
mination, thus placing ourselves as a neutral island. Nevertheless, 
you have taken from us about two hundred sail of vessels, valued at 
£200,000 sterling, unjustly and illegally. Had the war been found- 
etl on a general declaration a«^atn8t America, we should have been 
included ; but it was predicated on a rebeJlion^ consequently none 
ooold have been included in it but such as were in arms, or those 
that were aiding such. We have done neither. As a proof of 
our being without the reach of your declaration, you sent commis- 
•ii'ners to restore peace to America, in which any provincCj county 
or town that should make submission and receive partlon, should be 
rpinetated in its former situation. As we had not offended, we had 
no submission to make or pardon to ask ; and certainly it is very 
lianl if we do not stand on better ground than th<ise who have 
oflVndcd ; consequently we remained a part of your dominions until 
icparated by the peace." This last sentence I pressed very closely 
►whenever I with propriety could introduce it, knowing it was a ma- 
terial point. After I had done, he paueed some time and then 
answered : " Undoubtedly you are right, Sir. Now wliat can we 
do for you?" I told him that, in the present situation of things, the 
priocipal part of our inhabitants must leave the island. Some would

1. John' Perrin is said to have been at Brainlree Roon after 1640, 
and that after a short residence there he removed to Kehoboth. In the 
records of the latter town the name is variously spelled — " Perren," " Per- 
ram," " Peram," " Perem," and ** Peren " — which led Savage to snppoM 
that there were two families, viz., John and Abraham Perham, and John 
and Abraham Perrin, as stated in the Genealogical Dictiouary. A careful 
examinatiou of the town records shows that there was only one familv, 
and that the descendants of John, Sr., the emigrant, now write the name 
Perrin or Perrine. The ancestor of the New England faaoily of Perham 
never livetJ in Rehoboth. 

We know but little of John Perrin, Sr. He appears to have been a maa 
of some prominence in town, frequently elected to town office, and serv- 
ing on the jury.

"HILE preparing my paper on the Diodatia and their alliances, 

it occurred to me to inquire whether there roit^ht not be Bome 

doDship between the Mei wife of Carolo Diodati, the namesake 

'lea v., and a family of similar name whom I heard of when 

Switzerland several years ago, one of whom was the first 

of the second wife of the celebrated theologian De Wette 

Accordingly, I wrote a letter of inquiry on the subject 

rnddaughter of De Wette byhia firat wife, who has lately sent 
fbllowing reply from a cousin of one of her step-grandinoth- 
reLitivefl. No i^nity appears to exist between the two fami- 
; but the letter gives authoritative information respecting the 
wlio became alli^ to the Diodatis by the marriage of Carolo, 
is therefore worth preserving. I translate it here from the 
loh, for the benefit of all who may have become interested in 
^Diodali genealogy. 

Bebne, Nov, 26, 1877. 
Here at last is the answer to jour inquiry of the Slat of Octo- 
. . The Mey family of Lucca is eutirelj alien to us, as ia easily 
by the difierence of uame (theirs being Mey or Mei, ours dei Maggi), 
of origin (they comiug from Lucca, we from Brescia), by the different 
of arms (their escutcheon being divided into two parts — the upper of 
hlae^the lower of deep yellow, with a hunted witd-boar in the middle), 
\ff the entire absence of associations. When oar aucestor Jean Rodolphe 
was bailiff at Nyon in 1 659-1 6G5, he heard speak of the Meia of 
!Ta, and learned from them that the last Mei of Lucca was about to 
bailiff of Bisignano in Calabria *, and he would have liked to 
from him some genealogical iuformation. But how should he come at 
He, being a Protestant, would not have been honored with an answer 
[oiiy, any more than the Meis of Geneva. .... 
le work of investigatiou was resumed in 1730, wheu a letter was ad- 
^ " to the Marquis Luchosini, governor of Mirandola. The marquis was 
a»k for the pedigree of the Mei family from the Marquis Bottini, whose 
Bothpf was the last Mei in Lucca of the female line, through whom Bottini 
W. inhfrited all the possessions of this extinct lamily. Bottini fesired and 
ti''licit-<l that there was a wish to disinherit him, and, before complying with 
tba request mmle, demanded a formal renunciation, on tho part of ail the mem- 
bir» of the May family of Berne, of all tho possessiousonce pertaining to the 
Meis of Lucca. This renunciation, signed by all the Mays, by the " Avoyer " 
•d by the Two Hundretl, was sent to Lucca January 30th, 1735. Soon after 
Qtre came from the liepublic of Lucca a document signed by the Grand 
Clancellor Joseph Vincent Hicoolini, and sealed with the great seal of the 
lubjic It contained the testimony of the Government of Lucca that the 
iiunily was counted as one of the nobility, that several members of it 
Grand Couucillors, Ancients, and (aonfaloniers [Chief Magistrates

In 1560 Vincenzo Mei became a citizen 
Geneva, where other families of Lucca, the Torrettini, Micheli, Bnrlamsd 
[the &mily of the wife of the Rev. John Diodati], and the PasaavantI, 
a^tled contemporaneously with the Meis. Lucca had been for some time t! 
last refuge of the gospel in Italy, and it was from this city that the Jesoi 
drove away the families that maintained the most independence, and whi 
were, in part, also of the noblest stocks of Italy. Vincenzo Mei beoama 
member of the Grand Council of Geneva in 1568. Horatio was ^K^M 
his six children, who, on the 1st of January, 1506, was called to Bofl^H 
make an attempt to establish the silkworm in the Canton de Vaud. Is 
same Horatio is reckoned among the celebrities of Lyons as a merchsi 
or manufacturer of silk stuffs ; I think he wss also made a citizen of Benu 
After some time the Meis became extinct in Geneva; the last of the nain 
in Lucca, of the male line, Omofrio, bishop of Bisignano, died in 1 6^ 

This is about all the information which I can give respecting the Mi 
family of Lucca and Geneva. As to our family. May or Maggi, it psssc 
the Alps as early as about the year 1300, being driven from Brew 
after the defeat of the Hohenstaufea and the victory of the Guelphs 
the Church of Rome, whose declared enemy it has always been.

The Benior author of this book, Dr. (Joorge A, Wheeler, is the author of the hit- 
tory of Caatine, Me., which appeared three years ago. In preparing the prcgeol 
work, he ha» had the nssistanctJ of hie brother, Henry W, VVhceler, Ewj. Tha* 
centlemen are brothers of the late Williftin A. VVheeler, A.M., of the BofUjn PuhlJo 
Library, tho Inmentcd nuthor of *' Noted Name* of Fiction," and eons of thf Itfl. 
Amos D. VVheeler, D.D., long the pastor of the Unitarian Church at Topsiisa. 
They have been fmnilfar from youth with the scenes whose history thev now nootd. 

The work appears to be the ireault of much jmt ient research, and a lar^e amoual 
of mntoriftl conccrntns; the history of ancient Pejepecot ha.s been oullectedand diei»ttd. 
Not far from 1628, Thomas Purchase, the first eeitler of this territory, locuteil liin>> 
self here, and pn>t)ftbly within the present limita of the town of Brua«wick. In 
1632, he and George VVny obtained from the Council of Plymouth, a patent tif 
lands at this place.

In 1714, eight persona, mostly residents of Ri>*toD, por- 
chased these lands from the administrator ut Wharton, and formed a conrpany knoim 
as the " Piyepacot Proprietors." Till then, few pereonH bod settled in this region.

While playing one day in a sand-1 
bunk, a lady, passing in her carriage and observing hira without 
either hat or shoes on, stopped and asked him if he knew how to 
read.

It was Mrs. Anstress (Wootlbiiry^ Eastman, wWe of the Hoa#

At the expiration of a week he called again at Mrs. Eaetroao'if 
toll! her he had read the book from end to end, and found it very 
interesting. She examined him, and saw to her surprise thut he 
had not only read all the Testament, liut had also treasured much 
of it in his memory. This, he subsequently declared, was the fit«rt- 
ing point in his intellectual life. Could he have had a better one? 

On the 7th of August, 1822, he went to live with Mr. William 
KniLrlit, a substantia) and hard-working yeoman of Farmington, to 
whom he was bound by indenture until the age of twenty-one. Bf 
the conditions agreed on, he was to work on the farm, to have hi* 
food and raiment, the privilege of attending school one month every 
winter, and to receive, at the end of his term of service, eix shcqp 
and a yoke of oxen. 

Later in life he touchingly alluded to these early days of trial i* 
the following words : 

" Poverty cast her dark and chilling shadow over the home of my.cWM- 
hood, and want was there sometimes an unbidden guest. At the age of ua 
years. !*> aid him who gave me being in keeping the gaunt spectre frook 
the iK'iirth of the mother who bore me, I left tJic home of my boyhood tsi 
went to earn my bread by daily labor." 
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a dcbflting club, cstablijihed in the winter of 1835, he began to 
velop that ability and freedom in extemporaneous speaking for 1%'htc^] 
he attenvards became so cons^picuous. 

In the spring of 1836 he visited Washington, D, C, and ob- 
serving here the sale of the colored people, together with the sub- 
ecrvicncy of northern congressmen to the slave power, he ewiys : 

" I left the capital of my country with the uiialtenihle resolution to giv4 
all that I hud and nil that I bojied to have of power to the caose of 
•clptttioti in America." 

The position then taken he never abandoned, and it may be con» 
aidered as the key to his political life. Returning from Wa^hiDg- 
ton, he studied successively at the academics in Strafford, Wolfboro' 
and Concord, N. II., acquaintin;^ himself with the principles of 
geometry, astronomy, rhetoric, intellectusd philo^iophy and the evi- 
dences of Christianity ; but on account of the failure of a friend to 
whom he had lent his money, he wjis, in 1837, obliged to abandoa 
his acadtmJcnl studies and to betake himself to some cmploymeni 
to obtain a livelihood. Coming back to Natick, he for some lime 
taught one of the public schuols, and then, with a very slendrr capi- 
tal, began to manufacture shoes for the southern market. This wm 
in the spring of 1838 ; and for ten consecutive years he continaed, 
with more or less success, to carry on this business. 

He marrieil. October 28, 1840, Mi*e Uarriet Molvina, daughter 
of Mr. Amatja nnd Mrs. Mary (Toombs) Howe, by whom he had 
one son, Henry Humilton Wilson, born Nov. 11, 184(5, and died 
at Austin, Texas, Dec. 24, 1866. 

Mr. Wilson commenced his political career as a whig in 1840, 
advocating in many public addresses the election of Mr. HarriMQ 
to the presidency, and securing for himself a scat in the state legi»- 
hiture, where he soon became prominent as a defender of the rights 
of the working classes, and as an advocate of the emancipation nf 
the slave. As a member of the State Senate in 1844 and in 1845, 
he still labored, against bitter opposition, for the acknowledgment 
of the rights of the oolorcfl people. In the year following lie ^n 
elected general of the third briga<le of militia, which office he held 
five consecutive years ; he was also elected to the lower house of 
the general court, where in February he made a memorable spceci 
against the longer existence of slavery in America. 

A delegate to the Whig National (convention at Philadelphia io 
1848, which nominated Gen. Taylor for the presidency, he vitfa* 
drew from that body and assisted in the organization of the Frte 
•Soil party. In support of this he edited, with ability, "The l{epul>- 
licnn," from November, 1848, until January, 1851. As chairmaa 
of the Free Soil State Committee he denounced the sentiments of 
Daniel Websiter's speech of March the 7th, 1850, and effected * 
•coalition between the Free Soil and Democratic parties, by wluok

UiA leading political idea was " Death to human servitude ! " and 
tlie sake of bringing aa much influence as possible to bear on 
4{lie8tioa, he entered the following year into the American 
For this course he was severely criticized by those who did 
DOi understand hie motive. 

On the resignation of Edward Everett, Mr. Wilson was elected 
member of the United States Senate, where on the tenth of Febru- 
iiry, 1855, he took his seat. He was forty-three years old, well 
raul in civil and constitutional history, promiit and fearless in de- 
^btte, and solid as a rock in principle. Tlie tunes were stormy ; the 
lieion between the North and South upon the slavery question 
begun in earnest, and Mr. Wilson threw himself with his whole 
into the contest. In his very first congressiimal speech he 
" We mean. Sir, to place in the councils of the nation men 
Ho, in the words of Jeffer«son, ' have sworn on the altar of God 
i;mnl hostility to every kind of oppression to the mind and body 
man.^ " 

Guided by this principle, and ably meeting every question on the 
>unds of the constitution, Mr. Wilson soon became the acknow- 
Igcd leader of the Hnti-slavery parly in the national legislature. 
For his masterly defence of his colleague, Charles Sunmer, when 
ick down by Preston C Brooks, in May, IboG, he received a 
»ge from that congressman to tight a duel. But though fear- 
>r himself, his meinoral>Ie reply was, " I have always regard- 
ed duelling as the lingering relic of a barbarous civilization, which 
law of the country has branded as a crime. While therefore I 
jgiously believe in the riglit of self-defence in ita broadest sense, 
law of my country and the mature civilization of my whole life 
ike forbid me to meet you for the purpose indicated in your letter.'* 
In March, 1858, Mr. Wilson made an eloquent speech in defence 
' luisetts and of free labor; and in Jauuury, 1859, was 
10 the senate, where his course was marked by such wisdom 
ability in debate, that the General Court, June IG, 1860, passed 
treeolution thanking him for " his able, fearless, and always prompt 
defence of the great principles of human freedom while acting as a 
tenator and as a citizen of the Old Bay State." 

At the opening of the rebellion in 1861, Mr. Wilson, as chair- 
man of the military committee of the senate, was in a position to ren- 
der important service to tlie administration ; nnd when he saw that 
the arbitration of the great national question must be settled by the 
Uyooet, he bent his whole energies to the support of the govem- 
TOL. xxin, 24* 
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ment — introducing bills for the organization and equipment of 
troops, and employing every means available for developing mid 
concentrating the military and naval forces of the north. From the 
outset of the contest he entertained the most profound conTJctko 
that the cause of freedom would eventually triumph ; and in tJjosc 
days of doubt and apprehension Ms cheerful voice was heard in con- 
gress, camp and club-room, counselling united action and confidioj; 
trust in God. His activity at this time drew from Gen» WinfieU 
Scott the remark that '* Senator Wilson had done more work in Uial 
short session (of congress) than all the chairmen of the militar? 
committees had done for the last twenty years." 

Immediately after the disastrous battle of Bull Run^ July 21, 
18(51, he returned to Massachusetts, held a meeting in Faneuil 
Hall, Boston, and in less than forty days succeeded in recruiiinff 
about twenty-three hundred volunteers. Out of them was formd 
the 22d regiment, of which he was for a time commander. Ketum- 
ing to his senatorial duties at the close of 1861, he framed and re- 
ported bill after bill to meet the exigencies of the war, lo protect 
the freedmen, and to sustain the government; and none more than 
he rejoiced at the ultimate triumph of that cause which he had U- 
bored so persistently to maintain. 

In February, 186.'>, he was again returned to the sK^nate, and in 
April of the same year he was called to m*>uru the death of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, with whom he had been on the most intimate icraw 
during the whole fearful struggle of the civil war. 

On the twenty-fifth anniversary of his marriage (Oct. 27, of thi* 
year), the friends of Mr. and Mrs. Wilson assembled wt their lu)Q« 
in Natick, and made them a present of $4,000, together with nuuif 
valuable articles of silver ware. 

To the policy of Andrew Johnson Mr. Wilson was decidciilr 
opposed; and during the long discussion of the reconstruction mea- 
sures steadily and manfully upheld the interests of the colore<l race. 

Though an earnest friend of temperance and of religion from his 
youth, he delayed uniting with any communion until N'ovember 25, 
1866, when he became a member of the Gongrcgjitional Church « 
Natick. Early in the year following he established the CongTW- 
sional Temperance Society, of which he was chosen president ; »ad 
Boon after made a tour through the Bouthcm states, addre-seing l»r^ 
assemblies at Richmond, Charleston, New Orleans and otlier cities. 
He was generally received with favor ; but while speaking at New 
Orleans a rifle was discharged at him from some one in the street, 
the ball striking into the ceiling near him. Returning home he made 
many addresses on behalf of temperance, and in September presided 
over the Republican Convention in Worcester, speaking hopefully 
of the Republic. In May, 1870, he was called to deplore the lo«l 
of Mrs. Wilson, a lady of singular grace and excellence, who aftef 
a long and painful disease, di^ at Natick on the 28th of that mozuh. 
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Older to relievo hie mind from its load of sorrow, he spent the 
uner of 1871 abroad, and became personally acquainted with 
ir.

RECORD FROM TUE LEONARD FAMILY-BIBLE. 

[K the Reoistek for October, 1851 {ante^ v. 403-414), is print- 
ed a " Gonealo<rical Memoir of the Leonard Family," by the 
Mte William Reed Dcanc, Esq. ; and in the numbers for January, 
"^53, and April, 18G8 {ante, vii. 71-6; xxii. 140-3), Mr. Deane 
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lias communicjited fiirtlicr particulars concerning this funiily. W©1 
have lately been furnished, by Henry E. Waitc, Esq., of W« 
NewtOD, M;iS8., with a copy of tiie records from the family-bible of 
Thomas Leonard, eon of James Leonard, the immigrant progenitor 
of the Leonards of Taunton. It gives the precLee date of the birth j 
of Thomas Leonard himself, which Mr. Deane could not obtam; 
and we find here other additional facts and variations in the recot 
of his family, some of which we have indiciUcd in foot-notes. Mr. 
Deane obtained his names and dates in this family from the Proprie- 
tors* Records of Taunton. The births, deaths and marriages in these 
records are printed in the Register, xvi. 324—8 ; xvii. 34-7. 
Thomas Leonard's family will be found in vol. xvii- p. 37. It will 
be noticed that the Proprietors' Records give the name of the child 
born April 28, 1682, as " Seth," while the family record has it 
'^Elkanah." This is strange, as there was then living a son Elka- 
nah, born May 15, 1677, who lived to manhood and was father of 
Elkanah Leonard, a lawyer of note in his day in Middleboro'. 

The following copy of the record in the family-bible was furnished 
to Mr. Waite, by Charles L. Peirce, Esq., of Milwaukee, Wis., 
the owner of the bouk. The bible is in size " six by eight inches 
and two and one half inches thick; and is bound in heavy leather."! 
The first few pages, including the title-page, are gone. The titlo-j 
page of the New Testament shows that it was " Imprinted at Lon- 
don by the Deputies of Christopher Barker Printer to the Queenea 
most Excellent Majestic, 1599." A copy of this edition of tJi« 
Bible, aimihiriy mutilated, is in the library of the New England 
Historic, Genealogical Society. It contains a record of the familj 
of James Richania, of Hartford, Connecticut, one of the magistrates 
of that colony and a commissioner of the United C/oloniee. The 
book was presented to the Society by the late Francis Jackson, Ea^*

He settled at Nev^ry, Mass., where ks 
was the first town clerk, and held the office till Nov. 19. 1638, when Ed- 
ward Woodman was chosen his soooesaor. In 1637, 1640 and 1641. bo 
was deputy from Newbury to the General Conn. The Court appointed 
him, in 1 637, " stirveyer of the armes at Newberry ; " and in 1 63y, aud 
again in 1641, a commissioner to hear and determine small caa&es in Oat 
town. In 1643 he kept school in Boston. About 1630 he married Meitft 
daughter of Gov. Thomas Dudley. He was ordained minister orer til 
church at Andover, Oct. 24, 1645. In 1647 he went to England, wfasn 
he was appointed chaplain to the Parliamentary Grmmissioners tnttr 
ing with the king at the Isle of Wight- He was afterwanls minisisr it 
Andover, Hunts, and Barford Su Martin's, Wilts, from which last pnnih b« 
was ejected at the Restoration.

from which date the name may be found in records till after thi 
overthrow of James II.

We always take an interest in the home affairs of a great man. Oliver 
bad something besides his precarious civil list as Protector of the realm. 
A pound sterling of those days went for more than the same Ggore ooir. 
Newhall and Burleigh would keep him, even if he had to resign. 

The English "spelling-bee" was still unsettled. Johnson and Walker 
had not yet come forward. And so we see a superfluity of letters. A eood 
deal of lopping off might yet be a benefit.

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MEMOIR OF NATHANIEL GREENE. 

Communicated by Charles Cablbton Coffin, Esq., of Boston. 

IN the death of Nathaniel Greene, who died November 29, 1877, 
the country lost one of the most distinguished journalists of the 
middle period of the century. The accompanying brief biographical 
sketch is from the history of Boscawen and Webster, N. H., just 
published, together with the portrait, engraved from a photograph 
taken in Paris during Mr. Greene's last visit to that city, represent- 
ing him as he appeared after attaining the age allotted to man. The 
readers of the Register are indebted to Mrs. Charlotte G. Cum- 
etoD, daughter of Col. Charles G. Greene and niece of Nathaniel, 
for the truthful likeness. 

The early years of Mr. Greene, of which the sketch makes slight 
mention, Avere passed in Boscawen on his father's farm, where he 
learned those habits of industry that were manifested through life. 
John Adams Dix was one of his playmates, and Daniel Webster, 
born in the adjoining town of Salisbury, seven miles distant, was a 
firequent visitor at the house of Nathaniel Greene, Senior. The 
Buject of this notice, a few months before his death, narrated an 
anecdote incident to one of Daniel's visits. It was in June, the 
season for hoeing corn, and Nathaniel Greene, Jr., though only ten 
-years of age, was doing the work of a man in the field. " I will 
help hoe the corn," said Daniel, who, obtaining a hoe, went bravely 
to work. But he had many stories to tell of his trout-catching and 
h'lB gunning exploits. lie could not talk and work at the same time ;,

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but while ta]kiQ^, leaned upon the handle of the implement. lai 
cunseijuence he soon found himself in rear of the gang ; then girinj 
a strike with his hoe and kicking the earth with his foot, to make U 
look new, or skipping a hill altogether, he moved on to the front, 
lie was determined to keep ahend I His strategy at length attract 
cd the attention of one of the " hired ^ men, who eaid : "' Dan, yoi 
are a buster at hoeing, but a*n't you a little afraid you^Il break yoi 
hoe-hnndle working eo hard ? " 

Daniel Webater was the senior of Greene and Dix. He was 
young lawyer wliile they were attending the district school ; but b< 
was a boarder in the family of Col, Timothy Dix, who was a neai 
neighbor of the father of Greene. The young lawyer had ample] 
time for fishing, and Nathaniel Greene often accompanied him tol 
"Great" pond, three miles distant, which abounded with pickerel,' 
or strolled with him along the trout brook. On Sunday, the young j 
lawyer and hit* two younger companions might ull have been sceo 
at the village church. Little did the good people of Boscnwen com- 
prehinid the great future before the dark-eyed, awkwanl yoang 
graduate from Dartmouth, who had hung out his sign over Tiniolby 
Dix's store ; who was interested in everything relating to the public 
welfare ; was clerk of the scliool district, one of the aAscs£or» of 
the religious society, and had purchased a bassoon for the cliolr. 
Nor did the staid farmei's of Boscawen know how iniK'h tli«t 
bright-eyed boy, seated in the pew of Timothy Dix, would do for 
bis country as the century should roll away ; how he would, hr a 
stroke of his pen, thrill the hearts of twenty million pe«)ple.'— 
"If any man attempts to haul doton the American Jlap, shoot 
him on the spot!" 

As little did the people know tliat the eldest son of Nnlhsuiicl 
Greene, Esq., one vi' the leading citizens of their town, »i'uWl 
become a moulder of public opinion — an author, translator aod 
poet. 

The present generation knows but little of Nathaniel Greene, be* 
yond the fact that he wns the founder of the Boston Po»t newspajjcr; 
but there was a period when he was known throughout the countiy^ 
as a political writer. I lis opinions, as expressed in edlturinl articles, 
were i-e[>ublialied Froiii Msiiite to Louisiana. Scholarly in his tneteftj 
his political aspirations never extended beyond the position whiciti 
bekl so many years — postmaster of Boston.

At the age often he went to FIo|ikintt)n, and became n cl 
in a store. While there he had some three mooths' udditi( 
schooUnj^. 

The death of his father A\hen lie wa« but eleven rears of age, 
leaving an embarniesed estate, compelled him to begin the Htruggle 
of life under adverse circumstancei?. He was ft great reader, and 
devoured all books that came in his way, and which he could find 
time to read. By chance he read a memoir of Franklin, which 
awakened in him a desire to be a printer, and especially to become 
an editor. The idea took complete poe^eseion of liis youthful miud. 
He thought of it by day, and dreamed of it by night. 

At this time — 1M09 — a new paper made ito appearance in Con- 
cord — the A^etc Hampshire Putriot, established by Isaac Hill. On 
the fiMirth of July he walked from Hopkinton to Concord, and 
offered himself to Mr. Hill as an apprentice, and took his j>lace at 
the case. That, however, was not the end of his ambition, but only 
the beginning. It was not to give other men's thoughts to the 
world, but his own. 

Having left Mr. Hill, he became connected in 1812 with the CVh- 
cord G'ftzette, published by Jesse Tutile. This was the beginning 
of his editorial career. The newspaper at (hat time usually con- 
tained a ]>onderous article on some political topic, the late&t news 
from Eiirnpe, the victories of the French armies or of the IVus^tanii, 
but very iittle local information. There were no reports of meet- 
ings, no gathering up of home incidents. The paper was issued 
weekly, aiul there was abundant time for an editor to prepare hia 
thunderbolt to launeh at the ojtjxising political party. 

In INI t Mr. Greene moved to Purtsjnouth, and became connect- 
ed with the A^cjt! JJawps/iire War Journal, published by licck d 
Foster. He remained there only a year, when he removed to Ilik 
verbill, Mjiss., and became connected with ihc Haverhill Gazftle, 
published by Burrell & Tilcston. In this situation, although hut 
eighteen years of age, he had the sole editorial eupervi«ton of the 
pajvcr. 

In 1817, nt the age of twenty, he became his own publisher, sod 
started the Essex Patriot. The vigor and energy of his writiDj: 
had already attracted the attention of the public, and he was invited 
by sonic of the Dcn>oeratie Jiopublioan politicians to start n pn|i<Tin 
Boston ,'. and, complying with the request, he issued, on Fcbruan'6, 
1821, the first number of the Boston Statemian, a weekly, still in 
existence. At that time there was a triangular contest for tl»e 
presidency, and the Statesman advocated the election of W. H. 
Crawford ; but the result of the election — the elevation uf Jolvfl 
Quincy Adams tii the presidential chair — aud the great and increas- 
ing popularity of Gen. Jackson, made it apparent to the fsir-eceing 
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young editor that the 8uccec<Hng election would bring Gen. Jack- 
Bon prominently before the public. Mr. Greene labored enrne«!lly 
lo bring abuut t]je nuuiinutiim and election of tfie hero of New Or- 
leans ; and the triumph tif the pnrty, in lb28, paved the way for 
Mr. Greene's future pnliticnl success. 

He was appointed post-master in Bofiton in 1829, nnd occupied 
ibnt official position until the ncceeeion of Gen. Harrison to the 
presidency, when he was euccccdcd by Mr. George Wm. Gordon; 
and althoiiixh this was one of the first public reniovala of the ncv^ 
adnuni^tration, yet one of the la^t mcasjures of Proident Tyler waa 
lo reinstate ]Mr. Greene in the same ottice, which he occupied until 
after the election of Zachary Taylor, in 184li. Air. Greene had 
the reputation of condiictiuL!; this tlepartment to the entire apjiroval 
of the national executive, ami, by hi;* urbnne and conciliatory deport- 
ment, to the satisfaction of the |niblic in Boston. 

^Vhile thus absorbed in official and editorial duties, he found timo 

to acquire the French, Italian and German lungunges. The French 

waa taken nj) without much diithculty, as was also the Itnlian ; and 

in a few weeks he was able to read them. He published, in lt>3(>, 

a history of Italy, tramijatcd by litmt^elf from the Italian; aiul ful)- 

♦equenlly, as a birth-day present to his niece, he translated I'ndine 

from the German into tlie Italian. This work was read by Signor 

Monti, at that time professor of Italian at Harvard (College, who 

pronounced it adtniraldy done, and requiring very little alteration 

to he re«dy for publication.

Mr. Greene had a fine poetic fancy. IVIany of his contributions 

ve been given to the jniblic over the signature of "Boscawen,'* 

oosing the place of his birth as his nom de plume. Hia atonzaa 
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entitled ** Petrarch and Laura," published in the Boston Evening 
Tran script i are marked with smoothnesa of rhythm and delicate 
sentiment. 

After retiring from public life, Mr. Greene spent a long period 
abroad, travelling through Europe. While in Paris, in 1852, he 
received intelligence of the death of a beloved daughter, who died 
at Panama, while on her way to San Francisco to establish a Home 
of the Sisters of CImrity, to which order she had become attached. 
The father's heart, wrung with grief, found expression in a feeling 
poetic tribute to her memory. 

Mr. Greene married Miss Susan, daughter of Rev. "William 
Batchelder, of Haverhill, Mass. His son, William B. Greene, 
was educated at AVest Point, and served as lieutenant in the U. S. 
Army ; but resigning his commission he entered the ministry, and 
settled in Brookficld, jMass. He married a daughter of Robert G. 
Shaw, Esq., of Boston. At the breaking out of the Rebellion he 
was living abroad. At the news of the attack upon Fort Sumter, 
he hastened home and offered his services to the government. He 
was a{)pointed colonel of the 14th Mass. Volunteers, which he ably 
drilled as a heavy artillery regiment, and commanded the line of 
fortifications on the Potomac, serving with distinction.* 

Mr. Nathaniel Greene died November 29, 1877, at the age of 
eighty years and five months. From among many of the obituary 
notices of him we quote the following : ** Another of Boston's old 
and distinguished citizens has been added to the vanished throng. 
Few names have been more closely identified with the life and inter- 
ests of the city than that of Nathaniel Greene. He was eminendy 
a successful man. He handled the elements that lay before him 
with judgment and with vigor. For half a century his career was 
one of great activity, and it yielded results upon which he might 
well pride himself. He was a controlling spirit, a progressive force, 
in those circles wherein he moved, and his name will be remembered 
as long as the events of the Boston of the nineteenth century are 
written about or spoken of."

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THE FAMILY OF WHITTEMORE AND WHITMORE. 

Commanicated by Ebenezer Stowell Whittemore, LL.6., Sandwich, Mass. 

IT has been repeatedly assumed that the fiimily names of Whittemore and 
Whitmore are separate, distinct, and different in origin. SucIj may be 
the fact ; but in tracing the lineage of each family we discover evidence 
which rebuts the presumption, and the preponderance of evidence is in favor 
of the fact that they came from one family. 

Earlier than the year 1300 we find the first recorded name, i. e. Johuy 
Lord of Whytemere,* having his domicil at Whytemere, on the north-east 
side of the parish of Bobbington, in the manor of Claverloy, in Shropshire. 
At the present time the same locality bears the name of Whittemore, while 
a large proportion of the family originating here spell their name Whitmore. 
The fair inference, however, is that the name of the place and that of the 
family were originally the same. 

It is recorded by two historians,! that Whittemore Hall, at "Whittemore, 
was the place of origin of the Whitmore family. 

The Anglo-Saxon etymology of the word Whytemere is white meadow, or 
lake^ and the first John, Lord of Whytemere, derived the name of the fam- 
ily from the place where they originally resided. 

About the year 1483, the " De " (of) was dropped, leaving it Whytemere, 
as the surname ; and not far from 149o, the y was changed for t, and e after 
i omitted, leaving the name Whitmore ; while the name Whittemore is ob- 
tained by adding a second / and retaining the e. 

In the Register for April, 1867,1 traced the lineage of the Whittemore 
fifunily of Hitchin, in the county of Hertford, to the year 1 562, which is 
S(Mne three hundred years later than the time of the first John, LonI De 
Whytemere. In the tenth year of the reign of James I., one William 
Whitmore, of Shropshire, went to the county of Hertford with one Jonas 
Verdou, and had granted to them there the Hundreds of Odsey and Edwtn- 
estre ; which fact has a tendency to show a common origin, as cumulative 
to the evidence already given. At the present day we find the name of 
iniatmoxQ, in the county of Salop, which exhibits further evidence of the 
rarious modes of spelling the name. 

The present name of Whittemore has been spelled five or more different 
ways during the past three hundred and fifty years, and that of Whitmore 
differently. 

There appears to be no known rules by which English surnames are 
spelled. Even as late as the time of Shakspeare, we find his name written 
tesk different ways, and by himself variously.

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DISCO\^Er OF NORTH AMERICA BY JOHN CABOT

'HE discovery of the New World by Columbus in 14^2 may be 
considered as tbe greatest event of inodcru times ; but to him 
id his assouiatcs, as well as to all the cosniojjraphers of his time^ 
wius only a discovery of tlie eastern const of Asia and tiie adjacent 
ids. And so Columbus lived an<l died, with but faint idea of 
»€ immense value to the world of what his gtnius and enterprise 
md uccoiTH»]ished. T!ie news of his great discovery soon Bj»read 
iroughout Europe, to the wonder of every nation ; and to those 
rho had refused tn listen to his plans, or liad declined to aid 
in carrying them out, it must have brought feelings of bitter 

[t is natural to suppose that a jealousy of Spain, which thus sud- 
ily had become [lossesscd of immense domains, sh<ni!d be im- 
litttcly felt, particularly by Portugal and by England, each of 
had thus lost the opportunity of becoming the leading nation 
the world. This feeling undoubtedly stimuhitcd them to attempt 
iterprises which, a few years earlier, they would not have enter- 
lined for a moment. 
England was not at this period a lending power in Europe. With 
population hardly greater than the London of our day, it ranked 
commerce below Portugal, and its limited navigation and trade 

mostly in the hands of foreigners.

This patent to 
John Cabot and his sons was printed in Latin and English by 
Richard Hnkluyt in 1582, in hia " Divers Voyages touching the 
Discovcrie (>f America," reprinted in 1850 as the seventh volume of 
the Publications of the Ilakluy t Society. The patent was also printed 
in 1711 in Latin, in Hymer's Ftcdira, vol. xii. p. 51)5. The follow- 
ing copy is from the "Life of Sebastian Cabot," by J. F. Nich- 
olls, London, 18G9, pages 24-13 :

This I;onl is generally supposed to be some part of the island of New- 
fouiHibtiid ; and Dr. ForMter thinks that the name, Prima Vitta, wa« after- 
wards chaugud to Bana Vista, now the norlheru cape of Trinity bayi in 
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Latitu<1e i9f 30'. Peter Martyr's account ie, thai Cubot called tlie ImiLI 
Dnc'iiluiis : uti(! liiere is a Bnuill inlund off the south cape of Trinity liayj 
which bf:\r» that uuine. Mr. Prince, in his Chronology (citing Galranatj 
fur authority), says thul the laud di*covered by Cabot was in latitude 45'^ 
If thio were true, the tiist dincovery wa^ made on the peninsula of Not 
Scotia ; and as they coat>te<i the Uud noiahward, they nau^t have gone iut 
the gulf of .St. Lawrence, iu pursiuil of their itonhwest j>as5.age,* 

The above cxtroct from Dr. Bclknap'8 bio^^raphy of C^ibot showa 
that he imd atudied the subject witli care, and arrived at conclusioni 
wliicli three fiuartera of a century afterwards have been found to 
correct. In the absence of any dcHnite account of Cabot's voyages^ 
historians in Kuropc and this country )mvc turned their attention 
to ascertiiin on what real documents the history of these voynges, 
rests, and many have been surprised to find that there arc ecarcem 
any conttuipfinmeuus accounts relative to them in the Knglish ar- 
chives beyond the first and second patents grunted hy Henry VII. 
And so they have had to pursue their inquiries into other couutries. 
In this new field they have been more succ^sful, particularly in 
Italy and Spain. Almost tlie only fact that these searchee have 
brought from the du»t of the Enjrlish archives is a single item from, 
the privy-purs« accounts, in the foJJouin^ words : "Aug. 10, 1497.1 
To hym that found the New Isle, 10/." This brief memonanduiuj 
eIiows that Cabot had tlien returned, and had received a gratuity j 
from tlie king, who was more noted fur his p.Hrsimony than forj 
any other clmnK'teristlc. The sum was theu in its purchasing power i 
fully t'tpi.il to ten times that lunouiit in our day.

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he can enlist as many of them as he pleases, and a number of our own 
rogues besides. 

The discoverer of these places planted on his new-found land a large 
cross, with one flag of England, and one of St. Mark, by reason of his being 
» Venetian, so that our banner has floated very far afield. 

London, 23d Aug. 1497.* 

Lorenzo Pasqualigo was a Venetian merchant residing in London. 
Li this letter of Pasqualigo we have what will probably be the best 
account we shall ever find of Cabot's first voyage, and the discovery 
of North America about a year before Columbus saw the new con- 
tinent, and the claim of England to the country has always rested 
on this discovery. 

The next question is to ascertain the locality of Cabot's Prima 
Vista, and of the islands he afterwards visited. Fortunately for all 
interested in American history, we have now the map made by or 
ander the direction of Sebastian Cabot which had long been missing, 
but was a few years since found in a library in Germany. A fac 
nmile of this very valuable chart was published by the celebrated 
geographer, M. Jomard, at Paris. A section of this map is given 
with this article. (See Map l.)f A reference to it will show that 
die maker of the mnp has placed the Prima Vista near the cast- 
em point of our present island of Cape Breton, and as the Gut of 
Cansu had not then been discovered, the island on the map forms a 
part of our present Nova JScotia. 

As Sebastian Cabot accompanied his father, and afterwards was 
noted for his ability in projecting the most famous charts of the new 
discoveries of himself and others, this map must be considered to 
possess a value beyond any of the earliest charts of our coast. 

The next question to be considered is, what course did Cabot 
pursue after leaving his Prima Vista, and what other land did he see? 
Some writers have stated that he took a southern direction and 
reached as far south as the latitude of the Chesapeake. To this 
issertion we can now state that he could have been absent from Eng- 
land only about ninety days, a period so short that a direct voyage 
uid return could hardly be accomplished in it by a sailing vessel in 
jur own day, with all the great improvements in ships and naviga- 
ion ; and so toward the south he could not have had time for much 
aamination of the coast, but must very soon have turned his prow 
n a homeward direction. The statement that he was short of pro- 
risions must be taken as only an excuse for his not wishing to make 
urther search on this then barren and forbidding coast ; for it can 
tardly be credited that any prudent commander would have sailed

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on 8uch a %'oyage pronsioned for less than eix montlu. So we mi 
coDcluiIe that the ehort perlotl he waa absent must have bee 
occii|ite(l in ;7»iDg and retiimiog, and that he saw nothing of th« 
coast south of hisi first Inndfall. 

The letter of Pa^iqualigo states that he coasted for 300 ^ 
anil that he " saw two blands to starboard," thut is, on li 
band oide. Now let us look on the chart of that part of our COJ 
and see where such a locality can be found. Let us suppose thst^ 
he steered in a northerly direction, passed through Northumberland 
Strait, eighting the coast near Mirumichi, and turned hi? prow, 
aorthrasterly, passing to the north of Newfoundland homt'w«n4l 
through the Straits of Belle Isle. This route is rcpreeentcd by 
dottc<l line on map No. II, accompanying this paper.

The distance from Cape Breton to the farthest point of Newrfound* 
land may not much exceed two hundred leagues, but he may lave 
counted in all the various windings which his desire to sec tbtf« 
shores or the headwinds caused, and so the direct distance would be 
very tnuch increased. 

It !^ likely, that nAer passing the point of his Prima Terra Xi^ 
he steered in a northwesterly direction, so as to obtain a good vieir 
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' his Isle St. Juan, for he lays it down quite correctly, and it may 
I that he went round it, and then fnUing^ in with the Labrador 
ore, nltered his course easterly ; and so he would have made up 
learly hia three hundred leagues before he waa out oF sight of the 
lountnins on the northeasterly shore of Newfoundland. 
It will be seen that Cabot^s map doe«i not lay down Newfoundland 
► t»ne large islund, as it msiinly is, but rather fjivcs the outlines of 
group of islands which would cover the spot where that should be 
lacetl. To reconcile this apparent error, I ha\'e convcri't'd with 
irMDS who have for a long time navigated along these short^s and 
e familiar with its appearance, w^ho eay thiit for a considerable 
«rt of the time in the eunmier months it is enveloped in a fog, and 
only the mountaine in the interior and the smaller islands and 
jiffs of the mainland are vis!l}Ie ; and a navigat^jr at the present 
ly who should pass over the track which Cabot may have taken, 
ould ver}* often sec first these highlands, an<l if he should t?ketch 
hem as they apjieared day after day, he would be likely to make 
hero several islands rather than a single one, as we know that New- 
btindland is of a very iiregular formation. 
By referring again to the letter, it will be seen that it states the 
int of discovery as seven hundred leagues distant. This is not 
r from the real distance from the Prima Vista to the west coaat 
ff England, as shown in our latest charts. The island marked on 
le Cabot map "^I. del Juan," we readily recognize as the one long 
Down a« St. John, which name it bore till bite in the last century, 
hen it was changetl by the English to Prince Edward Island.* 
o the original name wouhl seem to verify the point of" tlisoovtry. 
We not« one more striking feature as described in the letter of 
'aequaligo. It states that "the tides are slack and do not lHow as 
BTc'* [in England]. Now we kne>w that the tides on the western 
>a8t of England are very high. The adminilty charts, lately pub- 
nhed, show that in the viciidty of Brij^tol are the highest tides in 
liurope. At King's Road, from which Cabot sailed, the tide is 36 
»ct, while near there it is etill higher. At Cabnt's Prima Terra 
ieta and the lAc St. John, the tides are so much less that they 
ould naturally attract the nttention of an enterprising and intelli- 
ent navigator who should for the first time observe the great differ- 
The tides here are only from two and three quarters to four

fore ventured, on a map of the region vi8ito<l, to designate by « 
dotted line what I have here tried to explain as the course which 
Cabot probably took after his tirc>t sight of land. This course, it 
scemsi to me, is the only one by which in so short a time he ci»uW 
reach England, and make the account givcu by the Venetian mer- 
chant clear and definite. 

The second ]»atcnt, dated the third of February, 1498, is to "John 
Kabottii, Venecian," ihe aons not being mentioned. It wa* fiirt 
printed in 1/531, in Richard Riddle's " Memoir of Scbaetian Cabot," 
a i<umewhat remarkable work, in which the author displayed great 
research. It is evidently his desire to prove that the princi{>al honor 
of the discovery of North America belonged to tlie son, while iJie 
documents he brings forward show that it certainly should be award- 1 
ed to the father. This line of argument seems to be very popular 
with English writers, who also labor to prove tliat Sebastian Cabot 
was born iu England, though facts and probabilities indicate the 
reverse. 

It would be departing from the plan to which I wish to confine 
the limits of this paper, to notice the subsequent voyages of the 
Cabots ; but it may be proper to give a brief synopsis of what they 
may have done on these sln>res. 

A second voyage was undoubtedly made, very likely in the year 
1408, iji which Cubot seems to have attempted to find a n<jrthwe»l 
passage to Cathay. In it he is said to have reached the latitttde of 
67'' iJ(>' N. ; and although he saw an open sea l>efore Mn^, he wa* 
convpcllcd to return by his refractory sailors ; and that subt^quentlyi 
in this or another voyage, he sailed as fur south as t)je latitude of 
Cuba. 

But the history of all the voyages of the Cabots is extremely 
meagre and unsatisfactory ; and as wc have only uudertakeo to 
h^ciite the point of his first landfidi and his probable route till he left 
the coast, we leave to future liistoriaus to settle the details of hi* 
subsequent career. 

It seems strange that among the numcnuis writers who have le- 
conUd the cluims of England in the field of maritime (iiscovcrji 
no one has <riven to the world a thorough history of the Cabot*, 
compiled from the materials which late research has brought 10 
light, thus enabling us to know more of those remarkiUjIc voyafM 
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that reeukcd in such iiumense advantage to England and her 
desc«ndantii. 

These voyages must certainly be ranked as of value equal to 
that of CalumhtiB, which gave to Spain and Portugal domains ten- 
fold greater than their own.

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nece^f'rtry inserted ; and the time was so short that we were obliged 
to let it pass with uiuch I'ewcr auicndiucnts tlma I wished. 

The hour was come for presenting it, and the previous notice 
p^vcn of the "Quaker petition," I suppose, drew evcrr mcmher in 
town to hid sent. The ;2:a!lerie8 for spectators were filled, and manj 
could not be acoonimodiited ; nor did we wonder at the curiosity, 
considcnn{» the n<)ve^^y of the euliject. 

We had been with Briesot dc Warville, Clavier, and some 
others, looking over the petition until the latest moment. a«d most 
now proceed to the Assembly. They, with sevenil others, had coni« 
to accoTn[>any us, and just as we were moving e4iniR one olwcrved, 
" You have no cockades, you must put them on." We told tliem 
we could not. It was a distinguishing badge we could not nuike 
use of. " But," snid they, " it is required by law to prevent di.*- 
tinctions, that j)e(ijvle may not he abufcd, for their liv«33 nre in dai>- 
ger without then)." There was always a large bo<ly of the luwcr 
classes nixfut the As.^embly that we had to pass through. We re- 
plied that we could not do it, whatever might be the e«:>ni««<)ut'noe9 ; 
that we were willing to go as far as we could, and if stoppnl, we 
must submit to it. We saw that our friends were full of firar for 
our safety. We set out with no small npiirchcnsion, but wc trusted^ 
in that Power which can turn the hearts <^)f men as a watcreour»e is 
turned. We passed through the great concourse without interrup- 
tion, and reache<l the waiting room of the Assembly. A mcfscngW 
iuf«»rmeil the President of our arrival, and wc were imuic<liatcl]r 
called to tlic bar. 

John Marsillac read the petition, with Brissot at hie elbow to ooif- 
rcet him in his emjihasie, which he frequently did, unperccivod, L 
believe, by all except ourselves. At the close of every subject thera 
was a general clapping of hands, and the officers endeavoring to 
hush them- The hu.'*hing I thought was hisaing, from my igno- 
rance of the language, and apprehended all was going wrong until 
better informed. After the reading was concluded, the Prcidcnt, 
Miral>eau, read his answer. The clapping was repeated at the end 
of every subject. At the close, the President said, ** The Asimmhly 
invites you to stay its sitting." As we were pui^sing to the scatu 
lussigncd to us, a person touched Benjamin and said, "I atn rejoiced 
to sec something of your principles brought before the AsBcrabljr," 
He did not know who it was. After we were seated, scxerol mem- 
bers came to us for conveisation on our principles. We remained 
till the Assembly rose, and then retired to our lr3dgings. 

We next foimd that a vis>it to the influential members at tbcir 
private hotels was necessary to impress them with the reason a blenc<« 
of our requests. We accordingly proceeded, John Marsilhic, l^n> 
jamin and myself, and met with a polite reception from all except 
two, and nothing more from them than a cnrclos in«litlVrcncc. One 
wae Bernard, a young man of good talents and great vanity. 
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our npproiich, he offered us no sont^, and threw himself at pi"eat 
ease \\[nn\ his sofa, which we were told was his usual custom when 
a()j»lieaQta of much more consequence than we were came into iiis 
presence. The other was Talleyrand. After endeavoring to impress 
niui with the foundation of our petition, he made no reply, and let 
us pa«e silently away. 

NVe generally found a number of persons with the members we 
.1, not of the Assembly, but apj»liciuit8 soliciting their fiivor 
, . kiic different objects they were pursuing, and the features of our 
petition always led to an opportunity of opening our principles at 
Urge, particul.irly that respecting war. They invariably iiujuired 
and listened with s^rcat attention, and seldom was any o[iposition 
expressed. We liad much conversation with Bishop Gregory, who 
waa a very catholic man and liberal in his sentiments, and much 
esteemed ; and also with ilabaut ile St. Etienne, then Bishop of 
Autun. He was a very valuable man, and 1 bolieve a blessing to 
Oiiuiy over whoui he jiresided. He was one who fell a victim to 
the guillotine under the sanguinary reign of Robespierre. He was 
inclined to converse much on non-resistance, and tinally thus sum- 
med up what he considered the view of its advocates and of pure 
Christianity :

tTbis must have been done by mechanics in our employ, several ot 
Urbom passed much of the evening in walking before our house to 
•cc if tliere was any service they could render, and telling those, who 
inquired, that wc were Quakers and not aristocrats. 
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In the beginning of 1793 I became fully aware that war between 
England and France would eoon take place; therefore it was nece»-j 
aary for me to leave the country in order to gave our vessels if they 
were captured by the English, and I proceeded to Kngland. Two 
of them were captured full of oil, and condemned, but wc re<v>veredj 
both by my being in England, where I arrived two weeks bcfo 
the war took place. My going to France to pursue the whale fiah-j 
cry ao dianppoititcd Lord Hawkcsbury, that he undertook to f>e re- 
venged on me for hin own folly, and I have no doubt gave direction»j 
to the cruisers to take any of my vessels that they met going 
France. When the Ospray was taken by a king's ship, the offioerj 
sent on board to examine her papers said to the caphiln, " You'll J 
take this vessel in. Sir, She belongs to Mr. Rotch." 

My wife and family embarked secretly from Dunkirk, with maayj 
Americana, in a ship bound to America, and were landed in Eng»l 
land, where I had the great comfort of receiving them four monthfi 
after I left France. Louis XVL was guillotined two days after £J 
left France — an event solemnly anticipated and deeply deplored bjl 
many who dareil not manifest what they felt. 

We now settled in London, where we enjoyed the company oi 
many old friends and acquaintances until the summer of 1794. Mf j 
son William sent the ship Barclay to France with a cargo of oiI,j 
under David Swain, master, and thence ordered her to London tol 
take us to America. Vi^o embarked on the 24th of 7th monti^ badj 
a long passage of sixty-one days, and arrived in Boston on the 23a 
of 9th mo. 1794. 

We soon proceeded to New Bedford, and after spending several 
days there, returne+1 to our home at Nantucket, finding all our child- 
ren and grandchildren well, and six added to Samuers and William's 
families. 

We staid a year at our old habitation, and then removed to New 
Bedford, where wc have remained until now, when I have entered 
my eightieth year. * 

Many occurrences I omit in giving the foregoing account, which 
would swell this scrip to a coneiderable volume. 

When I take a retrospective view of this portion of my life, of tli» 
dangers to which I have been exposed, and the numerous privation* 
I have witnessed, to be attributed to nothing but that supcrintinii- 
ing Power who is ever ready to succor the workmanship of his holy 
hand, it fills me with astonishment and admiration, and seeing luV 
own worthlesaness, I may exclaim with the Psalmist, "Wliatw 
man that thou art mindful of him, or the son of man that thou vwit- 
est him ! " Wn.LiAM Rotch.

EDWARD PALMER, PROJECTOR OF THE FIRST SCHOOL 

OF FINE ARTS IN NORTH AMERICA. 
By tbc Rev. Edwaud D. Xeiu., A.B., President of Macalester College, MinneapolL*, Miik 

ri'^IlE traveller, while crossing the hijrh bridge of the Pliiladelphia 
X. and Baltimore Railroad over the Susquehanna river, beholds, 
a few rods distant, a small and quite picturesqe isle, which upon a 
ma}) engraved by Faithorne, the celebrated cojiper-plate artist, more 
than two centuries ago, was designated Palmer's Island ; but on 
modci-n ma])s is calle<l Watson's Island. The historians of America 
have not been aware that the first school of painting in North Amer- 
ica was projectal in connection with an institution of learning, ex- 
pected to have been cstablithed upon this island of the Susquehanna, 
in iVoiit of the Maryland village Havre dc Grace, before Harvard 
University was organized. Edward Palmer, after whom in the 
early days of the colonization of Virginia this island was named. 
was the eldest son of Giles and the grandson of John Palmer. The 
family had been identified with Warwickshire from the days of ^\ il* 
liam the Conqueror.* Edward was born in I^mington, j)ari.<h of 
Toddcnham, Gloucester, near the boundary line of Warwickshire. 
His sister Mary was the mother of the unfortunate poet, Sir Thomas 
Ovcrbury, who was poisoned at the instigation of the wanton wife 
of the Earl of Somerset. f 

About A.D. 1570 he was a student of Magdalen College, Ox- 
ford, but did not graduate. A^'ood, in '' Athena3 Oxonienses," states 
that taking no degree, he receded to his patrimony and became a 
diligent student of history and antiquity.

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lie married a relative, Muriel, (laughter of Richard Palmer, of 
Burton. Quaint Tliomas Fuller writes that " he mamcd one of his 
own name and neighborhood, the daughter of Palmer of Compton 
Scorfen. 

Palmero Palmcra nubit ; sic nahilia amnis 
Auctiur adjunctis uubilitatis aquia." 

He had a numerous family. His will alludes to his sons Giles, 
Kichard, Thomas, and his daughters Margaret, Muriel wife of 
Michael Ruttcr, and one married to a Charlton. 

During the latter part of his life he resided in London, and his 
collection of rarities and ancient Greek and Roman coins Avas well 
known among literary men. 

On the third of July, 1022, he received a patent for land from the 
Virginia company of London, and in liis will, made on the 22d of 
November, lG2-i, (). S., just before his death, he leaves his lands 
in Virginia and New England to his sons and nephew ; but, if all 
issue fails, tlien all said land is to remain for the founding and main- 
tenance of a univert?ity and such schools in Virginia as shall be there 
created, and shall be called Academia Virginiensis et Oxoniensis. 
Provided always that all such as can prove their lawful descent from 
John Palmer, Esq., of Lemington, my grandfather, deceased, or 
from my late grandmother, his wife, being sons, shall be there freely 
admitted, and shall be brought up in such schools as shall be set for 
their age and learning, and shall be removed from time to time as 
they shall profit in knowledge and industry. 

" And further, my will is, that the scholars of the said university for the 
avoiding of idleness shall have two painters, the one for oil colors and the 
other for water colors, which shall l>e admitted fellows of the same college, 
to the end and intent that the said scholars shall or may learu the art of 
painting ; and further my will and mind is that two grinders, the one for 
oil colors and the other for water colors, and also oil and gum waters, shall 
be provided from time to time at the costs and charges of said college." 

The author of the " Worthies of England," a book first published 
in A.D. 16G2, thus writes of Palmer: "His plenteous estate afford- 
ed him opportunity to put forward the ingenuity implanted by nature 
for the public good, resolving to erect an academy in Virginia. In 
order whcreilnto he inirclnised an island called Palmer's Island unto 
this day, but in pursuance thereof he was at many thousand })ounds 
exjwnse ; some interested therein not discharging the trust reposed 
in them Avith corresponding fidelity. lie was transi)orted to another 
world, leaving to posterity the monument of his worthy but unfin- 
ished institution." 

In his will Palmer left " to the parish church in Totlenham for the 
reparation of same and of the Chapel belonging to Lemington house, 
commonly called the Place, where I was born, 40£, and my execu- 
tors to erect a monument in sd Chapel to the memory of my late 
grandfather, John Palmer, Esq., and Mary his wife, sister to W. 
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Grirell one of the judge« of the Ccmiraoa Pleas, and of Sir QUef i 
Grivell Kt. J>oth long since decea«cd-'' When FuUcr wrote Ua] 
•* Worthies of Englnnd," most of Edvrard Palmer* children 
dead, and hie dflu<.'hter Muriel Rutter is »poken of in that book 
one who " inheriting her father's (Mirtd aw! piety, left a perfumed] 
memory to all the neighborhood." 

Wood tclla U3 that Palmer'8 collections, ** coming into the hand* 
of euch persons who undorttood them not, were therefore, as I b,ivc 
heard, embezzled and in a manner loj>t. He had also a curioue col- 
lection of coins and subterranean antiquities which are also em- 
bezzled."

JOHN WHIPPLE was in Dorchester, Mass., as early as 1632, in ser- 
vice to Israel Stoughton, carpenter. He received a grant of land at 
Dorchester neck in 1637. He married his wife Sarah in Dorchester in 
1639 or '40. They united with the church in Dorchester in 1641. He 
owned a house and' forty or fifty acres of land near what is now calk-d Ne- 
jMDset Village. In 16o8 he sold his estate in Dorchester to James Minot, 
and the same year, or the^ year following, removed to Providence, where 
lie received an allotment of land July 29, 1659. He and his son John 
took the oath of allegiance in 1666. He was a member of the town coun- 
cil in 1669, and received a license to keep an ordinary in 1674. On the 
tomb stones of John and Sarah Whipple, in the north burial-ground in 
Providence, are the following inscriptions : 

« In Memory of | Capt. John Whipple, who | was bom in England & |

This 20"" was giuen to Richard Barnes by bis mother before her mar- 
riage, and was put into the hands of John Bent her brother.

M' Peter Noyse being asked why he would take Riclmnl Barnes bis i(^* 
■w* him to New England and leaue the said BarneH in old England, Mr. 
Noyse said he would cleare his hand of it atid ccime the Tew»iUiy following 
to John Beut« house, where also his mother dwelt, aud layed downe the 
money on the table in the p'sence of widdow Bent her sonn John lient arnl 
his wyfe and ThomiLS Blanchard : and then the said Widdow Bent sayd lliat 
aliee would receiue it, so M' Noyea aud Thom iManchar\l went awar for 
tlwt tyme. 

A little .after M' Noyse receuied of Widdow Bent 80^'' for land or [ ] 
out of land 20"' of w*^** 80'*' was Richard Barnes and so cjinio for New 
England.

I Peter Noyes doe testify that I payd fiue pound out of the estate of 
Agnis Bent by her order for the passage of Thomas Blanchard wife and 
alsoe I lent Thomas Blandchanl twenty shillings after I arriued at Boston 
by the apoyntment of Elizabeth Piyrapton the now wife of John Rutter. 

The testymony of John Bent is that he placed his mother and hir 2 
granchildren befor he came out of England ; that she had suficient in hir 
owne hand to discharg for hir expences and that she came over to new En- 
land w*''in less then one yeare after I cam over. 

Samuell Hides aged 42 yeares or there abouts deposeth and sayth 

That about thirteene yeares since this Depo°' came oner into New England 
in a sbipp w"* Thomas Blanchard and sayth that there was an old woeman 
lay in a cabbine in the sbipp w"'' this depo°' doth not remember that shea 
came forth all the tyme that shee was at sea untill she was brought forth 
to be buried, and sayth there was a bigg gerle there but this depo"' did not 
see her to doe anything about the old woeman or if she did it was very 
little.

ffrances the wyfe of goodraan Cooke of Charlestowne aged 44 yeares or 
there abouts deposeth and sayth. 

That shee this dt-po"' come into New England in the same shipp w* 
Thomas Blanchard in the yeare 1 639 and lying in the next cabbine to him 
and bis wiues mother sayth that the said Thomas Blanchard did wholly 
take care aud paynes w^ his wiues mother all the way ouer (except some 
little help some tyme of a weake gerle who was a kiusweoman of hers) and 
the old weoman what w"* her age and what w"' her sickues, for she was 
sick all the way his trouble aud paynes w*^ her was such that it was ud- 
•eemely for a man to doe, but there was no other saue that little helplesse 
gerle his kiusweoman, and continued his care and paynes w"* her all the 
way from London to Naiitaskith and endured very much w*** her untill the 
shipp came to Nautaskith and aucored there and this depo"' came away 
before shee was dead.

SEARCH FOR THE NORTH-WEST PASSAGE. 

"BRITISH SAILORS AND 8EA-LIFE OF THE EAHLY PAHT OF THE SEVEN- 
TEENTH CENTURY.

AAIONCf the most interesting' pages of English hi.'*torv nre those 
which chrouiole the voyages of the early luivigators of that 
[nation to these western ehttre^. 

The names of Gilbert, Ralegh, Frubieher, Davis, Hudson, Baffin 
'and others, represent strength of character find elements of heniinni 
("that shine out on the historic page as du the bcaoon-Iights iipou tho 

ocean that eurroiinds the rucky shores and headlands of their ibiand 
(home. The 8[»ecific object of many of those I'oyages was to find a 
'north-west passage to India, or Cathay. Expedition after e.\pe<Ji- 

tion followed each other into those hyperborean regions lying at the 
(northern part of thi^ continent, where they groped about in ini- 
jinenso bays and lengthened straits, encountering icebergs, floating 
Lice and varying currents, in the vain attempt to find a slntrter way 
'to the great western or south sea, as it was then called. There was 
(more pure love of adventure, more real dci«ire for knowledge, and 
[less of cupidity, in these en<]eavors toward the north, than in those 
[conteinpornneous ones put furlh to find the glittering EI Dorado of 

the tropics. 

Among the last of these efibrte to reach India by the way of the 

north, M-as the one made by Capt. Luke Foxe, of Yorkabirc, Eng- 
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land, in 1G31. Ho received, in consequence, tbc sobriqucf of 
" North-west Foxe **— a prefix lie hiiudt'lf tulopted, aa he plaoefl ii 
upon the title-pajje of \\h narrative «)f the vojuge, which \^na pnh- 
li:^hed from Gnih Street, London, in 1<»35. It is conesiJpred a 
sciin-e btfok, and tiie Me-nztes Catalof^uc ha* the follitv, > in 

regard to it : ^' We are unahle to record the pul»lic sale ^ loct 
copy in the United States/* Tlie one in tliat i^ule brought eixty-iivo 
doUurtj. 

A copy of this interesting work, ia sorry con4lition, without 
figure-lkcad, rudder, or chart, in that it lacked title-page, last lc»P 
and inai), baa somehow found its way acros^s the same ocean its au- 
thor traversed so many years ago, and liad drifted into one of the 
bookstores of our city, where it secured a willing purchaser, at a 
tritliug price, in the writer of this. After undergoing repairs, and 
passing through the binder's hands*, it presents quite a 8hii>-!*!m|>c 
appcunince in the snug harbor of my bookcase. Here it is uioortd 
alongside of a Dutch edition of Sir Walter Ralegh's first voyage to 
Guiana, published in 1.">'J9. What more fit companionship tlmii 
these narratives of Ralegh and Foxe, representing, as they do, two 
divergent attetnpts to solve great pn>blt'm8 of their age and times! 
That failure followed alike the search for an El Dorado and a 
nearer passage to the Orient, is not to the discredit of the actors 
therein. It was just such undatinted energy and adventurous spirit 
as we find displayed in these attempts, that led the way to settlements 
and colonies <m these western shores, with all the vast conee- 
quenecs suising therefrom. Shukspeare well says, " Most poor mat- 
ters point to rich ends." These wise words were prompted prrhjip« 
by Sir Walter's voyage, as might have been those put into the 
mouth of Bolingbroke, in King Richard II. : 

" JIust I not serve n Ions npprenticehood 
To f >reiKn pa«Hnge8, and in the end, 
Hiiviny; my lreedi)ia, iKia.st of nothing elm 
But ttTat 1 was a journeyman to ^rxeft " 

Tn this book of R degh's is pictured in colors the famous city of 
" jH:«nua oilel Dorado/' with its high walls and towers, designed no 
doubt to protect its fdiulous stores of goM, stories of which h»J 
been poured inttv the willing ears of Enj:lishmen by the Indians anJ 
Spaniards. Here, toi>, are represented the figures of fhi>sc "men 
of Inde " who "want their necks .and have eyes in their breasts." 
with long hair growing im their backs and shoulders. Houses, also, 
built in trees fur protection from great floods, and curious cuts of 
animals (tlint never went into Noah's ark), liesides many other 
wondetful tilings. If this work did nt)t make much impiv^sion upon 
the jddegmii(ic Dutchman of those days, we have every reason to 
believe it did upon the imajiination of Shakspcare. Indeed, it b» 
been clninicd liy some competent crili<'S that it was from tlu> 
very work that the great poet obt;iiued his iiiforiualioo of tl»e "still* 
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iermoothes," as well as that part of Otiicllo's tale which is 
U)h\ so ctfbctivcly in the listening ear ot* Deedemona, of 

** The Antliropophmji, nnd men whose heads 
Do grow beneath their Bhouldera." 

Tljcse arc slight ties, to be sure, to connect Shakspeaie's writings 
with those of his own day, still they are of a good deal of interest. 
What little f(Jod for the poet's nund may have been furnished by the 
writings of the old navigators, it is certain they were amply repaid 
by solid nutriment rendered in return. As one illustration of this, 
I copy the following extracts from the journal of the Dragon (Cap- 
! H) Keeling), hound with the Ilcrtor (Capt. Hawkins) and the

<«:coimt of early visits to this continent by Northmen long before 
the time of C/olumbus, has attracted a good deal of attention of late, 
IL. xxxn.

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and many difficult and contradictory statements therein have 
apparently explained. One of the stumbling blocks has been the 
Zichmni (Sinclair), who held a coraniii?sion under the kinsr of Xor-1 
way, was represented in the narrative as fifrhtlng against that king.] 
In an interesting communication by R. H. Major, of Knjiflan<lt iu ih 
Maflsachusetts Uistorical Society's Proceediuf^e, ISTfi, tliis Is ex-| 
plained by asserting that Sinclair was 6i;hting to put down the claii 
of his Xorse cousin to Shetland, that Island forming a part of Sii 
ciair'ri earldom, and the claim being a conditiuu which be accoptedl 
with his commission from tbc king. It is a little singular, that in the] 
version in Foxe's book, this matter takci» on a new phaeo by thw 
introduction of a diflerent enemy upon the eccnc, in the following 
wordtj : " Nicolo Zcno was made Captain of Ziclunnios Xavy : thej 
set forth for the enterprise of Estland (Shetland), being lictweem 
Priei^hiud and Norway, but by sti»rmc of wind they were drtren] 
•vpoD oertaine shoalea, wlierc the great part of tbeir Fleete was cast 
away. The lung of Denmark coming to rescue Estlaod* his 
Fleete vtterly perished,'" &c. &c. This bringing the Danes intol 
feud with Norway, in Foxe's version, even if not borne out by thoj 
Italian original of the Zeno letters, at least accords with many peri-j 
ode in the history of both those countries. Admirably, iDdced»| 
does it agree with the point of time in which Shakspearc casts hiAJ 
play of Hamlet. Horatio tells Marcellus that young Fortinbrua 

*' Httth in the .skirts of Norway, here and there, 
Sliark'd h|j n liet ol' lawle^^!^resolute«, 
For tiio>J itnd diet, to some enterprise 
That hulli a stomach ia't : wbiou is no other

This date, as given by Ortelius, agrees with tlie result of' 
modern research. Foxe goes on to sum up the whole matter thus

they were made up, as well as the ^>, from torn fragments), T 
doubt in this, he (the author iu 155t was enforced in v 
to patch vp, as his mcmoric would serve, so as there rji 
Mkelyhood of vntruths, howsoever I doe bdeeve the first Cojiies 
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rexeU Bermoothea/' as well as that part of Othello's talc which ia 
)lcl ao effectively in the listening ear of Desderaona, of

I was VictualiMl compleaily fur 18 mouths, bat whether 
Buiser, Brewer, Butcht^r, and other, were Mr. of tlieir Arts or profe 
or no I know not, but this I urn sure of, I hod excidlent fat Be^fe, st 
Beere, goo«l whealtMi Bread, good Ittelatid Ling, Butter and Cheese of 
best, acitnirahle Sncke and Aqu» Vtta>, Pease, Oat-meale, Wheat-meale, 
Oylo, Spice, Suger. Fruit and Hice ; with Chyrurgerie. as Sirrups, JuUps, 1 

iCondit^, &c. &c. My Carpenter was fitted from the lliickesl bolt, to thoj 
)utupe-nfivle or taekc't. The Gunner from the Sricor to llie PtsLolL TbeJ 
jat«waine from the Cable to the i^ayle-twine. The Steward aud Cooke,i 
from tl«e Culdron to the Spoone. And for IJookes. if I wanted any I was] 
loo bLime . . . Thing-i in tlii» readiilesse I was brought to his Majestie, wberej 
I received his Gracious favour with a Mappe of all my Predeces{>Drj Dis- 
coveries, his Majesties lustructious, with a Letter to the Enajierour of 
Ja{X)u." 

After this luiiiute account of " Prepamtione/* he commences 
journal proper by rccugnizing " that not only our being ami pr 
vntion, but the pro!»perity of all our Actions and Enterprizes doc 
immediately depend upon God's goodness and mercy/' and then gives 
a list of eight articlea " for the better governing and managing of 
this present voyage, in his Majesties Ship the Charles, bound for 
the North-west Pjissage, towards the South Sea, May 7, 1031, W 
foUoweth : 

First. That all the whole Company, as well Officers as others, shj«ll doij 
repairo every day twice, at the Call of the Bell, to heare puhlike Pray- 
ers to be read (such as are authorized by the Church), aud that ia a 
godly and devout manner, as good Chx-istians ought. 

Secon<l. That no man shall Sweare hy the name of God, nor vse any pro- 
phane Oath, or blaspheme his holy Name, vpon pa'me of severe puu- 
ishment. 

Third. That no man sIliU speake any vile or mi8V>e.seeming word against 
the honour of his Majessty (our Dread Soveraigne) his Lawes, or Ordi- 
nances, or the Religion 'established, and authorized by him here in Eng- 
land, hut as gotxl Subjects shall duely pray for him. 

Fourth. That no one shall s[>eake any doubtfull or despairing wonls, 
against the good successe of the voyage, or make any doubt thereof, cylher 
iu publique or jirivate at his Messe or to his Watch-mate, or slinll make 
any question of the skill and knowledge, eylher of Superiour or inferiour 
Olik-LT. or of the vndertakings, nor shall offer to combine against the 
authority thereof, vpon the paine of severe punishment, as well to him, 
thai shall first heare and conoeale the same, as to the first beginner- 

Fifili. That no man doe offer to filch or stoale any of the goo<ls of the 
Ship or Company, or iloe offer to breake into hould, there to take hif 
pleasure of such provisions jis are layd in generall for the whole Com- 
pany of the Ship, nor that any Olficer appointed for the Charge and over- 
sight thereof doe otherwayes than shall be appointed him, but sliall every 
man bee carefull, for the necessary preservation of the Victutill and futH 
conteyned iu the hould, and th-at also every Officer be so carefull of hi* 
store, as bee must not be found (vpon examination) to deserve puniali* 
ment. 
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Sixth. That no man doe grumble at his allowance of victuall, or stoalc any 
th)m others, nor slmll ^ive cross hiiigUMge. eytlier to supenoiir or equal!, 
in reviling Wonls or diiritin; ftpeechts, which doe tend to the inflaming of 
blood, or inrngiiig uf clioller: remembring this also, that a stroke or a 
blow is the bread) of his Majesties peace, and may not want his punish* 
mont therefore, us for other reasons. 
■'Seventh. That at tiie RoaLsw.iiae'a Call, all the whole Company shall 
appeare above Decke. or else that his mate fetch vp presently, alt such 
sloaihfidl persons, eylher with Rope or cmii!2:ell, as in such e^sea deserve 
Uie ^iime. The Quarter-masters shall looke into the steeredge, while 
the Giptaine, Master, and .Mates, are at Dinner, or ut Supper. 

Jib. That all nven doe duely observe the Watch, aa well at Anchor* 
as vnder suyle, and at ihe di9char«;fe thereof, the Hoats»vaine or his IMate 
shall call vp the otlier : all praising God together, with Psaltne and 
Prayer, and so committing our selves, lx)th soules and boflies, Ship and 
goods, to Gods merciful! preservation, wee beseech him to steere, direct, 
and guide vs, from the beginning to the end of our voyage : which hee 
make prosperous vnto vs, Araen. 

His journal of the voyajje, for the most part, presents a persistent 
lrujr<.'le with adverse winds, tides, ice, &c. &c. The hijLfhest point 
)f intitude he appears to have reached was that of 66 decrees and 
17 minutes, which was on the 22d of September ; the land in sight 
lie named " Foxe his farthest." 

That he was elated with his success in reaching so high a point, 
rhicii he asserts in nnothcr part of his journal as beyond any reach- 
by his predecessors, and timt he might have drunk to tliat succcsa 
[in a few glasses of the " admirable sacke or aqua vita;," referred to 
a part of his ship's stores, may be inferred from the way he com- 
lences the next day's j^uirnal, which reads as follows : " This raom- 
ig Aurora blusbt, as though shee had ushered her master from 
some imchast lodging, and the ayre so silent, na though all those 
hnndmaides had promised secrecy." The Captain seems indeed to 
ive been a well rend miin, with a vein nf poetry in his composi- 
>a, as further extracts from his journal will show : 

June 2.5. This Evening Sun kist Thetis in our sight, the same greeting 
d. W. from the N. and ut the same instant, the Rainebowe was in 
irance, I thinke to Canopy them abed. 
Oct. oth. This day it froze so sore with the ship's dipping in the Sea, 
liit our head, and wet tackling were Cande<l over with Icesicles, aiid manio 
Inowie shovvres in earnest were serit from Boreas his frozen forge; an<l for 
»e haire of our faces to be of his hoary colotir, had been no noveltie to us 
»ese fonr weekes, 
June 14. Close wentlitT, the wind contrary, we in traverse, some drie- 
Ig minL'*, but many Grampusses canio in a nhole, following their leader, 
)mmiiig close by mi», made me remember Rlr. WilliMra Browne in his Brit- 
ines Pastorals, where he writes the Tritons wafted Tlietia along the British 
lores. 

The followinff sailor terms for the Aurora Borealis are given under 
te of July 10th : " This night was cleare above head, but fog 
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(wailrcs, iil>out the Horizon , &t clocke 12 there vnid Pettiedanoera 
Henhflnes (as CKitne write them) North in the firmament, betoken- 
ing a st<irine to follow vrithin 24 hourea." The first nnme reaUitj 
Bpeakii its eignificance, but why the latter I cannot iinn^DC. Hil 
near apiiroacli to Lumley's Inlet is the occaeion of this good story 
in his journal : 

Seeing now that it hath pleased God to send rae thus happily nerre td 

.the lant] being iho North side of Luniley's inlet, bo nnmed after the rigbk 

[honotirahle the Lord I^iimlev. an especiAlI fiirtheror to Davis in hi» ^•ojr' 

igps, as t<i many other Lordly designee, a* that never to be forgtittcn act ol 

'his, in Ituiiding up the peere of that distressc^l p<»rc fisher tiiwue and eor- 

poration of llart.lepoole at his owiie proper Cf»9t and ehurges. to the ralud 

of at least 20<H) [>nund$, at my first comming thither I demanded at whose 

charge the said Peere town was huilde<l, an old man answered, mnmje at 

my tfooti Jj>rd Lumlfys, whose Soule was in Heaven before liis bones were 

cold. 

Foxc 8oeni8 to have explored quite thorouirlily a j^ood part o 
Hudson's Ray, nnd that body of water to the north of it. which Ima 
been nnmcti for him, Foxb Channel. AVhile in the Bay, on the 
29ih of August, they espied n sail which proved to be the Maria, 
Capt. James, of Hristol — another expedition in search of the north- 
west passage, and one which, according to Foxe, aceom [dished far 
less than his. The meeting of these vessels, in those disLint anil 
unexplored seas, must have been a source of satisfaction to nil con- 
cerned ; although it is quite evident, by Foxe's nccount, tliat there 
vras a good deal of rivalry and jealousy awakened by it, at Icwt 
between the commanders. They saluted each other, however, ex- 
changed visits and compared notes. One of the visits to the 3I«n« 
is described by Foxe in such a true sailor-like manner that 1 cannot 
forbear quoting it : 

I was well entertained and feasted by CapU James with varilie of sum 
cheere as his Sea provisions couid atford, with some Partridges, wee dinei 
betwixt decks, for the great cjibin was not bigg enough to receiue ourselm 
and followers; during which time the ship butt in 2 Courses, and maino 
bonnet, threw so much water, as wee could not have wanted sau:je, if v»-c li»d 
had roast .Mutton. Whereat I began to ponder whether it were U^ttcrfM 
his company to bee impounded amongst Ice, wheie they might l>e kept 
eweete by being thus daily pickled: however they wero to be pitlietl: the 
ship taking her liquor as kindly as ourselves, for her nose was no sooiW' 
out of the pitcher, but her nebe like the Ducks, was iu't aigaine. 

Before they parted company the two captains had some warm 
words in rejrard to the proper course for Capt. James to 
Foxe assures him that having explored in the direction lli< 
was now hound, he knew no north-west passage opened there, anu 
that the Maria was not a fit ship even if there was a passage. JnnK* 
replied, " that hce was going to the Emperour of Japtnu with Icttcrt 
fi-ora his Majestic, and that if it were a ship of his Majesties of 40 
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Peeccs of Ordnance, Iiee could not strike liis flag (keepe it vp then 
quoth I) but yuu are out of the way to Japan, for tins la not it." 
Foxe, equally determined, eays : "1 eliall i?eek l\vi N. AV. from Not- 
tin-lKan's Isle, as tve were bnth instructed to do, to which words 
my Master before him prefeiTcJ nice his hand, to bee willinir to the 
same, which I gladly accepted, nlthough within three dayes after, he 
caponed." 

Alter this they parted company, and Foxe searrhed about Not- 
tingham with the siime ill success. The wind continuing contrary, 
the tide all the while setting from the eoulh-eaat, thus proving no 
open passage northwards, his best men, "as Master, Gunner, Car- 
penter, IJoatswainc, hie* Mate, and one or two of the conmiou men 
downo, the rest complaining of cold paint-t?, and no marvell, they 
having beene over-toyled." ^VI! this, together with the lateness of 
the season, determined him to turn Ids prow homewards. " On the 
3l5t of October blessed be Almighty God, I came into the Downes 
with rH my men recovered ami sound, not having lost one I^Ian, 
nor Boy, nor any manner of Tackling." 

Here we, too, mudt psirt company with the old navigator, who has 
been allowed to narrate eo much about hia voyage, in his own words, 
from liis book ; not that we tire of his story, but that we fear epacc ^ 
forbiiU further ac«iuamt.Tnce. That he found some quiet haven to ■ 
i^p' lid the remainder of hia days, where he could at lea>t look out 
ij[..oi the waters he traversed sn much and loved so well, is to be 
iiO])cd ; and that he did find a final resting place, " unhonorcd and 
rttnsung,'' beneatii the green sod in the north of England, is proba- » 

le. Notwithstanding he may not have been a great man, and was I 
iiot a Sir Knight like R;degh, yet we shall bid the gallant Captain 

lieu with two stanzas of the e|>itaph said to hnvi.- bueu placed iibove 

le tonih of the great traveller Sir John Mandeville : 

An the Knights in the Temple, eross'lrciiMl in mnrlile, 

In ftrmour, with sword nnd with shield, 
So was ibis knijiht grao't, whiuh time hitth defhcH, 

Tliat nothing hut ruintsdoth yield.

CiMkrlei 
llnll, D.D., 1854, with liook.<i of eurmans and disoourses. in 1849 he receitod ihfl 
degree of D.D. from WilUumK College, and in 18ti4 that of LL.D. from the UniR^ 
sity of New York. 

Af> a college president he wa.s very successful. A ripo Boliolar and a man of pro- 
found religious convictions and sincere Chrintian character, he ouuuuaiKled tilt 
respect of the students, while hi» winning aoeial qualities won for him tin ir affec* 
tion. At the time of hif election 118 president of Uartmoutb, his alm;i - 

a man of good executive abiiiticK wiio could influence others in eontri 
growth and permanency, and the pr*jgre*»s which the institution ui "* 

administration, and the rare qualities of mind and character which In iQ 

it« manngement, are well known to the graduates of Dartmouth, and to uiJ)er^ wiitf 
are interested in itis history. 

He became a member May 25, 1870, and in January, 1877, he w*a olioeeo »ifl*> 
prebident for the state of New Hampshire. 

The Hon. Lorenzo Sabink, A.M., of Bo.aton, a rcfident member, was born in 
Lisbon, N. H., July 28, 1803 i died at Bostoa Highlands, April 14, 1677, aged 73 
yn. 8 moB. 17 days. 
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Mr. Sal)ine'« history in the twofold Bspeot of merchnnt and author is somewhat 
reinarkahle. It iu tl^e narnitive of a sclf-educ«ted man. luldhig nnutlier t») the 
instniiceii vA thu «ucces«!lal pursuit of knnwiedue under peculinr dilBcultie*^. Llis 
father, iCev. Klijati R. Svibin. dyintj when Lorotiio wa.s fiftet-n ye«rs uf rt>;v, he wew 
\vii in puverty. und without even the rudiments of knowledge, to make his own way 
t!irou>?ii the world ns best he could. When eii;ht<'en years old he entered a reUtil 
fthfii) ill EiiRtport, Mnine, at ten dollars pt-r month. He obtained n few liooks on 
credit, and devoted his leisure to «tudy. Atleuiptinnr to do huMims? for himself but 
not i>rorinj»(>ucce(*<rul, he fotinil employment with a ship-owner, und kept the bixiks 
of tlitj " Pa««amnqqofldy Bank." F<ir filteen yesirs lolIuAving, he was a frontier 
trader. In 1837-8, he served n« a Viank olfieer. While at EaMporl be wivs chnsen 
to the Legislature of Maine three successive 3'ettr.s, and held the office of Deputy 
UoUeetor of the Custom.s. 

In 18-19 .Mr. Sabine removed to Miif«aehDwtt8. In lft52, he was appointed a sei-ret 
and conHdentiai afjent of the Treasury £>enartntent of the United States, lie was 
eJcctrd to the Tliirty-Hecund Con«jre''<'. He was arterwtirris njipninted seeretJiry of 
the li<jwt()n Rjani of Trade, and wrote nine of its annual reports, liej^inning 
with the fourth. IViwdmn \ \\\\i>'^ conferred uixjn him the degree of A.M. in 1846, 
and Harvard University in IH-J8. 

A li.'^t of his published writinsrs may bo f^)und in the Cyclopaylia of .American 
Literature, Vol. II p. 450. A einn|)lete set in his own library make eight .stately 
octavo volume.^. It wii.s hie habit to select and retain 8cru])»j of infitrmiition from 
neWF]mper8, and of recnrdinij memnranda rtf ineidents and fiiet« of intere»it. In 
thi« way lie found materiiil fi>r hi<? uniiiue woik on ** Ibielnnnd r)iiellins» " 

For thepaHt lew years, Mr. .Sabine lineileda lileof retirt nient. Ilin well-i^toredmind 
made htm a most ai;reenbt»' ooiuiKiriinn, and hi« life has been one of usefulness. 

Ho was admitted to tiiia society, July 8, 1859. 

The Rev. iSAjirKL Hopkins Rinnri., A.M., of Tamworth. N. H.. a resident member, 
h«»rn at Bristol, Me., Jan, 2, 1800, and died at I)e» Moinew, Ltwa, June J, 1876, 
^Itjg^ 70 yrs. 5 nun. 

Mr. Kiddel jjraduated with distinction at Yale Oilleire in 1823. From thence he 
went to .\ndover, and was a irraduate of the class t>f 182*$. Wns ordained June ^, 
1kJ7, and settled over the ('org;re<tntional ehurch in (.ilaftenbury. Conn., where he 
remained eeven years. lu 183 1-3.'> be eilited the " EYannelioil Muj^iuine," Conn., wfiB 
aj^ent ol the Ameriimn tiluwuion Society, I83ft-38; editor of the 0>ngret/atiimalittf 
Hartford, Conn., If.^O-K) ; .sien-tary of' the American EduMition Soejety, Bodton* 
Man.-*., 1843-50; editor of the '* American Quarterly Reijister,'' l84''2-43,"iind editor 
and part proprict<.jr of the Puritan Rnordcr, ISSS-iiW. In addition to lus editorial 
labors he had the charge ol (urminK a new ehuieh 'a Waverley, near Boston. In 
I8tiO be accepted a call to a country parish in Tamworth. N. II., where he remained 
for twelve years, re.signing bin ehnrjje after the death of a daugliti-r, the only n-main- 
ing luuuiber of his family, on whose account larirdy he had accepted the ebar^ at 
Tamworth. After his resignation be came to Boston, or vihileii Iriends and relatives 
in Contieeticut, New York, and New llamiwhire. In the fall of 1875 he attendeil the 
meeting of the A. B. C. h . M.. in t^'hicajco, intendinif thence to vibit children of his 
sisters in Ohio and Illinoi.i ; l>iit tarrying at Dee Moines, lowa, he was htjf(]>itably 
entertained by u family formerly his parishioners in Tamworth, and was prevniled 
a|xm by them to paa< ihe winter there In the (tpening .«pring he tiKjk cold, which 
drveloped int^i pneumonia, of which diFea«ie be dieii June l.<*t, amoog the friends and 
ia the houtie where he had found so pleasant a renting place. 

In the death of Mr. Riddel our aocieiy luourno the low* of one who for more thoo 
thirty years has been interested in it« work. He rejoiced in it« pro,«)>eriiy. In its 
e*rly history, and the period of its weaknes.«, be was one of its most active members. 
Fruu April. 184(i, to Jim., 1^51, he was its ret-ortlinf^ secreUiry. He wh« on t-he^ 
publiMhinu; committee from March, 1847, to Jan., 1H51 ; and he was corresponding 
ripgeretary lor ihe year 1858. 

-Mr. Riddel was valued by thofto who knew him best, for those qnnlitir« whioh had' 
made him a ftiithful and successful editor and secretary ; for hisaeeumcy. tlioroutjh- 
oes», und order ; l^r !iii> keeti interi-st in what whs worth beinjr intercwte*! in ; for a 
certain nicety of perception and refitted fawte. He had all tho.>ie marks of good 
scholamhip which impress scholars, but are not very siirnifu^mt to otbem. 

He wiis a man of stronii^ socinl feelinjts, nnd in the afflictions of a IjeloTiwI daugh- 
ter liifl senvihilities, in bis lotit-ly mountain home, were for a decade c»r more of yearn 
severely tried. Through all theae years be lived without a mumuir^ grateful for

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every kindness, thoughtful for every one, steadfaat in his faith, anwavering io ful- 
filling all tlie duties of this Bufftfring life. He grew old under it, but he never lost 
his ohet-rfujnrfis. In the judgment of bis friends, his patience in suffering and bis 
rcHignatiun under all that uia heavenly Father laid upon him, was, perhaps, his 
crtiwning excellence. 

lie was elected a resident member Jan. 21, 1845, being the first person elected to 
membership by the society. 

Tlie Hon. Sakuel IIubv Wallkt, A.M., a benefactor and life member, of Boston, 
where he was bom Aug. 31, 1805, died at Nantasket, Mass., Aug. 27, 1877, aged 71 
years. He was a son of Siimuel Hall* W'alley, descended from the Rev. Thomits' 
Walley, of Barnstable, Mass. (see Bridgman's Qranary Burial Ground, p. 35), 
through John', John' and Thomas.* Mr. Walley was a life-long, honored, and 
distinguished citizen of Boston. He fitted fur college at Andover Academy, and 
gniduateii at Harvard College in 1826. He studied kw fur a brief period, and was 
officially connected with the Sufiiilk Savings Bank from its formation in 1833. when it 
was known as the Seamen's Savings Bank. Fur twenty years he was treasurer of 
that institution, and has of late years been one of its Vice-Presidents. He waa 
subsequently treasurer of the Vermont Central Rail Road ; and he was also the firrt 
treasurer of the Wisconsin Central Rail Road, a position which be held but a few 
months. 

In early life Mr. Walley became interested in politics, and was prominent as a 
whig, lie was fur eiglit years a member of the Massachusetts Legblaturo, and was 
speaker in 1845-46. From 1853-55 he was a member of congress, as the suocetsor 
01 llornce Mann. In 1855 he was the unsuccessful candidate of the then expiring 
whig party fur govemer. He was subsequently bank commissioner. In 1859 he 
organiz«nJ the Revere Bank, Boston, was elected its president, and filled the position 
with great acceptance until his death. 

Mr. Walley was an active and influential member of the congregational denomina- 
tion, and of his time and means he was unselBsh in the advancement of its interests. 
As an officer in the "Old Suuth Church," and as a member and auditor of the 
•' American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions," he gave, lor many 
years, gnituitous services which large sums of money could not have purcha-sed. 
He was al>o president of the " Mosaichusetts Bible Society," and an officer of the 
"Little Wanderers' Home." 

_ Mr. Walley was a man of strong convictions, but in bis business and social rela- 
tions he was aflable and courteous. He took an honest pride in the city of his birth, 
and whenever his helping hand, or his fitly spoken words could advance the reputa- 
tion of the municipality, he was zealous and painstaking. 

Mr. Wallev was twice married. His first wife was Mehitabel Sumner, diinghter 
of tlie Hon. Isaac Chapman Bates, of Northampton, four sons and two daughtt-wof 
which marriage are still living. His second wife was Miss Annie Gray Uawes, a 
daughter ot Prince Hawes, who survives him.

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This is a wonderful work in many respecls. Ito 2500 p»ge« und 27000 nnmcfl, 
thnugli iinpreceditnted, conJd be matched ty other fnmilic-s with a tithe of the 
lime and expense hentowed here. Tiie chief wonder is the ihdroujfh and oxhaubtive 
tuHnner iu which the niuMt minute details have hwa sought fur nnd verifuHj ; iu a 
Word, the ajiiipk't^cne.'hs of the work. The author's peneaUijgiouI rcscurchos ran 
through nearly half a century, having been commL-nt-ed when lie wiie a youth of ^j 
KTenti«n, and before the last editiitn of this genetilo^y nripearcd he had iwsscd the ^H 
sixty-third anniversary of his birth. In hia early invcstii^atiuna he received ni> eil- ^H 
cntimgeiuent from his relativps, nnd at no tiirie nns any one shared the expeoKe. i 

Paul VVentworth, tlje author's father, was nut bi)rn in 17H|, when hia (Paul's) 
grandfttther died; and he WiUi hut fiveyear.H old when Iiis father died, so that the 
authiir Imd no aj^ed nlatives when he was yoiinir to furnish him with fiicu nh.mt 
hifi ancestry, or to iiiilaine his curiiwity with traditiuns ul thi-ir deeds. Tde Went- 
Wiirth.s, though at one time the leading (nmily in Me>v lliiirij>.shirc, were not particu- 
larly prominent when ho heiran hie rcsfurche-*. From 17fW, when hia gr^ndlather 
John Wentworth gnidnattHlitt Harvard College, to his own i^rnduation at Dartmouth 
College, in 1836, a periol uft-ixty-eight veari*, no person of the name was smdunted 
nt any colle^re in the L'nitwl States. 'Ihe author .« curiiwity was i-arly cxcit^nl by a 
letter from John Farmer, the dietingaiahed antiquary, addrcseed to his father, 
Paul Wentwurth, makin;^ inq«iinc« renpectini; the ji^nTrrnuicntal pcisitione held by 
Panl'fi father and cnindfuther, whith infurnmtion Ins father could nut give. 

The author hiiH led a very buxy life. He lias heeti the edit^tr of a newspaper, B 
lawyer in lari»e practice, n memher of congress, serving on tihp»rttint commttteee; 
the mayor of Chicago, U-sides holding other i»(5>'ej< nnd engaging in other buKinesai. 
But during all those onjrnxsping pursuit*, in which he hM< accumulated a fortune, 
be has never lost his interest in the history of the Wentworths." lie collected a 
large genealogii-al lihrary : thoroughly exphjred the ancient records nnd archives 
ijtl Concord, Port«mouth, Exetor and Dover, N. II., and Alfred nnd Kittcry, Mo.; 
•earclurd the lihrnries of Wa<!iington. Boston and Camhridge; made the acqusint- 
ftDce of such antiquariis as Drake, Felt and Force ; and u|>ened an ext«m»ive oor- 
reepondcnce with prominent gcnnilogist** and with persons of his name. 

In Oct<jlx5r, 1870, he issued his first or private edition of this b<xik. In col- 
lecting wnteriab and preparing this a.s well as the Bulvtequent edition for the 
f tress, he was fortunate enough' tf> secure the assistance of the best talent in thia 
ine of research. Among thoHe who hare helped hira may be named the Kev. Alon- 
Bo U. Quints D.D., and Col Joseph L. Chester, LI*.D. Dr. Quint has no BU|xTior 
in a knowledge of New Hampshire history and genealogy, and Col. Chester's Kng- 
li«h revarches have won golden opinions from all. Not a copy of thi« nlition wna 
•old. One thousand copies were printed, of which four hundred were burnt in the 
great firo in Chicago, Oct. 8 and 9, li^71. The other six hundreil, with the esccp- 
tJon of a few ctDpies to lihraries, have l>een distributed among families uf Wentworth 
blood, to ho kei)t as heir-rooms in these lamilies. though the ownership is retiiined 
by Mr. Wentworth lor himself and his heirs. From these ramilii* the author has 
obtained, as he hoped to do. many new facts and the correction of many errors for 
his ^coud edition. The experiment proved so satidfactory, that as we heard Mr. 
Wentworth say he did not regret the cost. 

The second or public edition was issued in July last. The Ennrllsh portion is a 
marvel. The tirst edition was a surprise, hut this leaves littlo if anything to be 
dcsire^i. Wo know of n.> English book winch attempts to trace a faruily with the 
thorraighnesN here done. The author finds that nil persons of hie name who have 
<lii«tii»guishcd thcmsetvis in EnglLsh history nn- of his hlood. 

The American portion is still more exhaustive. Those in the humblest walks of 
life have been sought out and their record given as fully as those who have held the 
highest p'>sitions in society. But this is ft characteristic of American genealogies. 
It will Iw seen, however, hy .Mr. Wentworth's pages, that the desicendants of Uegi- 
uald Wentworth, living in' England in 1088, to whom all of Wentworth blood are 
traced, have had their share of illustrious names. Their deeds and writings ara 
fully recorded here. 

Both eifitions of the work are thorobghly indexed. The indexes of perBopia and 
placi-s in the first edition fill nearly four hundred pages, and in the second edition a 
tfholc volume is devoted to them. Both eilitions arc beautiful specimens of book 
making. They are i I lustra ti-d with numerous steel-portraits of tlie highest finish, 
aj)d tucvsimile« of documents and autographs. The edition offered for sale is not 
A Urge one. and the price a^ked will not pav the cast of paper, printing and binding. 
It will not be tuany years belore the aet will bring at least twooty^five dollarB.

Four distinct fninilies . , natoelf, 

the descendants of the following persons, early settlers in the phuin named ; JoMi 
of Fairlield, Ct., ancestor of President Burr; flenjaiuin, ol llnrtford; the Bff. 
Jonathan, of Dorchester, Slutw., and Henry, of New Jersey. These gcnealogi« 
oontitin 1300 naaica, and show much rcKJarch and care in the coinpUtttion. Twit 
are good indexes. The portraits arc fine photo-cngravingfl. 

The Miiy genealogy, whos+o title foUoWH. is also a l>eautiful volume, the papAi 
print and hinding In-ingnil of the first quality. The elegant style in which miuijr 
of our recent genealogies are brought out shows an iDcrenaod revercDoe ia oor pv- 
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pie for the memory of their ancestors. Why shoald not M mach taste and liber- 
ality be dLopIayed on these printed monuments which keep in rcmombmnoe the 
virtues of thoueands of our kindred, as are lariehed on the marble uionum«>n» reared 
to the memory of single individuals? The ancestor of nearly all the May* of New 
£neland recorded in this b>Mk, wa« John May, who settled in Roxbur>' a« early as 
1640. He is supposed to hate been a native of Sussex, £D|;Iand ; but be has not 
yet been connected with any English family, though some research for that pur- 
pose has been made in the m<itber country. The book has been compiled by tho 
Rev. Samuel May, of Leicester, the Rev. Richard S. Edes, of Bolton, and Messra. 
John J. and John W . May, of B >ston, though one of them, the Rev. Mr. Edes, died 
{ante, p. 1:23) before the completion of the IxKjk. Their work shows that they have 
been industrious and successful in the collection of facts. Good indexes are fur- 
nished. Our readers have been made familiar with some memlwrs of the May fami- 
ly by two articles in the Register (xxvii. 14 ; xxx. 43). Among the authors who 
inherit the blood of the Mays, but nut the name, may be cited Miss Louisa May 
Alcott, the popular novelist, and the Rev. Frederic West Holland, whose writiugs 
are noticed m the " Cyclo|>sedia of American Literature." 

The next work, Mr. Bartlett s *' History of the Wanton Family," forms No. 3 of 
the Rhode Island Tracts, the first two numbers of which were noticed in July (an/f , 

{>. 362). The Wanton family has been prominent in Rhode Island history, and 
our of the name were governors of that colony. Appended are genealogictil memo- 
randa of fifteen families connected with the Wantons. The name of the author is • 
sufficient assurance that the work is well done. The edition was 250, of which 
nearly nil arc sold. The two former numbers will soon be out of print. 

The Bradleca are a well-known Boston family, descended from Nathan Bradley 
who settled in Dorchester in the middle of the seventeenth century. One member 
of it, the Rev. Caleb Davis Bradlee, the popular pastor of the Harrison Square 
Church. Bost«in, and a talented author, was formerly corresponding and recording 
secretary of the Historic, Genealogical Society. The present pamphlet gives fufl 
gcnealugic details of the branch to which it is devoted. It is handsomely printed, 
and has an index. 

The Suiith pamphlet gives the families of the ancestors, in the paternal line, of 
the Rev. Worthingtim* Smith, D.D., descended from Samuel* Smith of Wethora- 
field, Ct., through Chileab,' Luke,' Jonathan* and Scth* ; and of his wife Mary^ 
Little, descended from Thomas* Little of Marshfield, Mass., through Kphraim,* 
David,' Rev. Ephraim,* Ephraim,* and Dr. Ephraim.* The Rev. Dr. WorthingtoD 
Smith, was a Congre^tional minister of distinction, and filled the office of president 
of the University of Vermont, from 1849 to 1855. His son. Col. E. W. Smith, U.S. 
Army, is the author of this work. The first of the folding pedigrees gives the 
ancestors of the Rev. Dr. Smith of the several names, and the second those of his 
wife. They show that the author is descended from many distinguished names in 
colonial history. The pamphlet, we are informed, was prepared for family use 
exclusively. 

Tiie Johnson pamphlet is reprinted, with additions, from the SoutMoro^ Press. 
The historical address by the Rev. Josiah 11. Te.i.ple, of Framinglmm— one of the 
authors of the History of Northfield (ante, xxx. 275)— gives an historical and genea- 
logical account of the Johnsons, descended from William Johnson, who settled at 
Charlratown about the year l(i34. The author's mother, Mrs. Abigail (Johnson) 
Temple, is tho oldest living member of this fi^mily, being now ninety-one years old. 

The Little pamphlet is a reprint of a portion of the book noticed in October last 
(_anfe, xxxi. 449) ; and the pamphlet whose title follows, " The Descendants of Ed- 
ward Shepard," is a reprint of the article by that name in our last number (ante, 
pp. 322-37), with which our readers are familiar. 

The Cheever pedigree gives the descendants of Ezeklcl Checver, the famous New 
Engliind school-master, whose funeral sermon Cotton Mather preached, in tho line 
of Prof David W. Cheever, M D., of Harvard College, and John II. Cheever, a 
New York merchant. The pedigree has been prepared and printed at the expense 
of Frof. D. W. Cheever. Besides a rubricated tabular pedigree, wo have a fac- 
simile of the author's manuscript of a latin poem by Ezekiel Cheever. written in 
1631, several autographs, and a few interesting documents concerning him and his 
family. The pedigree was traced and arranged by William B. Trask, and waa 
printed by John WiLson and Son, of Cambridge. Only 31 impressions were taken.
